_ Inthe older schools, it has been 
the PTOs and PTAs that have 
put the air conditioners in the 
classrooms, reported Superinten- 
dent of Education Ellie Glasscox. 


Explaining why he decided to 
stick to the regular school 
schedule rather than dismiss 
classes early as some systems 
have done, the superintendent 
said he believed that would have 
put a hardship on a number of 
parents. 

And one central staff member 
Observed that if students were at 
home, they would probably be 
outside playing anyway. 

‘*There’s really not much we 
can do about the situation but 
just sweat through it,’’? Glasscox 
remarked. 

In order to cut down on any ex- 
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ertion, the superintendent has 
had schools cut back on physical 
education periods. 

However, Shelby Principal 
Katie Griffith reported that one 
student became overheated dur- 
ing the brief time her class spent 
outdoors and had to go home. 

There have not been any other 
reports of adverse effects from 
the heat though. 

But students have said they 
find it difficult to concentrate 
when classrooms become too hot. 

The reason school starts as ear- 
ly as it does, is to finish the first 
semester before Christmas vaca- 
tion. 

That requires getting in 80 
days. 

On opening day this year, the 
enrollment was 11,970, which in- 
cludes the 140 additional 
kindergarten students that were 
able to attend because of the in- 
crease in state funding. 

The enrollment figure last year 

was 11,712. 
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Hospital wants advice 
on handling tax funds 


Should the Shelby Medical Center board turn 
back some of its tax revenue to the Shelby 
County Commission again this year? 

The question is coming up again as the com- 
mission fights to write a balanced budget, and 
needs more money to make it balance. The 
commission is caught with many expenditures 
beyond its control, that have been mandated by 
the state legislature. The county cannot raise 
funds on its own. 

The hospital board, on the other hand, looks 
back on the $850,000 it has turned back to the 
commission in the last two years and thinks the 
commission should have its house in order by 


now. 

At the heart of the matter is a four-mill ad 
valorem tax designated for ‘‘health’’ purposes. 
Legal points on that have been debated by 


lawyers, and have ended in disagreement. To 
avoid court action the hospital directors have 
‘voluntarily’ turned back some of the money 
the last two years, and the commission has used 
it for health purposes, including mosquito con- 
trol and the county health department.. 

Now, another showdown is approaching, 
and the hopsital directors want to know how 
the people feel about the issue. One of them 
suggested that the Reporter make an appeal to 
the public to write letters to the Board of Direc- 
tors, Shelby Medical Center, P.O. Box 488, 
Alabaster, AL 35007, and we are glad to do so. 

He promised that all letters would be read 
and answered, and was genuinely interested in 
finding out how people really want their tax 
money spent on health in Shelby County. 


Fan demand slow despite heat 


Treadwell reported that the 
department had not actually in- 
tended giving out fans, but had 
planned to give eligible in- 
dividuals the money to buy one. 


Even though the county is in 
the grip of a heat wave, the 
Department of Pensions and 
Security has yet to hear from 
anyone who needs a fan. 


“We're amazed,”’ DPS Direc- 
tor Susan Treadwell told the 
Reporter Tuesday. 

Although the department 
helped one family where they 
knew the need existed, no one has 
made a request for a fan. 


She explained that money left 
over from the energy program 
would be used. 


The department received 
$22,000 to help low income 
familes pay heating bills. There is 
$1,700 left in that fund.

for water breaks for all players on the field at the time and for

‘This will really help the players 
who are going both ways (offeense and defense). This provision 
will be in effect until temperatures return to a more normal 


level.”’

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County school board 
has new plan to avoid 
appointment snafus 


In the last few years, school 
trustees have turned down three 
people selected by the Board of 
Education’s Central Staff to fill 
administrative positions, 

Now the board hopes it has 
come up with a solution to that 
problem. 

At last week’s board of educa- 
tion meeting, the board voted to 
join the Secondary School 
Assessment Center. 

Superintendent of Education 
Ellie Glasscox explained that the 
center would serve as a tool to 
analyze prospective candidates. 
He said it would also enable the 
board to make a more objective 
evaluation. 

Answering Dr. Bill Fancher’s 


question about the trustees rejec- 
tion of candidates chosen by the 
board, the superintendent said, 
**Hopefully this will be another 
means to convince them we’re 
basing our decision on sound 
judgment.”’ 

The cost of participation in the 
program depends on the number 
of assessors trained and the 
number of candidates who are 
put through it. 

Glasscox said the maximum 
cost would be no more than 
$1,000-$1,200. The commit- 
ment would be for three years. 

Assessors would be the first 


ones to go through the ‘training. 


The superintendent reported that 
in all probability, three principals 


and three members of the central 
staff will get that assignment. 

After that, the eight assistant 
principals in the county school 
system will be put through the 
center for evaluation. 

Glasscox made it clear 
however, that the assessment is 
not going to be the sole basis for 
employing an administrator. 

What the center does, he ex- 
plained, is to show a person’s 
strengths and areas where im- 
provement is needed. 

The center, which is located in 
Birmingham, is a consortium 
made up of schools in Jefferson 
County, Midfield, Guntersville, 
Pell City and several other school 
systems.

‘**This is something we needed 
real bad,’’ Pepper Ezzelle, a Red 
Cross recruiter told the Reporter 
of the K mart effort.

“‘We are trying to stay ahead 
and don’t want to get caught in a 
critical situation again,’’ Ezelle 
added. 

In addition to sponsoring 
blood drives, the Shelby County 
Red Cross Chapter is still par- 
ticipating in the emergency food 
and shelter program. 

People who are unemployed 
with no income may be eligible 
for one monthly rent payment or 
one mortgage payment. They 
may also be eligible for an 
emergency food order. 

According to Rabren money 
for this program runs out in 
September and the Red Cross 
wants to use every penny of it. 

She stated that persons who are 
not in an emergency situation 
may be referred to the Riverchase 
Church of Christ or the United 
Methodist Church at Camp 
Branch for assistance.

When Louise Glenn takes on a project, she doesn’t do it halfway. 
Last spring she was so surprised and disappointed when zoning was 
turned down by the voters of Beat 13, she decided to do something 
about it. 

She organized a community get-together and started a door-to-door 
canvass of the residents of the beat to find out why the vote went 56 to 
35 against zoning. 

What she found was that many residents of the beat were not 
registered voters. She also found that more tenants than property 
owners live there, and many of them did not know what the zoning 
issue was all about. 

She and her committee -- which consists of Dot and Victor Marden, 
Dot and Reid Hosey, and Braxton Taylor -- talked with everyone they 
could find, explaining the advantages they felt zoning offered to con- 
trol the growth that is coming to Beat 13. 

The beat is east of US 280, touches Jefferson County, includes Lake 
Purdy, and goes south about 1% miles from State 119 (Cahaba Valley 
Road). It is not heavily populated, and the biggest landowner is the 
Birmingham Water Works Board. The area is considered prime 
development property by realtors. 

Glenn asked the county board of registrars to schedule a night

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Columbiana streets 
receive attention 


The street scene in Columbiana 
has been claiming the attention of 
the city council in recent months. 

One street project has been 
completed and two others are on 
the horizon. 

_Washington Street has been 
widened to 24 feet with a six foot 
sidewalk built along the east side. 

And the council has been talk- 
ing about ‘improvements to 
McDow Road and changing the 
location of Seale Road where it 
exits on county 47. : 

The purpose of the 
Washington Street project was to 
improve traffic and pedestrian 
safety on the heavily traveled 
street leading to the elementary 
school. 

The Childersburg firm of Butts 
and Billingsley was awarded the 
contract and began work Aug. 
15. 

Plans for improving the traffic 
flow also included a bus tur- 
naround. 

The city is counting on the 
board of education to do that 
part of the project since it is on 
the school campus. 

However, the latest word from 
the central office is -that this 
year’s budget does not include 
money for the project. It- will 
reportedly be considered in next 
year’s budget. 

According to school Principal 
Ann Head, revised plans on what 
the board is expected to do will 
change the route cars follow 
rather than the busses. 

The idea now, is for vehicles to 
drive to the rear of the school 
where a parking lot will be built. 

This will increase the safety 
factor, the principal points out, 
by separating the car and bus 
traffic. 

Eighty five percent of the 
students ride busses, Head 
reports. She said they will exit 
through the wide front doors 
while the smaller group leaves 


through rear exits. 

A decision on moving Seale 
Road over for a distance of 400 
feet was postponed again at 
Thursday night’s counci! 
meeting. 

Although Councilman Lewis 
Walker said he had checked with 
the city attorney and learned the 
city had the right to move the 
road. Mayor Buck Falkner did 
not have the figures on what pav- 
ing would cost. 

At a previous meeting, street 
superintendent James Palmer 
had told the council grading work 
would cost approximately 
$1,850. 

Owen Joiner and his son Ran- 
dy have appeared at two council 
meetings to ask that the unpaved 
road be moved away from James 
Seale’s home because he suffers 
from a health problem ag- 
gravated by dust. 

There was some hesitation 
about moving the road because 
that would put it closer to Leslie 
Seale’s home. 

The Joiners told the council 
that the majority of families liv- 
ing along the road were in favor 
of the move. 

During Thursday’s short 
meeting, the mayor mentioned 
repaving McDow Road, which 
had also been discussed before. 

He said he had talked to the 
Shelby County Commission to 
see if the county could help with 
the project and that he would talk 
further with county officials. 

According to County Engineer 
Gary Ray, the road doesn’t have 
an adequate base. 

He said the base would cost 
about $1,500 and paving would 
be somewhere in_ the 


neighborhood of $5,000-$6,000. 

The county is expected to help 
with the project since there are 
county buildings at the end of 
road and other industries may 
locate there in the future.

Shelby County’s 
departments are taking advan- 
tage of state cash for capital im- 
provements... strings and all. 

The cash: a maximum of $950 
in matching grants, administered 
by the state forestry commission. 

The strings: an initial expen- 
diture of $1,200 in return for a 
$600 grant and a second expen- 
diture of $700 for a $350 grant. 

The offer is being received so 
well in Shelby County that 18 of 
25 rural fire departments have 
applied for grants. Six of those 
units have either received or been 
approved for funds. 

“T can’t tell you how many 
units will get the funds because I 
can’t tell how many have spent 
the up front money,’’ says county 
forester Daryl Lawson. 

But with 1983 being the first 
year up front money has been re- 
quired for grants, Lawson calls 
Shelby County’s participation 
‘*favorable.’’ 

However, apart from up front 
expenditures of funds, the grants 
come with one more string at- 
tached, according to Lawson. 

‘Each unit must sign a 
memorandum of understanding 
that they will help the forestry 
commission by fighting forest

fires in their areas. We will help 
them get their grants in return,”’ 
he says. 

“Local people don’t unders- 
tand that rural fire departments 
are doing this work on a 
volunteer basis and that they 
.heed support,’’ Lawson explain- 
ed as one reason for the state’s 
generosity. 

County fire departments which 
have or which will receive grants 
for capital improvements are: 

*Shelby Fire Department-- 
Spent $1,200 for a pump and 
$700 for hose to receive $600 and 
to apply for an additional $350. 

eIndian Ford-- Spent $571 for 
hose and will receive a $250 
grant. 

eChelsea-- Spent $1,200 for 
hose and received $600. They are 
also applying for an additional 
$350 grant. 

*Calera-- Spent $1,200 for a 55 
watt radio and two alert monitors 
to receive a $600 grant. Calera is 
also applying for a $350 grant. 

eWestover-- Applied for 
$424,38 in return for an expense 
of $848.76 for fire hose and 
couplings. Westover is also in- 
terested in applying for addi- 
tional $350 grant. 

®Shelco-- Spent $1,200 for fire 
hose to receive a $600 grant.

In an effort to prevent another 
emergency situation, Red Cross 
officials are already planning 
toward next summer. 

John Burleson, Director of 
Donor Blood Resources in Birm- 
ingham, spoke before a group of 
Shelby County Red Cross of- 
ficers on this year’s dilemma and 
their plans for next summer. 

‘Donor blood service is now 
taken for granted, but once it’s 
not there...,’? Burleson said 
solemnly. ‘‘It’s for real. We’re 
going to get through this crisis, 
but next summer we can’t pro- 
mise that.’”’ 

In Wednesday’s meeting, 
Burleson told the group that after 
the emergency appeal for donors 
last week, blood supplies are get- 
ting back to normal. 

**‘We’re still not out of the 
woods, because we’re still about 
2,000 units below ideal,’’ he said, 
‘but we don’t feel that anyone’s 
life is in danger.”’

Zoning election offers chance 
for control of Beat 13 growth 


To zone, or not to zone? 

The question is not new in Shelby 
‘County, nor is it new in Beat 13 where 
residents will go to the polls again on 
September 20. 

Beat 13 voters turned down zoning 
by a 56-35 margin on April 30 of this 
year. Had the vote passed, the ar 
which borders the commercially expan- 
ding US 280 corridor -- would have 
become only the second beat in the 
county to vote in zoning. 

The populous Beat 12, which also 


borders US 280 and covers Valleydale ~ 


and Cahaba Valley Roads reconfirmed 
zoning in a vote a year ago following 
legal foul-ups in the wording of the act. 


Zoning is not a final answer to con- — 


trolling property values, but it’s a start. 

Without zoning, business and in- 
dustry can help itself to moving into an 
area -- whether or not neighboring 
citizens in residential areas like the idea: 
or not. 


With zoning the residents have a 
recourse. They can fight the encroach- 
ment though the county planning and 
zoning board, and they can win, as 
have residents in Beat 12. 

At the same time, zoning provides 
deyelopers with a tool by which they 


‘can lay plans for controlled business 


growth. | 

To date, the planning and zoning 
board has not developed a new zoning . 
map for consideration in the September 
20 vote. But barring some unreasonable 
assignment of zones. in the area, this 

.hewspaper urges the citizens of Beat 13 
to vote for zoning. 

To zone, or not to zone, actually is a 
question of having some amount of 
control over what goes on around your 
home. 

The development is coming -- one 
way or the other. If you want any say in 
it, vote for zoning.

At a time when movies are a multi-billion dollar industry, business 
is less than booming in Shelby County. 

While neighboring Jefferson County can boast of more than 25 
theaters, Shelby County has only two. 

Why has one of the fastest growing areas in the state not seen a 
Teflection of that growth in the movie industry?

Sixth grade reading course 


to help Thompson students 


Even students who excel in 
reading are expected to benefit 
from the reading class that has 
been added to the 6th grade cur- 
riculum this year. 

Thompson Middle School 
Principal Randy McDonald says 
he thinks the class mandated by 
the State Department of Educa- 
tion is a good thing. 

‘“‘What. a student reads can 
broaden their horizons,’’ 
McDonald observed. 

English teacher Debbie Patter- 
son will be one of the teachers of 
the new reading classes at 
Thompson Middle School. 

She explained that up until 
now, reading has been taught as a 
part of English. 

But the added emphasis on 
competency skills brought about 
the establishment of a class 
devoted solely to reading instruc- 
tion, Patterson reported. 

During the 50 minutes 6th 
graders spend in that class, they 
will study vocabulary develop- 
ment, literature/reading skills, 


writing skills (functional and 
creative), and library and 
research skills. 

For students who have trouble 
with comprehension, the class 
will be especially helpful, Patter- 
son said. 

She pointed out that failure to 
understand what is read can af- 
fect a student’s work in science, 
social studies, and other subjects 
as well. 

McDonald stressed that 
reading ability is essential to do- 
ing well on the competency test 
which is given to students in the 
3rd, 6th, and 9th grades. 

He also mentioned the impor- 
tance of spelling. 

‘All our grades spend 25 
minutes on spelling three days a 
week,”’ the principal noted. 

Joann Lee, who has taught 
social studies, will be the other 
reading teacher at Thompson 
Middle School. 

Corene Rodgers will continue 
to instruct students who have dif- 
ficulty with reading.

Do-it-yourself projects often save money, and 
apparently the Columbiana Gas Board is well 
aware of that. 

When the board took outside estimates for 
replacing some 20 miles of aging and potentially 
dangerous gas lines, it was told the project would 
cost from $1.25 million to $1.5 million. But in- 
stead of contracting the project to an outside firm, 
the board decided to do the project itself -- and 
save about $1 million in the process. 

Referred to as an “‘insert renewal program,” 
the project was started in April and should be 
completed by the fall of 1984, according to gas 
board superintendent Jeff Hill. 

On top of the savings to the board and 
customers, Hill said the do-it-yourself project also 
means seasonal employment to the five men hired 
by the gas board to help with the work.

With the discovery of a second 
rabid bat in Shelby County, 
health officials are urging pet 
owners to have their animals vac-

After finding a rabid bat in the 
Wilsonville area on August 9, 
another one was discovered in 
Pelham on August 22. 


Millard Cox said he was called 
into the dining room by his wife 
when she spotted the bat on 
August 22. 

After knocking it unconscious 
with a blast of air from an 
unloaded pellet gun, Cox picked 
the bat up with a pair of pliers 


came into contact with the bat, 
which was later proven rabid by 
tests at the health department. 

According to veterinarian 
Phillip Hubbard, other bats have 
been found recently, but they 
weren’t rabid.

Harpersville 

Twelve-foot tall marijuana 
plants ready for harvesting were 
found in the Harpersville area 
last week. 

Twenty-five plants were pulled 
up Wednesday by personnel from 
three law enforcement agencies, 
and confiscated for evidence. 

There are no suspects at the 
present time, 

According to James Jones, 
Chief Deputy with the Shelby 
County Sheriff’s department, the 
street value of the marijuana 
would be somewhere in the 
neighborhood of $2,000-$2,500. 

Jones told the Reporter that 
the sheriff's department and 
Harpersville Police Chief Aubrey 
Perrigin had both received tips as 
to the general location where the 
marijuana plants were growing. 

Perrigin’s information more 
closely pinpointed the location, 
Jones reported. 

He said the plants were found 
in a swampy, wooded area about 
a mile off County 79. 

Three deputies, Peringer, and 
three agents from the Alabama 
Beverage Control agency were in- 
volved in the search. 

One of the ABC agents told the 
Reporter that the plants were 
grown in scattered areas. 

“They didn’t want to put all 
their eggs in one basket,’’ he said, 
explaining why they weren’t 
grown in one location. 

The agent said that a number 
of plants had already been 
harvested.

The community education program in Shelby County began 
without many fireworks last year in Calera. 

A fulltime high school science teacher, Lamont Franklin, was 
named as its director and the City of Calera gave her $1,000 to 
operate with. 

Holding classes at Calera High School, the program was well 
received. However, proposals for federal funding yielded no 
results. 

But now some fireworks are going off. 

Suddenly the program has been awarded a $10,000 grant 
through the state which could mushroom its services into serving 
other communities. 

According to Franklin, ‘‘...The state was so impressed with 
what we did without any funding except the $1,000 that the city 
gave us, that it came up with the grant.’’ 

She stated that the funding stipulates that the program be ex- 
panded beyond Calera into communities that give it a good 
reception. 

Although plans are not complete for use of the $10,000, 
Franklin said that she will have an administrative assistant for 
the first time, Tammy Arrington.

In addition, the City of Calera is providing Franklin with $900 
for a second telephone at Calera High School to be used by Arr- 
ington.

Pelham Library seeks funds 


It will cost the City of Pelham 
at least $200,000 to put a first 
class library in the basement of 
the new North Shelby Health 
Department building. 

Jay Dorrance gave the report 
from the Pelham Library Board 
at a meeting of city council Mon- 
day night. 

Understanding that Pelham 
does not have the kind of money 
in question, Dorrance said the 
library board recommends that 
50 percent of the amount be spent 
in the first year of a three-year 
project. 

He later told the Reporter that 
an architect has estimated the 
cost of the libary at $312,000. 

But Dorrance said that figure 
was valid only if heating and 
cooling equipment must be pro- 
vided by the city. 

**I propose that the City of 
Pelham put a first class operation 
over there,’’ Dorrance told the 
council. ‘‘I hope that when the 
budget is made you will seriously 
consider first class.

Helena chickens 


go to circuit court 


If chickens are kept as pets, can they live in a Helena subdivi- 


sion? 


That is the question Judge Kenneth Ingram must decide after 
he reads the written arguments that will be submitted by at- 
torneys for the city and the defendant in the case. 

Judge Ingram listened to the facts about the chickens in Sun- 
nybrook subdivision as they were presented in Shelby County’s 


circuit court Wednesday. 


It’s the city’s contention that the owner of the chickens, Curtis 
Mims, is violating the city’s zoning ordinance by keeping 
agricultural type animals in the subdivision which is zoned R-1 


(single family). 


Mims and his attorney, William Halbrooks, contend that 
since the chickens are not used for any commercial purpose, but 
are considered family pets, they are not in violation of the zon- 


ing laws. 


The chickens, which have ranged in number from three to 
eight, have been confined in a pen since Mims started keeping 


them. He has four at the present time. 


City attorney Frank ‘‘Butch’’ Ellis pointed out that it was the 
council’s intention when they passed the ordinance to keep 
animals considered agricultural out of residential areas. 

‘‘We can’t find anything that prohibits what we’re doing,” 
Halbrooks told the judge, ‘‘and we don’t find the intent that 


Ellis mentioned.”’ 


Judge Ingram gave Ellis 21 days to file his brief. After it has 
been filed, he gave the defendant’s attorney 21 days to answer. 
After reading the arguments for both sides, the judge will 


make his decision.

Montevallo orders city districting map

Although the Montevallo 
Council hasn’t made a final com- 
mitment on districting the city, it 
agreed Monday to have a map 
prepared.

In a request specifically for the 
public works department, 
Walton asked that Christmas 
bonuses be prorated on five-year 
increments. 


Walton said that the county’s 
bonuses stop at $600 for 
employees with 20 years service. 


However, he said, 11 
employees in the department 
have more than 25 years service, 
and four have over 30 years ser- 
vice. 

He stressed that the way things 
are now, these people receive no 
more at Christmas than 
employees with less time. 


In this light, Walton asked that 
bonuses be increased $100 for 
each five years of service. That 
would mean employees with 
25-30 years would receive $700 
and men with 30 or more years of 
service would receive $800. 

Presently, the total cost of the 
bonus request would be $1,500. 

Walton made it clear that his 
committee understands its 
organization carries- no official 
power.

Branch office bills 


come under fire

Two bills from the operation 
of the county’s license branch of- 
fice in Pelham are under fire. 

At a Monday meeting County 
Commissioner John Ames ex- 
pressed the belief that the bills -- 
which are for office supplies and 
typewriters, and amount to near- 
ly $5,300 -- violate the intent of 
the bid law. 

“*If there is a specific need, you 
cannot camouflage it with 50 pur- 
chase orders,”’ he said. 

Ames pointed out that the 
county paid for bills amounting 
to $3,386.56 with check No. 
12391. 

Of that amount, Ames said 
that $377.75 was for office sup- 
plies for the county coroner and 
$3,008.53 was for office supplies 
for the license branch office. 


The commissioner also pointed 
out that the county paid $2,322 
for two typewriters with check 
No. 12413. 

One of the typewriters was pur- 
chased on July 13 and another on 
July 19, according to Ames. 

**T think an auditor would hold 
that we needed both typewriters 
at the same time,’’ he stated. 

Although Commission Chair- 
man Tommy Snowden agreed to 
check the legality of the pur- 
chases, Ames moved to suspend 
payment. 

The motion to hold payment 
until a written statement of legali- 
ty can be received was seconded 
by Harold Davenport and ap- 
proved. 

The written statement must 
also show that the bills cannot be 
back charged to the commission.

Silent poor need uplift 


Finance committees all over Shelby 
County are now in the process of 
developing budgets for the next fiscal 
year which begins October 1. 

A big part of the budget for every ci- 
ty in the county goes for police and fire 
protection. The largest part of the 
county budget goes for highways and 
for the sheriff’s department. 

Every year governing bodies grapple 
with the problem of matching up their 
expected income with their expected ex- 


penses. 
The chief goal of each of them is to- 


provide services that the people need. 

But what services do people need the 
most, and in what order? That is the 
questicn that plagues all budget plan- 
ners. Quite often the vocal and per- 
suasive members of the public make 
such strong cases for their particular in- 
terests that the budget committees 
allocate large pieces of the budget to 
them. | 

But there are many people out there 
who do not know how to articulate 
their needs, and in fact, do not know 
that government could be doing things 
to make their lives richer. 

We would ask that the budget com- 
mittees remember these people. They 
are often the ones who are bearing the 
heavier tax burden, particularly with

the sales tax. Most of their income is 
spent on food, and its accompanying 
sales tax. ; 

People with higher incomes may 
spend a little more on food, but each 
person can only eat so much, and the 
sales tax on food is not the burden to 
the well-to-do that it is to the poor. 

In light of this, we suggest that 
governments spend more money on ac- 
tivities that would provide excitement 
and give purpose to their lives, that 
would in turn bring them into the 
mainstream of community life. 

Some of these programs are in the 


arts: drama, music, dance. 


Others are in the parks and outdoors. 

Still others are in the form of classes 
to improve skills in everything from the 
arts to sewing, woodworking and hob- 
bies. 

The list is endless and includes any 
type of activity that uplifts the human 
spirit and makes life fuller and happier 
for people of all ages. 

If it means someone has to be hired 
to coordinate the programs, then do it.

The safest political prediction to be made at 
this time is that the proposed new State Con- 
stitution will come under heavy attack in the 
coming weeks.

History shouts the precedent 
that it is far easier to kill a constitutional 
amendment -- and that’s what this is, in effect -- 
than to pass one. When in doubt, Alabama 
voters have nearly always voted ‘‘no’’ on pro- 
positions of this sort.

Alan Bice was a typical 16-year old high school sophomore at 
Montevallo. He was young, handsome, and enjoyed life with his fami- 


ly and friends. 


Then, on Labor Day in 1982, he was in a car accident. Alan, 
critically injured, remained unconscious for eleven days before he 


finally died 


When Mr. and Mrs. James Bice lost their son, they said they suf- 


fered ‘‘untold agony.”’ 


It is difficult to imagine this situation as anything but tragic -- but 
there is also a very different side to the Bice tragedy of one year ago. 
Alan’s parents made the decision to donate their son’s organs 
through the Alabama Regional Organ Bank. In doing so, others were 


given the chance to live. 


Dr. Michael Phillips, assistant director of the Organ Bank, in a'let- 
ter to the Bices on September 20, 1982 reported, ‘Two people in the 
state of Alabama, who were on dialysis because of renal failure, now 
have a second chance because of their kidney transplants.”’ 


**A young woman who desperately needed a liver to survive is now 
doing extremely well and we do not expect any unforseen complica- 
tions for her success,’’ the letter continued. 

*‘We have called in a teenager who was suffering from heart 
valvular disease and will transplant the heart valves this week.”’ 


**The corneas will also be transplanted this week into two in- 
dividuals who are otherwise blind,’’ he wrote.

Lights on 31 stalemates Alabaster council 


The issue of erecting street 
lights on US 31 in Alabaster end- 
ed in a stalemate at last week’s ci- 
ty council meeting. 

Because of numerous accidents 
and one fatality this year, pro- 
ponents of the street lights are 
calling visibility after dark along 
US 31 through Alabaster a 
**serious problem.”’ 

In an effort to solve the situa- 
tion, a proposal was made to 
light the entire strip, from the 
north end to the south end of the 
city limits. 


Several Alabaster residents and 
city officials, including Sherman 
Holland of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, Police Chief C.E. ‘‘Bull’”’ 
Carter, and Rev. Jimmy Under- 
wood of the Suburban League, 
addressed the council in favor of 
the lighting proposal. 

This idea, however, was shot 
down by several members of the 
council because of the cost in- 
volved. 

The members of the audience 
and Mayor H.A. ‘‘Doc’’ Rubin 
were outraged at the suggestions 


of putting monetary considera-. 
tions ahead of the people’s safe- 
ty. 


“If it can save one life, just 
one...,”” argued resident Ray 
Dye, ‘‘...now somebody put a 
dollar value on that.’’ 


Alabama Power Company 
representative Bill Lawson told 
the council the proposed lighting 
would cost about $500 per 
month. 

After a heated argument bet- 
ween several council members, a 


vote was taken -- two in favor, 
three against the lighting pro- 
posal. 

Voting against the lighting 
were L.O. Farris, Calvin McCune 
and Jack Reagin. 


The mayor used his perogative 
and voted in favor of the lighting, 
thus throwing the issue into a 
stalemate. 


It is expected the issue will 
come up again on September 19 
after the council has had more 
time to study the matter.

Organ donations give others life 


Alan’s liver was sent, the Bices received a letter stating: ‘‘The reci- 
pient is a young woman who had been suffering from endstage liver 
disease and was in very grave condition. She could not have survived 
without this lifesaving transplant.’’ 

Today, the Bices do not know how the recipients are faring with the 
‘*gifts’’ they received from Alan. Such information is not released in 
an effort to protect the privacy of the recipients. 

The Bices find comfort, however, in knowing that five other people 
were given a chance to live because of their decision. 

**It just made me feel good to do it,” says Mrs. Bice. 

The Bices feel it was a choice Alan would have wanted. 

Mrs. Bice says that several months before the accident, Alan and 
her husband were watching a television program that discussed organ 
donation. 

‘*Alan mentioned it was a good thing to do,”’ she says. 

Phillips explains that because of the increasing number of 
transplants performed today, organs are very much needed. 

i Many people are waiting for a kidney, liver, heart or other organs, 
e says. 

People with questions on the procedure for donating organs after 
their death can find out more by contacting the Alabama Regional 
Organ Bank at UAB. 

Mrs. Bice also urges people to contact the Organ Bank. 

“I think it would be good to make people more aware of the donor 
program,”’ she says. 

‘*Alan’s death was such a tragic loss,” Bice adds, ‘“‘but somewhere, 
in a way, I feel like a part of Alan is still living.’’

Southlake zoning sails through commission 


by Marcia M. Sears 

A’ zoning change sailed 
through the Shelby County Plan- 
ning Commission Monday night 
by a unanimous vote. 

It cleared the way for the pro- 
posed Southlake development to 
proceed, But the favorable vote 
came only after the developers 
waged a month-long campaign,. 
and gave a two-hour presentation 
at the Monday meeting aimed at 
showing area residents that the 
development would not hurt their 


property values. 


The developers also changed 
their original design to place 
‘patio homes’ where they had 
originally planned condominiums 
and townhouses. This change 


came as a result of protests from 
residents of Valdawood, who did 
not want condo units or apart- 
ments next to their boundary. 

The patio homes were describ- 
ed, in a slide show, as two attach- 
ed housing units, each with a 
front and back yard. 

The zoning change, from A-1 
and R-2 to special District, was 
requested by Mrs. Florence 
Rutherford for 225 acres of her 
property. 

Aftco Investment and 
Development Company had 
agreed to buy Mrs. Rutherford’s 
property if the zoning change was 
made. They already own adjoin- 
ing property and the combined 
properties will total 400 acres. 


If Southlake goes forward as 
proposed, it will become the third 
planned community in Shelby 
County, following a pattern set 
by Inverness and Riverchase. It is 
bounded on the west by I-65 and 
on the south by Valleydale Road 
in north. Shelby county. Three 
lakes already exist in the area. 

It will include a shopping 
center, commercial and office 
buildings, apartments and private 
homes, as well as a hotel and con- 
ference center. The project will 
require seven years to complete. 

The traffic situation was a ma- 
jor concern voiced by area 
residents at the Planning Com- 
mission’s August meeting. The 
developers responded Monday 


night with a detailed traffic 
study. County Engineer Gary 
Ray outlined long range plans for 
improving Valleydale Road. 
Developers had already agreed to 
fund some of the improvements. 

Other points advanced by the 
developers; ; 

Utilities will be underground. 

No motors will be allowed on 
the lakes. 

Maximum of 200 licenses will 
be issued each year for the lakes. 

Private sewage has been ar- 
ranged to handle 200,000 gallons 
per day. 

Only 5 condominiums are 
planned per acre. In other 
developments the ratio is often 10 
or 12 per acre. 


New property taxes for Shelby 
County will be generated by the 
development. 

Other similar developments 
have caused increases in nearby 
land values of up to 149% in the 
first few years. 


Albert Thomason, owner of 
Aftco, mentioned that many peo- 
ple were concerned the area 
might be annexed to the City of 
Hoover. He told the commission, 
*‘As long as we control this pro- 
ject, we will keep it in Shelby 
County to the best of our ability. 


Speaking for the project were 
Ron Rockhill of Aftco; Bob 
Enoch, landscape architect; Bob 
Hearn, a property appraiser; Joe

Helena makes bust 
for 10% pounds of pot 


Initially, Helena officer Doug Jones stopped a McCalla man 
Thursday night for reckless driving and failure to dim his lights. 
A Subsequent alcohol test, however, led to DUI charges. 

Then, during the standard inventory of the contents of the 
1977 red Pontiac Trans Am, Jones discovered ten and a quarter 
pounds of marijuana. . 

Sherrell Ed Ammons, 37, of Rt. 2, McCalla, was charged with 
drug trafficking, DUI, failure to dim, and jailed on bonds totall- 
ing $25,400. 

Helena Police Chief Ray Rollan placed the street value of the 
ten pounds of marijuana at $6,750. 

According to police reports Jones stopped Ammons '-- who 
was southbound on County 17 -- about 9:15 p.m. near Cedar 
Grove Trailer Park. 

Jones took Ammons to the Alabaster police station, where he 
registered .11 (legally intoxicated) on the PI test. 

‘‘All I smelled was alcohol at the time,’’ Jones told the 
Reporter. ‘‘Then I went back to inventory the car for impoun- 
ding...’’ 

Jones said he found two marijuana cigarettes on the dash of 
Ammons’ car, and, on the rear floorboard, a plastic garbage bag 
containing ten one-pound bags of pot. An eleventh bag contain- 
ed about a quarter-pound of marijuana, Jones said. 

According to Rollan, Ammons is a welder at Standard 
Pullman in Bessemer. 

Helena police were assisted in the investigation by the sheriff 
department and Alabaster police.

However, anticipated revenues are also more than expected, so the 
budget should come out in the black. , 

In the 1982-83 fiscal year the council expected to take in $664,644 
and spend $662,836. 

Through August, expenses totaled $664,793. with revenues amoun- 
ting to $711,880 -- $47,236 more than the city expected to receive. _ 


With the improvement in the economic climate, the city received: 


©$19,436 more in ad valorem taxes than was expected 

©$9,000 more in sales tax 

eAn excess of $9,123 in interest 

*An additional $7,540 in privilege license fees 

©$6,087 more than anticipated in garbage collection fees 

©$2,492 more in beer taxes; $2,186 more tobacco tax. 

©$1,482 more than expected in building permits. 

Even though there was a hefty increase in garbage collection fees, it 
was the fact that the city is in the garbage collection business that put a 
huge dent in the budget. 

* Only $3,000 had been set aside for repair and maintenance of gar- 
bage trucks, but spending amounted to $12,036. 

The cost of landfill permits almost doubled the expected amount.

The writers also mentioned 
there being ‘‘trouble’’ there. 

The Mayor said he had been 
steering clear of the matter. He 


didn’t say why, but council 
members assumed it was because 
of the political differences with 
Cribbs and the court suit the one 
time mayoral candidate had in- 
itiated against Penhale and his 
wife. 

Although no one had com- 
plained to him personally, 


Penhale said he had received a 
number of letters addressed to 
him and the council, asking that 
Cribb’s business license not be 
renewed.

Lusco sues ed board 
over denied post 


One day Charlotte Lusco’s 
friends were congratulating her 
on being named Principal of 
Thompson Middle School.

According to Lusco’s attorney, 
Jim Pino, it was unfair for his 
client to be removed from the 
position without justification or 
without a hearing. 


He also contends that it was 
not right for the position to go to 
a male applicant who was not 
better qualified. 

Lusco is assistant principal at 
Riverchase. When the board ap- 
proved her for the head post at 
Thompson Middle School, 


Charles Knowles, who was then 
superintendent of education, an- 
nounced that she was the best 
qualified applicant. 

Pino said he feels the statute 
allowing school trustees to reject 
teachers is not constitutional in 
that it doesn’t contain any critera 
for rejection. 


He further believes, Pino 
remarked, that the law does not 
apply to principals.

The Montgomery mayoral race between the 
controversial incumbent, Emory Folmar, and 
challenger Franklin James, is beginning to 
warm up. 

A clear indication of that came when a series 
of radio spots showed up on local stations a few 
days ago. One of them features a conversation 
between a “‘country bumpkin’’ and a salesman. 
The bumpkins wants to buy a-pair of six- 
shooters that are water-resistant. What does he 
want them for? He wants to give them to 
Mayor Folmar. ‘‘If they won’t rust, he can 
where them while he showers,’’ explains the 
bumpkin. 

The commerical is. obviously aimed at 
Folmar’s penchant of the past of wearing a .357 
magnum at all times. He doesn’t carry the gun 
anymore. His explanation for being armed: “If 
you had had as many threats on your life as I 
have you’d wear a gun too.”’ 

Challenger James was quick to disavow any 
responsibility for the radio spots. But James 
himself has not been exactly shadowboxing in 
his campaign. His campiaign slogan describes 
him as a man who will be ‘‘Bold, Forceful and 
Polite’, and “‘polite’’ is underlined. Folmar 
has been known to be rather plainspoken. 

While neither candidate has raised the issue, 
nor is it likely either will, there’s not much 
doubt what the underlying issue is --- it is the 
old issue of race. 

Folmar is exceedingly unpopular with Mon- 


James, a white businessman and former In- 
dustrial Relations Director in the Fob James 
Cabinet (they are not related), does not have to 
raise the issue of race. He wil get the black votes 
en masse without seeking them. If he is to win, 
however, he must poll at least 25-to-30% of the 
white vote. To do that, he hopes to steal a page 
from the playbook of his brother, Earl James, 
who served as Montgomery mayor for a dozen 
years or so. Earl James always came out of the 
predominantly white precincts of East Mon- 
tgomery with a powerful vote. If Franklin 
James can do that; Mayor Folmar is in for a 
fierce struggle.

. Sears’ radio ambition has it roots in the mid-American plains of 
: Nebraska where he was born. 
aap “I always had a liking for radio,” recalls the veteran newscaster. 
"Then during the World War -- I emphasize ‘Two,’ not ‘One’ -- I 
‘directed artillery fire by radio. It was kind of interesting.”’. 
After the war -- which interrupted his studies at the University of 
Nebraska -- Sears added broadcasting classes to his business manage- 
‘ment major and took a job as an announcer/newscaster at KOLN in 
- Lincoln, When he left the job after graduating in 1948, the slot was 
filled by a young upstart named Johnny Carson. 
Sears, along with his wife Marcia, moved to Montevallo where he 
took @ job teaching radio and speech at Alabama College (now. the 
-. University of Montevallo). 

During his four years of teaching he established the school’s first 
campus station, WRSD, while traveling to the University of Southern 
California in the summers to study telecommunications. 

In 1952 he became the school’s director of public relations. 

Radio, however, remained in his blood and during the next seven 

~ years he produced three radio programs of note on campus. 
_ With the help of a grant from the Ford Foundation, Sears announc- 
ed and produced a series of 26 half-hour programs entitled ‘Organ 
Music of the Centuries.’ Featuring Putnam Porter on the UM organ, 
the program was aired around the world by the Voice of America net- 
work, 

From 1949-57 he produced ‘Music from Montevallo’ which was car- 
ried by 60 stations in the southeast. 

‘Montevallo Nocturn,’ which had a format of organ music and 
poetry, ran for three years and was carried nightly by WAPI in Birm- 
ingham and ten other stations. 

“I produced it,” Sears says with an air of dry wit, ‘‘but I didn’t 
read the poetry...” 

Although these shows were produced for radio at Montevallo, at 
the time there was no station operating in Shelby County -- a fact that 
Sears tackled when he served on the Industrial Development Board in 
1956 and ’57, 

Sears says a lot of people at that time didn’t think Shelby County 
even needed a radio station -- but he was able to persuade members of 
the board otherwise. With aid and encouragement from Roy Downs 
of Central State Bank, and others, the board raised $400 in Calera and 


tion in Calera. But on September 1, 1983, Sears sold the station to Bill 
irmingham.

Editor’s note -- ‘Teacher Talk’ is a series of articles written for 
the Reporter by members of the Shelby County Education 
Association.

Reading regularly to your young child is one of the first 
responsibilities a parent has in order to guide a child into 
positive reading experiences. The earlier the age that a child is 
read to the better. Not only does this show the child how impor- 
tant you feel reading is, but it also gives you and the child a time 
of sharing something special. 

By reading to your child you help him to learn that reading is a 
source of pleasure as well as information. 

Once. your child is old enough to read by himself you now 
have the responsibility “in guiding him in the selection of his. 
books and materials, especially in his pleasure reading. When 
giving suggestions the first thing to consider is the child’s in- 
terest. Whether or not a child reads a given book depends on his 
interest in the subject matter. 

The second important factor to consider when assisting your 
child in selecting a book is the readability of the book. 
Readability refers to the reading level or grade level of the book. 
You should consider the size of the print as well as the 
vocabulary. Let your child read a few lines to be sure the book is 
on the correct level. 

A third point to consider when guiding your child in the selec- 
tion of a book is the physical format. Is the cover attractive and 
appealing to a young reader? The cover should entice the young 
reader to look through the book. If there are pictures, are the 
pictures colorful? (Pictures should be numerous in books for 
grades one through three.) 

An important point to remember is that your librarian, 
whether in a school or public library, is there to help not only the 
young reader but parents as well. Always feel free to ask for help 
or advice whenever needed. 

Reading is a fantastic pasttime and children need to ex- 
perience it at an early age so they will continue it for a lifetime.

work and school, they were greeted with their first “Good morning. 
This is Ralph Sears...’’ 

Sears’ ‘World News Roundup’ incorporated the Associated Press 
wire service reports into a format divided into five minutes of world 
and national events, with ten minutes of Shelby County and state 
news. 

As radio listeners ate breakfast and drove to work, they could catch 
Sears’ five-minute weather summary at 7 a.m. At 7:05 they were enter- 
tained and informed with nationally syndicated ‘Between the Lines.’ 

Sears often made his own tapes for a ten minute show entitled ‘BYE 
goes ---.’ 

He filled that blank by taking listeners with him on trips to the Seat- 
tle Worlds Fair, Mexico, Central America, and even the Panama 
Canal where he interviewed a lockmaster from Calera. 

From behind his studio microphone, Sears and central Alabama 
followed the news through the years -- from Sputnik and outer space, 
to the jungle fighting of Viet Nam. ‘‘It was all pretty exciting,’’. he 
recalls. 

But always, the importance of local news and story angles were 
stressed at BYE (as well as the Shelby County Reporter, which Sears 
and his wife still own). 

It was important that people had information -- such as schools 
closing because of ice or snow, or who won the Calera game. But the 
big story Sears remembers was in 1974 when then Sheriff Red Walker 
had his opponent, Billy Thompson, Probate Judge Conrad ‘‘Bully’”’ 
Fowler, and five others jailed shortly before elections on charges (later 
dropped) of conspiring to murder him. 

“That created phone calls to BYE from around the world,’’ Sears 
says. ‘‘I fed the story to the BBC (British Broadcasting Corporation), 
who called from London and aired the report live.”’ 

Sears also fed live coverage of the event to the Mutual Broadcasting 
System which aired the story on its national network. 

His coverage in the mid 70’s of an Amtrak passenger derailment in 
Saginaw in which a truck driver was killed also made national news. 

Throughout the years, Sears says there were numerous stories of 
fatalities and brutalities. 

“But I don’t think you ever get to a point where you get so cynical 
that you become insensitive about what’s going on.”’ In fact, says the 
Seasoned newsman, ‘‘I was shocked and dismayed when the Russians 
shot down the Korean airliner.’’ 

Though still active with the Reporter and his duties as Mayor of 
Montevallo, Sears figures -- with some regret -- that his radio days are 
now over.

First came cracks in the walls and along the edges of the ceiling. 
Concern for safety drove the members of the Freewill Missionary 
Baptist Church to start meeting in the basement of the Alabaster 
church last August.

“She told me that the top fell in on the church,’’ Kelley says to a 
reporter. ‘‘I didn’t know what to think.’’ 

With the upper walls of the building bulging outwards, the roof 
crashed down in one piece -- more or less -- on the pews and floor of 
the sanctuary, leaving a gaping whole exposed to the heavens above. 

No one was inside the church at the time. 

However, the members had invested $15,000 in remodeling the 
building just three years earlier. 

Wednesday church members gathered to begin salvaging what they 

could of the mess and dragging the rest outside. Thursday they got the 
disheartening news that the insurance covered only damage caused by 
fire and hail. 

So the extensive repairs to the building will cost the church another 
$15,000, says Kelley. 

“But I believe all things work together for the good of those who 
love the Lord,’ Kelley continues, his faith obviously unswerved by the 
disaster. ‘“This could be a blessing in disguise...” 

He says Alabaster Mayor H.A. ‘‘Doc’’ Rubin and Police Chief 
C.E. “‘Bull’’ Carter offered the city’s annex building to use until the 
repairs could be made. 

‘I told them I’d have to talk to my members,” Kelley says, ’’but I

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County denies relief 
to Vincent steel firm 


by Fred Guarino 

Shelby Steel Company of Vincent will receive. 
no additional tax relief from Shelby County. 

Harold Ridgeway and Alida Dwyere 
represented the company at Monday’s county 
commission meeting. 

The company received a ten year exemption 
on equipment when it received its original in- 
dustrial development bond. 

Ridgeway and Dwyere wanted newly pur- 
chased equipment to also be made exempt of all 
county taxes until 1993 -- a request which would 
have amounted to roughly $3,500 per year, or 
$35,000. 

Commission Chairman Tommy Snowden 
and Commissioners Harold Davenport and 
John Ames told the company representatives 
their petition was incorrectly worded. 

They also pointed out that the county does 
not exempt tax millage earmarked for health 
and the schools. The most the county could 
grant would be a general five mill tax. 

‘*This is the first time in 15 years that an in- 
dustry under the Wallace-Cater Act has asked 
for anything additional,’? Snowden further 
pointed out. 

Commissioner Jake Morris said that he was 
willing to stop giving tax exemptions to in- 
dustries all together, but he did not want to

start until the commissioners could set a con- 
crete policy. , 

“Since we have not set a policy, I say we 
should exempt the five mills,’’ Morris stated. 


Commissioner Leon Archer pointed out that © 


the county did $3,000 worth of work to pave a 
road to the plant and only received $800 in 
taxes. 


“I’m like you,’’ Archer told Morris, ‘‘we 
have got to draw the line somewhere.’”’ 

Davenport started that ‘line’ by moving to 
deny the Vincent company’s additional exemp- 
tion. 

Morris tried to amend the motion to not 
“approve any more tax .exemptions’’ at all. 

**I don’t want that part of my motion,’’ 
Davenport said, and his motion passed with on- 
ly Morris opposing. 

A new motion made by Morris to end tax ex- 
emptions to industry by the county died for 
lack of a second. 

Ridgeway expressed his discontent over the 
vote. 

“Every week I get brochures of steel com- 
pany liquidations,’’ said Ridgeway, expressing 
his discontent with the vote. ‘“‘Our annual 
payroll is slightly over a half million dollars. I 
personally think you ought to do something for 
your small businesses.”’

: ‘Over the past three years, Rachel has been forc- 
red to make-do both on and off public assistance, 
‘fending the best she can for her and her four 
children, without any help from her ex-husband. 
: As bad as Rachel’s situation may be, it is not 
unique in Shelby County. According to the Shelby 
County District Attorney’s Office such stories of 
desertion are all too common. 

One woman with five children to feed, clothe, 

educate and keep in health, hasn’t received one 
penny of the $15,000 in child support her husband 
now owes. 
* Another woman with two children works and 
struggles just to keep her head above water. Yet 
she only receives child support when her husband 
is found and brought to court. 

No, Rachel’s case is not unique. But it is one for 
the books, and brings to light many of the pro- 
blems faced by women unable to collect the child 
support their husbands and ex-husbands owe. 

Rachel’s (not her real name) absentee husband 
never granted her the divorce she sought. She got 
it instead through a newspaper legal 
advertisement-- and even then the document had 
to be granted without his signature.

$200 per month in child support, she tells the

There’s an old saying about not being able to 
get blood from a turnip. 

The same principle might be applied to getting 
child support from an absent parent -- before you 
can squeeze the turnip, you have to find it first. 

That’s one of the problems in collecting child 
support: payments -- locating the absent parent. 

And. according to-reports from the District At- 
torney’s Office, there’s about 470 such cases in 
Shelby County that have to be hounded. 

Even after the person is located, they may not 
be employed. 

A non-payer can be put in jail. However, a man 


 ig¢jail can’t make money to make the payments -- 


again, like not being able to squeeze blood from a 
thrnip -- thus defeating the purpose behind the ar- 
rest. 


[3After the custodial parent -- usually the wife -- 
réports that the absent parent isn’t paying sup- 
port, it becomes Bill Mathew’s job to get the 
thoney.

After he was finally located and brought to jail, 
the court ordered him to pay Rachel $50 weekly. 
He said he had a job and gave an address for 
himself. 

But as soon as he was released from jail, he 
skipped out on her again. To its dismay, the DA’s 
office learned the job and address were false. 

A great deal of investigation uncovered 
Rachel’s disappearing ex-husband/- he was living 
in Birmingham with another woman -- and he was 
sentenced to one year in jail for non support. 

Because of his previous lies, no bond was set. 

But he only served little more than half of his 
sentence. He was paroled after an employer signed 
for his release and promised to cut his wages for 
the child support due. 

According to records, he paid Rachel only $300 
-- and skipped out. Again. 

Througout this time, Rachel was playing the 
agonizing game of bouncing ball, going on and off 
public assistance several times. 

First she was granted $177 per month in child 
support by the state, as well as Medicaid Insurance 
and food stamps to survive. But Rachel didn’t 
want to stay on state aid. 

**If you tell people you are on food stamps and 
welfare, they look at you like you are trash,’’ she 
explains. Instead, she wanted to go to school, get a 
job, and better the life of her children. 

It didn’t work out. 

The only job she was able to find paid $3.75 an 
hour. In the meantime she was paying $75 per 
week for three of her children to attend day care 
($300 per month), rent for her basement apart- 
ment, gas to go back and forth to work and doctor 
bills. 

It was all too much. Without state assistance, 
her expenses totaled more than her income, as well 
as exceeded the $50/week her ex-husband had 
originally been ordered to pay. 

So Rachel has had to quit work to save the day 
care costs, and go back on public assistance again. 


the only way they can get out is to make bond 
($300), or to pay the amount they are behind. 

Oswald points out the means of collecting sup- 
port payments include garnishing wages and at 
tachments of property such as cars, boats and tv’s 
which can be sold. 

The only ways dependent parents can be remov- 
ed from the ADC program, are if they remarry, if 
their wages exceed what, the state pays, or if the 
absent parent’s support payments are more than 
the state payments. 

Children receive support payments until they 
reach the age of 18. 

Another program a woman may apply for in 
order to get support payments owed by the father 
of her children, is known as non-ADC or IV-D 
(which is the section number in the code), 

In these cases, her income is already more than 
the state would pay. But for an initial fee of $20 
she can take advantage of location and collection 

The original amount of payment is determined 
from the divorce decree, or, if the couple were not 
married, there is usually an informal agreement 
between the man, the DA’s office and the judge. 

The docket for non-payment of child support is 
usually the heaviest in the fall and at Christmas.

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Just when it seemed everything was at least 
semi-back on track with the state funds, Rachel’s 
ex-husband created a new wrinkle in her troubled 
life. Apparently the one $300 payment he had 
made after his second arrest started a paper chase 
that caught up with, and swallowed, Rachel’s 
benefits.

payment actually exceeded the amount she was 
getting from the state, the state deducted what it 
was owed for Rachel’s public assistance payment. 
All Rachel got was the difference for the month. 
Furthermore, she was cut off from her benefits. 
According to state laws, once a man pays more 
than the state pays in assistance, it is assumed that 
the woman would be better off on his support.

Absent dads leave families in bind 


The state benefits are automatically cut off, and 
Rachel fell victim to the system. 

Before this last twist of fate - which happened 
only last week -- Rachel called her situation 
**lucky.”’ 

“Since I’ve got food stamps, I don’t wonder 
where food is coming from,’’ she says. ‘‘I live in 
my parents house. I pay them rent (from the now 
terminated state funds). And though my parents 
don’t pay my bills, if it were not for them I don’t 
know what I’d do...” 

Rachel says she never dreamed the public 
assistance would be cut off so soon. But even with 
it she says she could afford to live in a project 
house. She wonders how other women survive. 

**T just buy what I can. I’m not going to let my 
kids do without but they are not like the other kids 
in this neighborhood. They don’t wear Polos and 
Izods,’’ Rachel says. 

Still, she feels she can take pride in herself, even 
when she’s on welfare. 

**I’m a good mother and I’ve got nothing to be 
ashamed of... but my husband does.’’ 

Yes, bitterness shows through. 

‘*If my husband ever has to ask for anything in 
his life,’’ she says, ‘the won’t have to ask as much 
as I have for my kids! They will have to grow up 
fast. They will have to be independent.’”’ 

Since the devastating news reached Rachel last 
week that her public assistance will be cut off, she 
has filed an appeal. 

Personnel in the DA’s office say Rachel will 
probably not have any problem being re-instated 
-- considering her four children and her disappear- 
ing ex-spouse. 

With the payments from the state she will at 
least have a steady, if not meager income with 
which to try and struggle by. 

But then Rachel’s life -- like those of many 
women whose husbands don’t make child support 
payments -- has already been one problem after 
another. More bad news would not make for a big 
surprise.

Judge Robert Teel, who hears child support 
cases in Shelby County, tells the Reporter that 
most of the defendants plead guilty. 

‘‘They realize the obligation is there,’’ he notes. 
But the judge went on to say that the poverty level 
of those involved becomes a factor that must be 
considered in order to understand the situation. 

Teel estimates that 90 percent of the men who 
appear before him fall into the poverty category. 

**How are you going to get money from a man 
who either can’t find work or who won’t work?’’ 
he asks.

underscores registration errors 


One voter last week threw the 
spotlight on Shelby County’s entire 
voter registration and election policies. 
That spotlight shows a system that 
needs to be improved. 


The voter, Margaret Farley Parker, 
admitted she lives in Beat 12, yet in- 
sisted on voting in the zoning election 
which would affect only residents of 
Beat 13, and which was open to only 
registered voters there. 


Two poll workers protested, but two 
others allowed her to vote because her 
name was -- incorrectly -- on the official 
voting list issued by the board of 
registrars in the courthouse. 

The so-called ‘challenge’ ballot was 
designed for situations where there is 
doubt as to a voter’s eligibility, but the 
poll officials allowed this voter to vote 
a regular ballot, although everyone pre- 
sent knew the registration listing was in- 
correct. 

There is no telephone at Bowles Spr- 
ings Church where the voting took 
place, so the polling officials could not 
easily call the courthouse for instruc- 
tions. Yet in other elections, in other 
parts of the county, a_ sheriff’s 
automobile has remained outside 
similar polling places to radio messages 
to the courthouse if necessary. There 
was no sheriff’s car at Bowles Springs 
Church. 

There is enough blame in this case to 
go around over the three groups that 
handle the system: the board of 
registrars, the probate judge, and the 


for the board of registrars. The board 
has been expanded greatly in recent 
years and has received almost every 
penny it has sought from the county 
commission. 

The three board members are paid, 
have been given a paid full-time 
secretary, and a tie-in to the county 


computer. In addition, the board now. 
has a spacious two-room office suite 


and private telephone lines. Every voter 
was required to re-identify recently, 
and that should have given the board 
up to date addresses for everyone. 

But still, at every election we hear 
grumblings from election officials and 
others about how many people are 
listed in the wrong beat or box. 

In the case of the Beat 13 election, a 
volunteer deputy registrar found 49 
names incorrectly listed just a few 
weeks ago and had them taken off the 
voters list. The paid staff:should have 
been doing that job. 

The probate judge should have made 
some arrangements for communication 
between the polling place and his of- 
fice, and he has some responsibility in 
seeing to it the polling officials unders- 
tand the law on voting. 

The polling officials, for their part, 
should have been more aware of the 
law, and in case of doubt, should have 
taken it on themselves to call for 
clarification. 

The election process is the basic, first 
step in our way of governing ourselves. 
If we cannot carry it out in a lawful, 
democratic manner, our entire way of

Becky Bolton’s four month old kitten watches intently as her owner 
works in her studio near Montevallo, turning a piece of clay into pot- 
tery which she’ll exhibit at the Bluff Park Arts and Crafts show. 
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Potter has style of her own 


She has a biology major, a minor in chemistry, and she ended up 


making pottery. 


But the reason’s apparently simple. That’s what 28-year old Becky 
Bolton decided she’d be happiest doing. 

The Reporter found the potter Monday in her studio on the out- 
skirts of Montevallo, getting ready for the annual Bluff Park Arts and 


Crafts show Oct. 8. 


Bolton points out that her pottery combines aesthetic and func- 
tional qualities. And although she admits it may not be original, she 
says she hasn’t seen anyone else put a design on pottery the way she 


does. 


She explains that after throwing a piece, and while it’s still sticky, 
she places a sheet of paper with a cut-out design on the object. Then 
she paints it with porcelain glaze, removes the paper, and the design is 


left on the pottery. 


Another unique item the young potter turns out is something she 


calls a character jar. 


The figures that adorn the jar lids are based on ‘‘Middle Earth peo- 
ple’’ -- characters from the Hobbit stories. 

Although she. doesn’t have human companionship in her studio, 
Bolton isn’t alone as she works. While she shapes the clay on her 
wheel, a kitten named Cloud usually climbs into her lap and Loki, a 


malamute dog, curls up at her feet. 


Her first attempt at making pottery goes back to her ina school

Calera Eagles topple 2A giant Jemison, 16-13

**Giant killers’’! 

Anyone who saw Calera slingshot Jemison 16-13 will have little 
trouble understanding that terminology. 

For the record, Danny Alverson’s 1A Eagles were previously 2-2. 

Jemison’s Panthers were only unbeaten in four games, but no one 
else had even managed to score on the powerhouse. Ranked #3 in the 
state in 2A play, the Panthers also boasted a 14-game winning streak 
going into Friday night. 

As ‘the team to beat’ for any Shelby County 2A team with playoffs 
hopes, Jemison loomed big on the schedule of 1A Calera, and even 
bigger when challenged in its own backyard. 

Don’t think any of this was lost to Alverson as he prepped his team 
for last Friday... 

After Calera won its first area encounter in 33-0 rout of Thorsby, 
two weeks ago, Alverson predicted: ‘‘I think we’ve turned the corner 
and we’re in a position to put together a string of victories. I think we 
are about to prove to everyone that we are a state playoff type team.”” 

The downing of the giant should help down any doubts around 
Alabama about Alverson’s comment. 

Against Jemison, the Eagles displayed an aggressive defense that 
bent but never broke. They also showed an offense that controlled the 
line of scrimmage when it had to. 

“‘This is one of the biggest wins we’ve had around here,’’ beamed 
Alverson. ‘‘This is the greatest thing that could happen to this team! 
This surely lets these players know they’re as good as some of the 
other teams we’ve had around here in recent years.’’ 

Jemison’s highly touted defense never managed to figure out 
Calera’s offensive slingshot. Darryl Griffith and Mike West provided 
the running power while quarterback Mark Jones directed the attack 
through the air. 

On defense, the Eagles gave ground between the twenties but not 
much near the goal line -- as illustrated by the fact that Jemison, used 


to patie <2 points per game, was forced to settle for only 13 against 


pee al toppled the giant this way: 

An early mistake put the Panthers in first quarter business when 
Griffith dropped a Jemison punt at the Eagles’ 27. 

Bernard Ellis recovered the mishap for the Panthers and Ross 
Thompson later scored from 14 yards out. Lawrence Mims added the 
PAT and the Panthers led with 3:22 left in the period. 

Calera tried to help the Panthers some more with a fumble on the 
kickoff that gave Jemison posession -- again -- at the 27. 

But this time, the Eagles held and that was all they needed for con- 
fidence. 

Midway into the second period Calera’s offensive line started to 
blow Jemison out of the trenches. 

As the holes began to open, Griffith took advantage of them with 
runs of 32 and 18 yards. 

With 7:38 left in the half, on the seventh play of a drive that started 
on Calera’s 36, West put an end to Jemison’s shutout streak with a 
four-yard touchdown romp. Steve Ellison tied the score at 7-7 and the 
battle was on. 

But this time it was Calera’s turn to make things happen. 

Steve Ellison booted a 31-yard field goal with nine seconds left in 
the half and the Eagles took a surprising 10-7 advantage into halftime. 

Alverson told the Reporter that he didn’t know what to tell his team 
in the locker room. ‘‘What do you say to a team that’s doing exactly 
what you tell it?’’ he asked. 

Whatever Alverson said, must have worked. 

Jemison tried a desperate move to get back into the game at the 
beginning of the third period... an onsides kick off. 


But an alert Russell Crowe came up with the ball at mid-field for 


Calera. 
Both sides then swapped punts and pass interceptions before Calera 


took possession of the ball at the Panther 35-yard line and fought it in 
for another score. 

From the 35 Griffith gained a crucial first down on a fourth and 
four at the Jemison 25. Two plays later West scored a touchdown on a 
14-yard sprint with 31 seconds left in the half. The PAT attempt fail- 
ed, but Calera led 16-7. 

Jemison came back in the final stanza to score on a three-yard run. 
But a two-point conversion effort failed and Calera held on to its 
amazing 16-13 lead.

If we cut down on our mistakes 
we’ll be in the playoffs,‘‘ predicted Bobby Spence who was in on 
several key Calera defensive plays. 

Four of Calera’s next five games are against 1A foes. The Jemison 
win and their recent dominance of its area opposition make the Eagles 
a strong contender for a third straight trip to the playoffs. 

“*If we take every opponent seriously and play as a team, we should 
be okay,’’ figured sophomore Eagle quarterback Mark Jones. 

Calera has an extra week to hoot over Jemison, then it’s off to 
Verbena on October 7. 

The Eagles now go 3-2 overall, while Jemison licks its wounds at

Pelham foresees good year; 


increases budget half million 


from staff reports 

City fathers have added something to the 
Pelham budget this year -- a half million dollars. 

Expenditures for the 1983-84 budget adopted 
Monday night total $2,725,598, and projected in- 
come amounts to’ $2,728,165. 4 ig 

Last year’s budget was $2,201,502. 

The fire department received the lion’s share of 
new budget -- $628,215. Likewise, the fire depart- 
ment also received the largest increase over last 
year -- $159,860 more than the year before. 

Other expenditures for the upcoming fiscal year 
are: 

ePolice -- $588,201 (an increase of $95,623). 

eSewer operation and bond payments -- 
$576,680 (a decrease of $23,230).. ; 

eAdministrative expenses -- $362,483 (an in- 
crease of $79,323). ; 

eEngineering and public works-- $198,653 (an 
increase of $ 87,089). 

Park -- $153,846 (an increase of $ 93,846). 

eSanitation -- $130,000 (an increase of $13,000). 

eCity garage -- $37,517 (an increase of $8,507). 
eLibrary -- $50,000 (an increase of $38,300). 

City employees are on the merit system so even 
though there will be no across the board raises, a 
12% increase has been set aside for salaries. 

The two-cent sales tax, the city’s most lucrative 
money producer, is expected to bring in 
$1,565,560 -- $32,000 more than last year. 

Other sources of local funding are: privilege 
license fees, $363,000 (an $80,801 increase); fines, 

$130,000 (a $15,000 decrease); building permits, 


$19,000; Indian Hills, $15,000; wine tax, $4,451; 
police reports, $660. 

City ad valorem tax is expected to bring in 

$350,000; motor vehicle licenses, $67,000; beer 
and liquor, $48,000. 
_ Fun from state and federal sources will in- 
clude.$107,0947ih “revenue sharing; $45,000 in 
gasoline taxes; $10,000 from the ABC board; 
$2,500 in banking excise tax. 


In other business, the council rephrased the 
wording in several sections of the personnel 
policies adopted at the last meeting. 

City officials said that the intent of those sec- 
tions remains the same. ; 

A change was made however, in the method of 
making appointments to the personnel board. 

Originally, the council was to have made one 
appointment, employees another, and both 
groups would have named a third member. 

That system didn’t prove satisfactory, council 
members reported, so the council appointed all 
three members. 

The board will consist of Bobby Hayes, Lewis 
Leverett and Joe Littlefield. 

At the beginning, Mayor Burk Dunaway ex- 
plained, board members will have to draw lots to 
determine who will serve staggered terms of one, 
two and three years. 

In the future, all board members will serve for 
three years. 

City Clerk Willie Mae Dennis was appointed 
personnel officer for the board.

B Democrat slate

The State Democratic Executive Committee 
has appointed Frank ‘‘Butch’”’ Ellis, Sonny 
Moore, and John Tanner as its party candidates 
in Shelby County. 

Although the SDEC was under no obligation 
to honor county endorsement, it picked the same 
three candidates at its Saturday convention that 
the Shelby County Democratic Executive Com- 
mittee choose last Thursday night by straw vote. 

Ellis, who was unopposed in his bid for the 
party’s nominee for Senate District 14, now faces 
former Republican Represenative Don Murphy 
in the general election. 

With 102 votes, incumbent Sonny Moore of 
Sterrett -- who defeated AEA employee Wayne 
Sumners of Harpersville -- was the second 
highest vote getter at the state convention in Bir- 
mingham, according to SDEC executive director 
Al LaPierre. (Incumbent John Buskey of Mon- 
tgomery made a clean sweep of the convention 
vote, besting his opponent 107-0.) 

Moore now faces Republican Jim Entrekin in 
the race for Representative District 41. 

Tanner, a Pelham councilman, easily beat out 
competition from SCDEC chairman Jim King 
and Pelham businessman Ed Gentry for the state 


party’s appointment to the house race for 
District 40. 

Last Thursday at the county courthouse the 
SCDEC heard all six Democtratic contenders 
speak and answer questions on issues such as 
home rule, state control over county budgetary 
matters (such as the county deputies being tied to 
the State Troopers’ pay scale), rights to recall 
and initiative referendum (Proposition 13). 

During the session Harold Davenport ques- 
tioned Moore about the legislature passing bills 
that take county money controls from the com- 
mission.

One stop tags mean long stop 


in confused probate office 


by Fred Guarino 
Friday was a rough day at the 
Shelby County Courthouse for 


people on both sides of the new 
car tag counter. The first day of 
selling and buying the tags under 
the new one stop system is having 
problems. 


Probate Judge Tommy 
Snowden is blaming the long lines 
and time delays on computer 
woes. County Commissioner 
Leon Archer is pointing his finger 
at Snowden. 

To prepare for last Friday, 
Snowden a week ago took the 
computer equipment from Tax 
Assessor Bobby Reynolds’ office 
which had been used for car tags 
prior to the passage of the one 
stop system. 

To train his people for the new 
one stop tag system, Snowden 
said he had Reynolds’ equipment 
coupled to the Burroughs equipe- 
ment. 


That equipment is on loan un-' 


til December when the county ex- 
pects to receive the new. Bur- 
roughs equipment which’ will 


upgrade the system it currently 
has on line. . 

Commissioners Archer and 
Harold Davenport, who head the 
computer commitee, have 
secured a one stop tag computer 
program from Jefferson County, 
free, which will be ready by the 
middle of December or the first 
of January. 

By Friday -- the last working 
day in September and therefore a 
busy one -- Snowden already had 
personnel from the offices of the 
tax collector and assessor training 
his people on the new and bor- 
rowed equipment for one stop tag 
sales. This temporary system will 
have to be used until December, 
Snowden said. 

“The problems are caused 
because the computer system is 
not designed (for one stop sales) 
and there have been a lot of pro- 
blems with power on the com- 
puter. Surges keep knocking the 
computer out,’’ Snowden com- 


plained. 
Archer sees things differently. 
‘‘The computer is not the pro- 
blem,’’ he stressed, *‘They (the 


probate office) took on the new 
responsibility from the tax 
assessor’s office which goes along 
with one stop tag sales, but their 
personnel were not trained in ad- 
vance,’’ Archer said. 

“There is just no way a couple 
of girls can learn all there is to 
know about assessing in a week,”’ 
he said, adding that Snowden 
‘jumped the gun’’ on activating 
the new tag program. 

“Sure, he (Snowden) would 
like to have the one stop tag pro- 
gram up and running now,” said 
Archer. ‘‘But programming a one 
stop tag system is complex. It 
takes time.’’ 

Archer said that by training 
people now on the limited equip- 
ment on loan from Burroughs, 
Snowden is adding to the confu- 
sion that will come when the 
county gets its upgraded system 
in December. 

““We are going to do all we can 
to help them (the probate of-

With the legal deadline for a county budget -- 


October 10 -- 


drawing near, the answer is anyone’s guess. But it is certain that 
the decision lies in the hands of county commissioners. 


The insurance and raise requests were made by Kenneth 
Walton, business committee chairman for the public works 


department. 


“It would affect everyone. They (the county commission) 
don’t do anything for one department unless they do it for all,’’ 


Walton said. 


Walton explained that his committee has no bargaining 
power. He also said he cannot give an adequate picture of the 
county employee wage situation because most are paid different 


wages. 


“‘Really I have no idea of what the commission is going to do.

Walton. 


But the representative of 60 public works employees says the 
county will meet with all department heads on the issue.

The Shelby County Board of 
Education has denied the transfer 
request made by the father of a 
Shelby Elementary school pupil. 

Richard Crader asked Thurs- 

day, that his second grade 
daughter be allowed to attend 
Elvin Hill Elementary School. 
. Crader’s daughter is one of the 
second grade students placed in a 
first grade classroom at Shelby 
because the low enrollment in her 
class didn’t justify a fulltime 
teacher. 

In addition to being concerned 
about his child’s education, 
‘Crader also pointed out that 
Elvin Hill also had a modern 
plant with heating and air condi- 
tioning. 
. When the request was denied 
by the board, Superintendent of 
Education Ellie Glasscox told the 
father, ‘‘We can’t do it for you 
without doing it for all the other 
children who attend Shelby 
Elementary.”’ 

Another Shelby parent wanted 
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to know about a report he had 
heard on the school being shut 
down. 

“If larger schools are your 
answer, we want to know,‘* PTO 
President Michael Hunt told the 
board. 


‘*That subject has been around 
before I came on the board,’’ 
remarked board chairman Bar- 
bara Whitman, adding that the 
subject was always brought up by 
the Shelby community and not 
the board. 

She assured Hunt and other 
Shelby parents present at the 
meeting that there has been no 
discussion about closing the 
school. 


However, it was Hunt’s con- 
tention that a better line of com- 
munication was needed with 
parents so they would be aware 
of the board’s intentions. 
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Noting that school patrons 


have raised thousands of dollars 


for school improvements, the 
PTO president wanted to know if 
more money and activity on the 
part of parents was required. 

Hunt and others opposed to 
the split classes at Shelby pro- 
tested the removal of the second 
grade teacher last month. 

They claim that the educa- 
tional opportunities of the 
students have decreased. 

Glasscox said that the board 
“‘strives for a 1-25 pupil-teacher 
ratio’’ in the lower grades. 

“There’s a fine line,” he 
pointed out, ‘‘in what justifies 
another teacher.’’ 

Last year, the 18 students in 
Shelby’s second grade were 
borderline, he noted. This year, 
only 14 are enrolled. 
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Snowden told the Reporter. 


**We haven’t decided anything but we have talked about dif- . 
ferent methods (for setting wages),’’ said County Commissioner 
Harold Davenport. According to him, some county employees. 
are already making more than they would be in the private sec-. 


tor. 


*‘We are trying to bring those who are not making much 
because of their jobs, into line. We are trying to get things

He reported that remedial maintenance has been done until the 
substance can be removed -- action that must be done by the beginning 


of the ’84-85 school year. 


UM officials say asbestos found on the campus will probably be 


removed next summer. 


Although asbestos can cause cancer, public school students ap- 
parently have not come in direct contact with the suspect material 


since it is wrapped-around-boiler room pipes. 


Calera extends fire coverage

There was both good and bad 
news for residents of the Calera 
area Monday night. 

The good news? 

The council extended fire and 
rescue coverage to all areas 
within one and a half miles of the 
city limits. 

The new area -- approved with 
the adoption of a map presented 
by fire chief James Miles -- takes 
in industries such as Blue Circle, 
Allied Products, Unique In- 
dustries, Portec (formerly Dixie 
Alloy) and Crusher and Screen 
Repairs. 

In addition, over 300 homes 
will now have the option of pro- 
tection. The council agreed to ask 
the state to help erect signposts to 
mark the area. 

The bad news? 

The council voted to pass on a 
7.2% natural gas rate hike to 
citizens and industry. The hike 
‘results from a rate increase from 
‘Southern Natural Gas. 

‘* “We don’t have no other 
‘choice,”’ said a reluctant Council 
“Member W. B. Watts. 

‘* According to information pro- 
‘vided by City Clerk Lemoyne 
Payton, the yearly increase for 
‘the city is from $12,021.75 to 
“$20,495.

For citizens the increase for the 
500 cubic foot minimum will be 
from $5.31 to $5.44; and from 
$5.14 per extra 1,000 cubic feet to 
$5.51 per extra 1,000 cubic feet. 

For industry on all gas pur- 
chased the rate will increase from 
$4.47 per 1,000 cubic feet plus 
BTU adjustment to $4.81 per 
1,000 cubic feet plus BTU adjust- 
ment. 

The rates reflect a 37-cent in- 
crease over the present rates, and 
a 13-cent increase over the rates 
since the reduction last July. 

The new rates go into effect 
during the October billing cycle.

The high school, which was built in 1949, is unairconditioned and 
overcrowded, 

‘*My father fought a paint and powder approach,’’ declared Mike 
Kent, talking about the stand former board member Doug Kent took 
on renovating the high school. 

Superintendent of Education Ellie Glasscox agreed with that point, . 
saying, ‘‘anything spent on the present building is a waste of money.”’ 

Going on to talk about the elementary school -- which is the largest 
in the county -- Kent pointed out that students even have to be 
scheduled to use the bathroom. 

’ Kent and Hale reported that seven trailers now serve as classrooms 
on the elementary school campus, and another pod is planned. 

Lack of space has also forced the middle school to hold classes in 
two trailers. Two trailers are also at the high school. 

Thompson trustee Don Lathem told the board that his three 
children had gone through the Thompson system ‘‘with water leaking 
on their heads’”’ because leaking roofs have plagued both the high 
school and middle school. 

“‘We’ve got needs here no one else has the likes of!’? Lathem 
declared. 

Reciting the needs of the Columbiana schools, Jones said the 
elementary school needed an indoor recreation area and more 
classroom space. 

Jones réported that the most pressing need at the high school is for a 
new band room, while the middle school’s most urgent need is for a 
bigger lunchroom. 


Jones reported that the Southern accreditation study committee had 
cited some of the areas he mentioned when they visited the elementary 
and middle schools in the spring. 

‘*We recognize your concerns and think you have been fair in pin- 
pointing your needs,’’ the superintendent told the trustees. But, he 
said, the board still does not know how much money will be available 
for construction this year. 

Because of 10% proration at the beginning of the last school year, 
the board had to make cuts in some areas. This year, Glasscox ex- 
plained, it will have to play catch up. 

So even though proration has been eliminated for the 1983-84 
school year, no official word has been received as yet on how much 
money will be coming to Shelby County.

Vocational students train for future 


j by Carolyn Smiley 

Shelby County’s Vocational Center has a lot going for it. 

That’s the opinion of the center’s counselor Willie Akridge, as 
well as school administrator Dan Acker and the instructors 
there. 

To begin with, 650 students attend the center from seven high 
schools in Shelby County. 

Thompson, Pelham and Vincent account for 330 students 
while Montevallo, Calera, Chelsea and Shelby County account 
for 320. 

Thompson High School is best represented with 170 students 
enrolled. 

The students participate in some 20 different programs which 
are based on the needs of the county, according to Acker. 

“Out of the 116 area vocational schools in the state, we’re in 
the top five as far as what we have to offer and the number 
enrolled,’’ Acker says. 

There are three sets of business and office courses including 
computer studies. 

In addition, students may take: 

Drafting, child care, health occupational courses, air condi- 
tioning and refrigeration, tv, radio and industrial electronics, 
masonry, construction, welding, auto body and mechanics, hor- 
ticulture, small engine repair, graphic arts, and cosmetology -- 
as well as merchandising and educational resource courses such 
as math and English. 

The Shelby County Board of Education started the center in 
1971 with Charles Knowles as its first director. 

The center is funded with state and federal money. 

To make sure the money is spent in productive ways, Acker 
explains that surveys are made to determine the need for each 
course. To justify itself, a course must draw at least 25 students 
to each morning and afternoon session. 

Students are urged to have career objectives in mind when 
they come to the center, Acker says. 

‘*By placing students (in their desired fields) we make sure 
they follow through. If someone is going to be a secretary and 
they are taking cosmetology, we’re wasting our time. But,’’ he 
adds, ‘‘I think we’ve been very successful.’’ 

The state board of education requires vocational centers to 
place 50% of their students in full-time jobs. 

Acker says the Shelby County center has averaged placing

65%-75% of its students in fields related to their studies over the 
past three years. 

Furthermore, the center’s distributive education program 
(which combines schooling with part-time jobs) can boast 100% 
placement for its 45 participants, according program director 
Betty Fulton. 

Students are introduced to the Vocational Center in the tenth 
grade by way of school tours to the facility. 

“They go through all departments and the instructors tell 
them about the courses,”’ says Akridge. 

Students who decide to attend the center next meet with their 
school counselors and Akridge in order to make arrangements. 

The full-time students spend half the school day at the center 
and the other half at their own high school taking required sub- 
jects such as English and history.

‘‘We are obligated to work 
(the students) from noon 
until 3 p.m., but generally 
they work until closing 
time.’’ 


‘Really, we feel like they 
are above average because 
they want to work in the 
first place and they are go 
getters. They are hungry to 
work,”’ he adds. 

Strickland says the work 
program exposes students 
to the real business world 
and gives them a chance to 
earn money. His stores are 
continuing a ten-year tradi- 
tion of hiring vocational 
center students. 

Strickland also notes that 
it’s good business to hire 
the students from another 
standpoint: they provide

Officers claim job stalemate 


‘: Three corrections’ officers 
with the Shelby County Sheriff’s 
Department claim they’re jobs 
are in stalemate. They expressed 
their frustrations to the Law En- 
forcement Personnel Board 
Wednesday. 

‘Dale Glass and David Wolfe 
explained that the job lacked in- 
centive since there is no way they 
can advance. 

‘We feel like we’re in a 
stalemate situation,’’ Glass said. 

Although corrections officers 
are eligible for pay increases bas- 
ed on years of service, there is no 
plan for promotion. 

William Pickett, another cor- 
rection’s officer present, agreed 
with his colleagues. 

Because of his age, Pickett ex- 
plained that he did not even have 
the option to take the test for the 
higher paying position of deputy. 

The two younger men also told 
the board that they thought it was 
unfair that their service with the 
department is not counted on the 
examination for deputy. 

They wondered if there. could 
bean amendment to the rules giv- 
ing points for years of service, the 
same as deputies get when they 
are being tested for promotion. 

Personnel Board chairman 
Teddy Brasher told the men the 
matter would be discussed and he 


would try to have an answer by 
the next meeting. 

The board also talked about 
giving tests for promotion to 
deputies. 

Since the testing is expensive 
however, the board’s liason of- 
ficer, Loyd Anderson, had been 
asked to survey the deputies as to 
how many were interested. 

He reported that 14 want to 
take the test for sergeant, and 
that three deputies are opposed to 
it since they are already on the 
eligible list. 

Four others, Anderson 
reported, won’t take the 
sergeant’s exam, because they 
dodn’t agree with the criteria. 

Being with the department as a 
deputy for two years qualifies a 
man to take the test. Some of 
those not satisfied, are longtime 
employees. 

Board member Mickey 
Johnson pointed out that the 
points given for years of service 
would boost the scores of these 
men, giving them an advantage. 


Anderson also-told the board- 


that the eight men eligible for ad- 
vancement to lieutenant would 
take a test if one was given. There 
is only one man on that eligibility 
list now. 

There are presently eight men 
holding the rank of sergeant and

Commission adds $1 million 
to county’s 1983-84 budget

It took the Shelby County Commission all day Monday -- until 5:30 
p.m. -- to come up with a new budget. But there was apparently good 
reason for the lengthy session. 

The 1983-84 budget is $1,016,026.25 higher than last year’s -- up to 
$8,049,000. 

After routine business, Commission Chairman Tommy Snowden 
wanted to recess the budget work until a later date -- a technicality 
which would have legally allowed postponement of the budget. 

Commissioner Harold Davenport, however, wanted no part of 
delays, and suggested recessing. only into the afternoon. 

Snowden agreed on the condition that ‘‘we can come up with a 


budget we can live with and sink our teeth into it and make people live 


with.” 

That was all Davenport, John Ames, Leon Archer and Jake Morris 
had to hear. 

In the end, the sheriff’s department got a budget increase of 
$300,000. The highway department got an increase of $224,562, and 
the now spreading probate office went topsy turvy with its new license 
branch. 

Instead of one lump sum, Snowden’s office got $185,651, the Col- 
umbiana license office got $130,824.50, and the Pelham license 
branch got $98,593.95. 


According to administrative assistant Myra Davis, one major ex- 
pense that’s not figured into this year’s $7,911,000 spend list (shown 
at left) is money that was encumbered last year. 


About $138,000 is money earmarked for the purchase of goods 
ordered last year but which won’t be paid for until they arrive this 
year. 

The county budget is figured on an accrual basis, but actual 
payments are made on a cash basis. 

Other budget changes included: 

The Tax Assessor and Tax Collector saw decreases for their 
departments because of the loss of personnel to the probate office. 

©The county commission budget is less due to the loss of two full- 
time employees and one part-time employee. 


eData processing saw an increase in budget because of newly pur- 
chased equipment, and the county coroner saw his budget increased 
because of the hiring of a new assistant. 

elm addition, three departments were funded this year that received 
no money last go-around. The county museum, property reappraisal, 
and the historical society all receive funding in the 1983-84 budget. 

*In addition, the courthouse maintenance expenditures were 
lumped into one figure.

Ellis, Murphy debate erupts at forum

It was supposed to be a political forum involving five Shelby Coun- 
ty candidates seeking two state offices, and the women’s auxiliary of 
the Indian Springs Civic Club. 

What it turned out to be was a heated, two-man debate between 
Republican Don Murphy and Democrat Frank ‘‘Butch”’ Ellis, both 
candidates for the newly formed Senate District 14. . 

The two issues that abruptly triggered the explosive argument were 
the absence of a Democratic Primary, and a question of who should 
have control over the sheriff’s deputies’ pay. 

First, the women heard comments from Republican Al Knight, 
Democrat John Tanner, and Independent Ed Gentry, who all seek 
election to the new House District 40 seat. (Points made in this debate 
will be published in next week’s Reporter.) 

Then Murphy and Ellis took the floor. 

- Murphy, who was a representative during the last session of the 
keetstate, 9 got things off to an instant hot start by questioning the 
Democratic Party’s refusal to hold a 

“I have witnessed Democrats, with no primary, black mailing to get 
a vote,” he said. ‘‘How cheap is freedom when we deny people a right 
to vote? How do you put a price on it?” 

The Republican called ‘‘hogwash’’ any arguments that the absence 
of a-primary saved the taxpayers money. 

Ellis countered the assault on his Democratic executive committee 
appointment as a candidate. 

- “] wasn’t hand picked. I was elected without opposition,” he said. 
“] have not aqeqptad a disso from amyoue and shy Tesey and Tere go- 


ing to finance my campaign.” 
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were fired up further when Katheryn Coleman asked 
‘Should the county commission or the county personnel board have 
authority over the pay of sheriff’s deputies?’’ 

By law, deputy pay is now tied to that of state troopers, without any 
control over it by the county, which foots the bill. Next year, upon the 
expiration of that legislation, the authority will go to the county per- 
sonnel board. 

Ellis was the first to respond. 

“*}. am a basic believer in home rule. All decisions should be made at 
the closest possible level to the pople -- the county commission,”’ he 
said. 

The county attorney further stated that he did not believe anyone 
should tell anyone else to do something without first securing a fun- 


ding source. 


**] don’t have anything against our deputies. I wouldn’t do anything 
to roll their pay back,’’ Murphy followed. ‘‘But I think it is wrong 
when the local government of the people dosen’t have control of the 
purse strings.’’ 

He went on to explain that one week after the county was told state 
troopers would not get a pay riase, they got one anyway, throwing the 
county budget off $130,000. 

Murphy said he had introduced legislation this year to place 
employees’ pay back under the county commission. But, he noted, the 
local bill measure was effectively blocked since none of the other local 
legistors supported it. 

When Ellis pointed out that the personnel board has assured the 
county that it will do no more than keep pay in line with that of state 
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troopers, Murphy pounced. 

He said no such agreement has been worked out and by law ‘“‘the 
personnel board will set salaries, increase or decrease.’’ He said that 
part of the law should be repealed. 

Murphy, however, opened himself to attack when he asked Ellis if 
he would seek such a repeal. 

Ellis said there were other solutions, but if Murphy had really

Two ministers appeared before the council with 
separate requests.

Vickrey may yet keep film post

Dr. Jim Vickrey, president of the University of Montevallo, may be 
on the ropes concerning his seat on the Alabama Film Commission. 
But he’s not yet down for the count, since the end of this script has not 
yet been writen. 

Vickrey, an avid movie fan and local film critic, was appointed by 
ex-governor Fob James to the body which promotes movie locations 
and which attracts the movie industry to Alabama. 

His term, technically to serve at the ‘‘pleasure of the governor,’’ 


_ was not slated to expire until 1985. However, Vickrey recently receiv- 


ed a letter from Governor George Wallace indicating he may no longer 
be at the pleasure of the governor. 

Last week Wallace sent letters to those who served under James 
stating that body ‘will either be reorganized, or a new board formed. 

**‘We called after that letter came because of the surprise...”’ 
Vickrey said. 

The UM president states, however, that there is some chance he 
could be saved. The letter also indicates that two or three former 
members may be reappointed. 

**W.. won’t know for sure until Wallace gets back,’’ Vickrey said. 
(The governor is presently off on a Far East industry seeking trip, and 
is not expected back until next week.) 

**I don’t know of any reason why I would be one of the ones they 
would want to get rid of,’’ Vickrey said. ‘‘I would not think I would be 
‘a political casualty. Of course, the governor can do what he wants.”’ 

Vickrey said that the job he wants to keep is both unpaid and lack- 
ing in glamour. Once a studio is convinced to shoot a film in 
Alabama, the commission simply tries to make things go smoothly. 

Then why does he want to promote movies? 

**Unlike others, it is a clean industry which does not pollute. Usual- 
ly they (movie makers) leave an area better than they found it. So- 
meone may even get their house repainted. And, it provides fun, ex- 
citement and work for Alabamians,’’ he explains. 

Another reason Vickrey wants to keep his position on the film com- 
mission is so he’ll keep an inside shot at attracting a movie to 
Montevallo. In particular, he has an eye on an R-rated comedy of the 
‘‘Animal House’ genre that is seeking a campus to shoot on. 

While the R-rating might cause Vickrey some public relations pro- 
blems he said boldly, ‘‘I took the view a long time ago that I’m not go- 
ing to welcome some films because I like the screen play, and reject 
-others. My position is one of economic development.”’ 

- Vickrey says that the average movie costs about $5 million to make 
and most of that is spent on location. 

A film in Montevallo would bring that money to the area, and give 
students and mass communication majors a chance to work -- such as 
they did last year when Vickrey had a movie-type UM promotion film- 
ed on campus by a Hollywood crew. 
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In the past five years the film commission has helped bring ‘Close 
Encounters’ and ‘Back Roads’ film crews to Mobile. ‘Norma Rae’ 


was shot in Opelika, ‘The Ravagers’ was filmed in Birmingham, and 


‘Kent State’ was filmed in the Gadsden-Anniston area. 

Vickrey, who was an extra for Norma Rae along with his son, says 
that Alabama is a natural for movie making because it has one of the 
‘‘most diverse geographies in the country’’. 

Despite its seemingly attractive geography, Vickrey noted that ma- 
jor movie studios are not developing anything here, but instead are 
building production facilities in Texas and Florida. 

Be sure would be nice to get one-of those in Alabama,’’ Vickrey

Hatchett remembers 
early days of soil 


conservation services 


Editor’s note -- Robert Kelley of the Soil and 
Water Conservation office in Columbiana inter- 
viewed B.F. ‘Hap’ Hatchett of Columbiana in 
conjunction with the agency’s 50th anniversary. 
The agency dates back to the CCC Camps -- and 
so does ‘Hap.’ 


with several emergency conservation work camps, 
were transferred from the Department of Interior 
to the Department of Agriculture to help farmers 
pull out of this terrible disaster. 

Out of this turmoil, on April 27, 1935, Congress 
passed Public Law 46 that officially established 


by Robert E. Kelley and funded the Soil Conservation Service as an 
District Conservationist agency to deal with erosion and land degradation 
Shelby County problems. 


The year was 1933. We were in the grips of a 
depression, but this didn’t stop a young determin- 
ed USDA Soil Scientist, Hugh Hammond Ben- 
nett, from pressing his dream into a reality. 

‘A crusader for soil conservation in the 1920's, 
his efforts led to the Soil Erosion Service, 
established in 1933 under the Department of In- 
terior, with Bennett as its head. 

It was also about this same time that another 
program emerged, known by many simply as 
*“*CCC Camps’”’ (Civilian Conservation Corps). It 
was out of the CCC Camps and the Soil Erosion 
Service that the Soil Conservation Service, as we 
know it, emerged. 

Also, out of these programs came men like B.F. 
‘‘Hap”’ Hatchett who served as District Conserva- 
tionist for Shelby County from 1940 until his 
retirement in 1966. ‘‘Happy”’ -- as his wife calls 
him -- is 83 years old and recently shared some ex- 
periences of those early days with me. He started 
with the ‘‘camps’’ (CCC) in 1935 in Clay County 
and worked with them until he moved to Shelby 
County and went with the conservation office. 

‘*The boys’ earned $30 a month and all they 
could eat,’’ Hatchett recalled, ‘‘and could they 
ever eat! Why some of them were so starved, they 
would gain 20 pounds in one month.” 

**We had 91 boys come in one day, and you 
know, over 50 of them could not even read or 
write their name. But in one month they learned to 
write their names -- had to, to get their check!”’ 

‘**But,’”’” Hatchett went on to say, ‘“‘it was the 
discipline and training that made men out of boys, 
who five years later would fight to win World War 
II’’. 

These early programs gave SCS a nucleus of 
trained, experienced workers like Hatchett who 
helped farmers heal a land that was in desperate 
need of attention. But these programs were barely 
beginning in the Spring of 1935 when widespread 
environmental disaster struck -- the Dust Bowl. 
In April of 1935 the Soil Erosion Service, along

The constitution

Many.people have voiced the need for a chance to read the propesed 
new state constitution. 

Now is your chance to get ahead of the opinion makers, because it is 
printed in full on pages 12, 13 and 14 in this issue of the Reporter. 

Another reason to read the document is that Alabamians may be 
voting on it November 8. 

Whether that vote is held depends on the state Supreme Court, 
which is scheduled to hear oral arguments on the question this Mon- 
day in Montgomery. 

Opponents of the new constitution are trying to get it removed from 
the ballot because it is an amendment to the present constitution, 
rather than the product of a constitutional convention. 

Alabama’s six constitutions to date have been adopted through 
widely varying procedures, but apparently without the procedural ob- 
jections that the seventh has run into. ; 

According to some historical sources: 

The first state constitution of 1819 was adopted without a vote of 
the people. 

*The constitution of 1868 was voted down but adopted anyway. 

©Our present constitution of 1901 rode in on the backs of corrupted 
or deceived black belt voters who were promptly disenfranchised by 
the very thing they had voted for. ; 

Throughout this checkered history, our ancestors apparently con- 
fined themselves to debating the substance of their various constitu- 
tions. 

Now the objections are procedural and the big substantive question 
is ‘‘What’s in it (for me)?”’ 

It contains 222 sections, and is shorter than our present document, 
but a good bit longer than the U.S. Constitution. 

The first several sections appear to be padded rewrites of the Bill of 
Rights, then the three branches of government are described, then 
education, local government, militia, and amendment procedures are 
set out. 

Our convoluted property tax scheme is enshrined therein, the 
legislator’s custom of raising their own salaries is ended after one 
more bite of the apple next year, and everything in effect now is 
‘‘saved’’ if it doesn’t conflict with the new scheme. 

At least that’s what the constitution says -- but no one seems to be 
sure what it means. 

Those who contend the document is vague and uncertain can point 
to the final section, which suspends the laws of grammar so that 
masculine can be feminine, and both can be neuter. 

Other questions raised stem from claims that cities and other public 
entities are curtailed in their financial powers. 

At any rate, those who now truly understand our present constitu- 
tion are rare, and those who have actually read it even rarer. 

Reporter readers are urged to study the document closely, and let us 
know if you think it’s good or bad.

Section 64. The legislature 
shall have no power to grant or

Section 65. All bills for raising 
revenue shall originate in the 
house of representatives.

Section 66. The general ap: 
Propriation bills shall embrace 
nothing but appropriations for 
the ordinary expenses of the ex- 
ecutive, legislative. and judicial 
departments of the state, for 
intercst on the public debt, and 
for the public schools. In the 
event the legislature fails to 
Pass such general appropriation 
bills for any fiscal year, which 
failure is not due to the gov: 
ernor’s veto, the current ap- 
propriations for such expenses 
and departments, except capi- 
fal outlay, one-time and condi- 
tional appropriations whether 
or not they have been paid, 
shall continue in full force and 
effect and in the same amounts 
as they were on the last day of 
the current fiscal year until the 
legislature enacts new ap- 
Propriation laws to supersede 
the continuing appropriations 
Provided for herein. The salary 
of no officer or employee shall 
be increased in such bills, nor 
shall any appropriation be 
made therein for any officer or 
employee unless his employ- 
ment and the amount of his 
Salary have already been 
Provided for by law. All other 
appropriations shall be made by 
Separate bills, each embracing 
but one subject. 

Section 67. No money shali be 
paid out of the treasury except 
upon appropriations made by 
law and on warrant drawn by 
the proper officer in pursuance 
thereof; and @ regular state- 
ment and account of receipts 
and expenditures of all public 
moneys shall be published an- 
nually, in such manner as may 
be by law directed. 

Section 68. No appropriation 
shall be made to any charitable 
or educational institution not 
under the absolute control of the 
State, except by a vote of two 
thirds of all members elected to 
each house. 

Section 69. When the legis- 
lature shall be convened in 
special session, there shall be 
no legislation upon subjects 
other than those designated in 
the proclamation of the gov- 
ernor calling such session, ex- 
cept by a vote of two-thirds of 
each house. 

Section 70. No act of the legis- 
lature changing the seat of gov- 
ernment of the state shall be- 
come a law until the same shall 
have been submitted to the 
qualified electors of the state at 
@ general election, and ap- 
Proved by a majority of such 
electors voting on the same; 
and such act shall specify the 
Proposed new location. 

Section 71. The legislature 
shall prescribe by law a code of 
ethics for all members of the 
legislature and other public of- 
ficers and employees prohibit- 
ing conflict between public duty 
and private interest, ibiting 
bribery and the solicitation of 
bribes, and providing penalties 
for the violation of such code. 

Section 72. A member of the 
legislature who has a personal 
or private interest in any 
measure or bill proposed or 
Pending before the legisiature, 
shall disclose the fact fo the 
house of which he is a member. 
and shall not vote thereon. 

Section 73. In all elections by 
the legislature the members 
shall vote viva voce, and the 
votes shall be entered on the 
journal. 


Section 74, 11 shall be the duty 
of the legislature, to make 
provision by law for revising, 
digesting. and promulgating the 
public statutes of this state, of a 
general nature, both civil and 
criminal. 

Section 75. The legislature 
may require the state and coun- 
tiles to make adequate 
provisions for the maintenance 
of the poor.

Section 78. There can be no 
law of this state irnpairing the 
obligation of eee ig by 
destroying or impairing re- 
medy for their enforcement;

no power to revive any right or 
remedy which may have be- 
come barred by lapse of time, 
or by any statute of this state. 
After suit has been commenced 
on any cause of action, the 
legislature shall have no power 
to take away such cause of ac- 
tion, or destroy any existing de- 
fense to such suit. 

Section 79. The legislature 
shall not enact any law not ap- 
plicable to all the counties in the 
state regulating costs and 
charges of courts, provided that 
all generat and local laws valid- 
ly enacted under the provisions 
of the Constitution of 1901, as 
amended, providing for court 
costs in any county shall con- 
tinue in effect until they ere re- 
pealed or expire by their own 
limitations. 

Section 80. The legislature

The governor, 
Neutenant governor. attorney 
general, state auditor, 
Secretary of state, state 
treasurer, and commissioner of 
agriculture and industries shall 
be elected by the qualified elec- 
fors of the state at the same 
time. and places appointed tor 
the election of members of the 
legislature. 

Section 96. The returns of 
every election for governor.

He shall keep a register of the 
official acts of the governor, 
and when necessary. shali at- 
test them, and lay copies of 
same together with copies of all 
papers relative thereto, before 
either house of the legislature, 
when required to do so, and 
shall peform such other duties 
as may be prescribed by law. 

Section 116. All grants and 
commissions shall be issued in 
the name and by the authority 
of the State of Alabama, sealed 
with the great seal of the state, 
signed by the governor and 
countersigned by the secretary 
of state. 

Section 117. Should the office 
of attorney general, state 
auditor, secretary of state, state 
treasurer, or commissioner of 
agriculture and industries be- 
come vacant from any cause, 
the governor shall fill such 
vacancy until the disability is 
removed or 4 successor elected 
and qualified. in case any of 
said officers shail become of un- 
sound mind, such unsoundness 
shall be ascertained by the 
supreme court upon the sugges 
tion of the governor. 

Section 118. The attorney gen- 
eral, state auditor, secretary of 
state, state treasurer. and com 
missioner of agriculture and in 
dustries shall perform such 
duties as may be prescribed by 
law, The state treasurer and 
state auditor shall, every year, 
at a time fixed by the legis: 
lature, make a full and com 
plete report to the governor. 
showing the receipts and dis 
bursements of every character, 
all claims audited and paid out, 
by items, and all taxes and re 
venues collected and paid into 
the treasury, and the sources 
thereof. They shall make re- 
ports more offen upon any mat- 
fers pertaining to their offices if 
required by the governor or the 
legislature. The attorney gen 
eral, state auditor, secretary of 
State, state treasurer. and com 
missioner of agriculture and in- 
Gustries shall not receive to 
their use any fees, costs. per- 
Quisifes of officé or other com- 
pensation than the salaries 
prescribed by law. and all fees 
that may be payable for any 
services performed by such of 
ficers shall be at once paid into 
the state treasury. The legis- 
lature may require the attorney 
general to defend any or all 
suits brought against the state. 
or any subdivision thereof, or 
against any state school board 
or state board of education, or 
against any county or city 
school board or board of educa- 
tion, or against like boards or 
commissions by whatever name 
designated, or against any 
members, officers or employees 
of any such boards, or against 
any school official or employee 
throughout Alabama. 

Section 119. A sheriff shall be 
elected in each county by the 
qualified electors thereof who 
shall hold office tor a term of 
four years unless sooner re- 
moved, and he shall be eligible 
to such office as his own suc- 
cessor. Whenever any prisoner 
is taken from jail, or from the 
custody of any sheriff or his 

. and put fo death. or suf- 
fers grievous bodily harm, ow- 
ing to the neglect, connivance, 
cowardice, or other grave fault 
of the sheriff, such sheriff may 
be impeached, under section 143 
of this Constitution. If the 
sheriff be impeached, and 
thereupon convicted, he shall! 
not be eligible to hold any office 
in this state during the time for 
which he had been elected or 
appointed to serve as sheriff. 


: ARTICLE Vi. 

Judicial Department. 

Section 120. (a) Except as 
otherwise provided by this Con- 
stitution, the judicial power of 
the state shall be vested ex- 
clusively in a unified judicial 
system which shall consist of a 
supreme court, a court of crimi- 
nal appeals, a court of civil ap- 
peals, a trial court of general 
jurisdiction known as the circuit 
court, @ trial court of limited 
jurisdiction known as the dis- 
trict court, 8 probate court and 
such municipal courts as may 
be provided by law. 

(b) The legislature may 
create judicial officers with 
authority to issue warrants and 
may vest in administrative 
agencies established by law 
such judicial powers as may be 
reasonably necessary as an in- 
cident fo the accomplishment of 
the purposes for which the 
agencies are created. 

Section 121. (a) The supreme 
court shall be the highest court 
of the stale and shall consist of 
one chief justice and such 
number of associate justices as 
may be prescribed by law. 

(b) The supreme court shail 
have original jurisdiction (1) of 
cases and controversies as 
provided by this Constitution. 
(2) to issue such remedial writs 
or orders as may be necessary 
to give it general supervision 
and contro! of courts of inferior 
jurisdiction, and (3) to answer 
questions of state law certified 
by 2 court of the United States. 

(c) The court shall 
have such appellate jurisdiction 
as may be provided by law. 

Section 122. (a) The court of 
criminal appeals shall consist of 
such number of judges as may 
be provided by law and shail 
exercise appellate jurisdiction 
under such terms and condi- 
tions as shall be provided by 
law and by rules of the supreme 
court. 

{b) The court of civil appeals 


and conditions as shall be 
provided by law and by rules of 
the supreme court. 

(c) The court of criminal ap 
peals and the court of civil ap: 
peals shall have no original 
jurisdiction except the power fo 
issue oll writs necessary or ap- 

late in aid of appellate 
urisdiction of the courts of ap: 
peels 

{d) The court of criminal ap- 
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peals shall have and exercise 
Original jurisdiction in the is 
suance and determination of 
writs of qdo warranto and man 
damus in relation to matters in 
which said court has appellate 
jurisdiction, Said court shail 
have authority to issue writs of 
injunction, habeas corpus and 
such other remedial and or 
iginal writs as are necessary to 
give if a general Super 
intendence and contro! of 
ivrisdiction inferior to it and in 
matiers over which if has ex 
clusive appellate jurisdiction; 
to punish for contempts by the 
infliction of a fine as high as one 
hundred dollars, and imprison 
ment not exceeding ten days, 
one or both, and fo exercise 
such other powers as may be 
given to said court by law 

Section 123. (a) The state 
shall be divided into judicial 
circuits. For each circuit, there 
shall be one circuit court having 
such divisions and consisting of 
such number of judges as shal! 
be provided by jaw. 

(b) The circuit court shall ex 
ercise general jurisdiction in all 
Cases except as may otherwise 
be provided by law. The circuit 
court may be authorized by law 
to review decisions of state ad- 
ministrative agencies and deci 
sions of inferior courts. It shall 
have authority to issue such 
writs as may be necessary or 
@ppropriate to effectuate its 
Powers, and shall have such 
other powers as may be 
provided by law. 

Section 124. The district court 
Shali be a court of limited 
jurisdiction and shall exercise 
uniform original jurisdiction in 
such cases, and within such 
geographical boundaries, as 
shall be prescribed by law. 
Provided that the district court 
shall hold court in each county 
Seat and at such other places as 
prescribed by law. The district 
court shall have jurisdiction of 
all cases arising under or 
dinances of municipalities in 
which there is no municipal 
court and shall hold court in 
each incorporated municipality 
of @ population of 1000.r more 
where there is no municipal 
court at places prescribed by 
law. The revenue trom fines, 
forfeitures and court costs 
produced in district courts from 
the exercise of jurisdiction 
under municipal ordinances 
shall be apportioned between 
the municipality and the state 
85 shall be provided by law 

Section 125. There shail be a 
Probate court in each county 
which shall have general 
jurisdiction of orphans’ busi 
ness, and of adoptions, and with 
power to grant letters testamen 
tary. and of administration, and 
of guardianships, and shall 
have such further jurisdiction 
@s may be provided by law. 
provided, that whenever the 
circuit court has taken jurisdic- 
tion of the settlement of any es 
tate, it shall have power to do 
all things necessary for the set 
Nlement of such estate, includ- 
ing the appointment and re- 
moval of administrators, ex 
ecutors, guardians, and trustees 
and including action upon the 
resignation of either of them. 

Section 126. (a) All municipal 
courts shall have uniform or 
igina! jurisdiction limited to 
cases arising under municipal 
ordinances as prescribed by 
law. Judges of municipal courts 
shall be licensed to practice law 
in the state and have such other 
qualifications as the legislature 
may prescribe. A municipal 
judge may serve as a judge of 
more than one municipal court. 
Expenses of municipal courts 
and compensation of municipal 
judges shall be paid in a man 
mer prescribed by law. Munici 
pal judges shall be appointed 
and vacancies filled by the gov- 
erning body of the municipality, 
in accordance with uniform 

ferms. conditions and 
procedures as may be provided 
by flaw. notwithstanding the 
provisions of sections 134, 135 
and 136 of this article. 

{b) The governing body of a 
municipality shall have the 
right to elect af any time to 
abolish the municipal court 
within its limits. If such election 
is exercised, the jurisdiction of 
the court abolished shall be 
transferred to the district court 
of the district in which the mu- 
nicipality is located. The gov- 
erning body of a municipality, 
may, ai its election, reestablish 
@ municipal court after ap- 
propriate notice. 

Section 127. Judges of the 
supreme court, courts of ap- 
peals, circuit court and district 
court shall be licensed to prac- 
tice law in this state and have 
such other qualifications as the 
legislature may prescibe. 
Judges of the probate court 
shall have such qualifications 
as may be provided by law. 

Section 128. (a) No judge of 
any court of this state. except 6 
municipal judge, shall, during 
his continuance in office, en- 
gage in the practice of law and 
no judge of any court of this 
state shall receive any re- 
muneration tor his judicial 
service except the salary and 
allowances authorized by law 

(b) No judge, except 6 judge 
of a probate court, or municipal 
court, shall seek or accep! any 
nonjudicial elective office, or 
hold any other office of public 
trust, excepting service in the 
military forces of the state or 
federal governments. 

(c) The supreme court shall 
adopt rules of conduct and 
canons of ethics, not inconsis- 
fent with the provisions of this 
Constitution, for the judges of 
all courts of this State. 

Section 129. (a) A state judi- 
cial compensation commission 
is hereby created which shall 
recommend the salary and ex- 
pense allowances to be paid 
from the state treasury for all 
the judges of this state except 
tor judges of municipal courts 
and judges of the probate 
courts. The commission shali 
consist of five members; one 
shall be appointed by the gov- 
ernor, one by the president of 
the senate, one by the speaker 
of the house, and two by the 
governing body of the Alabama 
state Dar. 

(b) Members of the judicial 
compensation commission shall 
serve for terms of four years. 
Any vacancy on the commission 
shall be filled in the same man- 
ner in which such position was 
originally filled. The legisteture 
shall appropriate sufficient 
funds for the expenses of the 
commission. ‘ 

(c} No member of the com- 
mission shall hold any other 
public office, or office in any 
political party, and no member 
of the commmission shall be 
eligible for appointment to a 
state judicial office so long as 
he is @ member of the com- 
mission and for two yers there- 
after. 

(d) The commission may sub- 
mit a report to the legistature at 
any time within the first five 
days of any session

Section 130. The chief justice 
of the supreme courf shal! be 
the administrative head of the 
judicial system.

vatices and judges to any #p- 
pellate court for temporery 
service and triat judges, super- 
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numerary justices and judges.

Adequate and reasonabie 
financing for the entire unified 
judicial system shall be 
Provided. Adequate and reason 
able appropriations shall be 
made by the legisiature for the 
entire unified judicial systern, 
exclusive of probate courts and 
municipal courts. The legis 
lature shall receive rec 
ommendations for appropria 
tions for the trial courts from 
the administrative director of 
courts and for the appellate 
courts from each such court. 

Section 13). The supreme 
court shall make and 
promulgate rules governing the 
administration of all courts and 
rules governing practice and 
Procedures in all courts; 
Provided, however, that such 
rules shall not abridge, enlarge 
or modity the substantive right 
of any party nor affect the 
jurisdiction of circuit and dis- 
trict courts or venue of actions 
therein; and provided, further, 
that the right of trial by jury as 
&t common law and declared by 
section 1} of this Constitution 
shall be preserved to the parties 
inviolate. These rules may be 
changed by a general act of 
statewide application, 

Section 132, The power to 
change the venue in civil and 
criminal causes is vested in the 
courts, to be exercised in such 
manner as shall be provided by 
general law. 

Section 133. (a) The supreme 
court shall establish criteria for 
determining the number and 
boundaries of judicial circuits 
and districts. and the number of 
judges needed in each circuit 
and district. If the supreme 
court finds that a need exists for 
increasing or decreasing the 
number of circuit or district 
judges. or for changing the 
boundaries of judicial circuits 
or districts, if shall, at the 
beginning of any session of the 
legislature, certify its findings 
and recommendations to the 
legislature. 

(b) If @ bill is introduced at 
any session of the legislature fo 
increase or decrease the 
number of circuit or district 
judges, or to change the bound 
aries of any judicial circuit or 
district, the supreme court 
must, within three weeks, re 
port to the legislature its rec- 
ommendations on the proposed 
change. No change shall be 
made in the number of circuit 
or district judges. or the bound- 
aries of any judicial circuit or 
district unless authorized by an 
act adopted after the rec- 
ommendation of the supreme 
court on such proposal has been 
filed with the legisiature. 

(c) An act decreasing the 
number of circuit or district 
judges shall not affect the right 
of any judge to hold his office 
for his full term. 

Section 134, All judges shail 
be elected by vote of the elec- 
fors within the territorial 
jurisdiction of their respective 
courts. 

Section 135, The office of a 
judge shall be vacant if he dies, 
resigns. retires, or is removed. 
Vacancies in any judicial office 
shail be filled by appointment 
by the governor, provided. how 
ever, that the procedure and 
authority for filling judicial 
vacancies as provided in 
amendments 83. 110. 328, 334 
and 408 of the Constitution of 
1901 shall be continued, A judge, 
other than a probate judge, ap 
pointed to fill a vacancy, shali 
serve the remainder of the un- 
expired term or a term lasting 
until the first Monday after the 

second Tuesday in January fol- 
lowing the next general election 
held after he has completed one 
year in office whichever is 
shorter. Al such election such 
judicial office shall be filled tor 

@ full term of office. Upon the 
creation of a new judgeship 
pursuant to the provision of this 
constitution, such judgeship 
shall initially be filled as if a 
vacancy existed in such judge- 
shi 


iP. 

Section 136. (a) The term of 
office of each judge of a court of 
the judicial system of this state 
shall be six years. 

(b) A law reducing the 
number of judges of the 
supreme court or of a court of 
appeals shall be without pre- 
judice to the right of the judges 
affected fo seek retention in of- 
fice. The reduction shall be- 
come effective when a vacancy 
in the affected court occurs. 

Section 137. The legislature 
shall provide by law for the re 
tirement of judges, with such 
conditions, retirement benefits. 
and pensions for them and their 
dependents as if may prescribe. 

Section 138, (a) A judicial in- 
quiry commission is created 
consisting of seven members. 
The supreme court shall ap- 
point one appellate justice or 
judge and the circuit judges’ as- 
sociation shall appoint two 
judges of the circuit court as 
members of the commission. 
The governor shall appoint two 
persons who are not lawyers 
and the governing body of the 
Alabama state bar shal! appoint 
two members of the state bar to 
serve as members of the com 
mission. The commission shall 
select its own chairman. The 
terms of the members of the 
commission shall be four years. 
A vacancy on the commission 
shall be filled for a tull term in 
the manner the original ap 
pointment was made. 

(b) The commission shall be 
convened permanently with 
authority to conduct investiga- 
tions, and to receive or initiate 
complaints concerning any 
judge of @ court of the judicial 
system of this state. The com 
mission shall file a complaint 
with the court of the judiciary in 
the event that a majority of the 
members of the commission de- 
cide that a reasonable basis ex- 
ists, (1) to charge a judge with 
violation of any canon of judi- 
cial ethics, misconduct in office, 
failure to perform his duties, or 
(2) to charge that the judge is 
physically or mentally unable to 
perform his duties. All proceed- 
ings of the commission shall be 
confidential except the filing of 
@ complaint with the cour? of 
the judiciary. The commission 
shall prosecute the complaints. 

(c) The supreme court shail 
adopt rules governing the 
procedures of the commission. 

(d) The commission shall 
have subpoena power and 
authority fo appoint and direct 
its staff. Members of the com- 
mission who are not judges 
shall receive per diem com- 
pensation and necessary ex- 
penses; members who are 
judges shall receive necessary 
expenses only. The legislature 
shall appropriate funds for the 
operation of the commission. 

Section 139. (a) The court of 
the judiciary is created consist-

eral law. or (2) a complaint 
against him filed by the judicial 
inquiry commission with the 
court of the judiciary. 

Section 141, (a) A district at 
forney for each judicial circuit 
shall be elected by the qualitied 
electors of those counties in 
such circuit. Such district af 
torney shall be licensed to prac 
tice law in this state and shall, 
a! the time of his election and 
during his continuance in office, 
reside ir, his circuit. His term of 
office shall be for six years and 
he shall receive such compensa 
tien as provided by law. Vacan 
ces in the office of district at 
forney and in his staff shall 
filled as provided by law. 

(b) Clerks of the circuit 
courts shall be elected by the 
qualified electors in each coun 
ty for a term of six years. 
Vacancies in the office of clerk 
of the circuit court shall be 
filled by the judge or judges of 
the circuit court who have 
jurisdiction over the county in 
which the office of clerk of the 
circuit court is located. 


ARTICLE Vii 
iImpeachments 

Section 142. The governor, 
lieutenant governor, attorney 
general, state auditor, 
secretary of state. state 
treasurer, and commissioner of 
agriculiure and industries, may 
be removed from office for 
willful neglect of duty, corrup 
tion in office, incompetency, or 
intemperance in the use of in: 
toxicating liquors or narcotics 
to such an extent. in view of the 
dignity of the office and im- 
portance of ifs duties, as unfits 
the officer for the discharge of 
such duties, or tor any offense 
involving moral turpitude while 
in office, of committed under 
color thereof, or connected 
therewith, by the senate sitting 
@s a court of impeachment. 
under oath or affirmation, on 
articles or charges preferred by 
the house of representatives. 
When the governor or lieutenant 
governor is impeached, the 
chiet justice, or if he be absent 
or disqualified, then one of the 
associate justices of the 
Supreme court, to be selected 
by it, shall preside over the 
senate when sitting as a court of 
impeachment. If at any time 
when the legislature is not in 
session, @ majority of all the 
members elected fo the house of 
representatives shall certify in 
writing to the secretary of state 
their desire to meet to consider 
the impeachment of the gov- 
ernor, lieutenant goernor. or 
other officer administering the 
office of governor, it shall be 
the duty of the secretary of 
state immediately to notify the 
speaker of the house, who shail, 

within ten days after receipt of 
such notice, summon the mem- 
bers of the house. by publication 
in some newspaper published at 
the capital, fo assemble at the 
capitol on a day to be tixed by 
the speaker, not later than tif 
teen days after the receipt of 
the notice to him from the 
secretary of state, fo consider 
the impeachment of the gov- 
ernor, lieutenant governor, or 
other officer administering the 
office of governor. If the house 
of representatives prefer arti- 
cles of impeachment. the 
speaker of the house shal! forth. 
with notify the lieutenant gov- 
ernor. unless he be the officer 
impeached, in which event he 
shall notify the secretary of 
state, who shall summon, in the 
manner herein above provided 
for. the members of the senate 
to assemble at the capitol on a 
day to be named in said sum- 
mons, not later than ten days 
after receipt of the notice from 
the speaker of the house, for the 
Purpose of organizing as a court 
of immpeachment. The senate, 
when thus organized, shall hear 
and try such articles of im- 
peachment against the gov 
ernor, lieutenant governor, or 
other officer administering the 
office of governor, as may be 
preferred by the house of 
representatives. 

Section 143. District attorneys 
and sheriffs may be removed 
from office for any of the causes 
specified in the preceding sec 
tion or elsewhere in this Con- 
stitution, by the supreme court, 
under such regulations as may 
be prescribed by law. The legis 
lature may provide for the im 
peachment or removal of other 
officers than those named in 
this article. 

Section 144. The clerks of the 
tax collectors, 
fax assessors, county 
treasurers, county super 
intendents of education. cer 
oners, notaries public, con 
Stables, and all other county of- 
ficers, mayors and all other of. 
ficers of incorporated cities and 
towns in this state, may be re- 
moved from office for any of the 
causes specified in section 142 
of this Constitution, by the 
circuit courts of the county in 
which such officers hold their 
office, under such regulations 
as may be prescribed by law: 
provided, that the right of trial 
by jury and appeal in such 
cases shall be secured. 

Section 145. The penalties in 
cases arising under the three 
preceding sections shall not ex- 
fend removal from of- 
fice, and disqualifications from 
holding office, under the 
authority of this state, for the 
term for which the officer was 
elected or appointed; but the 
accused shall be liable to indict 
ment and punishment as 
prescribed by law 


ARTICLE Vill. 
Suftrage and Elections. 

Section 146. Every citizen of 
the United States who has af 
tained the age of eighteen years 
and has resided in this state and 
in a county thereof for the time 
provided by law, if registered 
8s provided by law, shall have 
the right to vote in the county of 
his residence. The legisiature 
may prescribe reasonable and 
nondiscriminatory require- 
ments as prerequisites to regis: 
tration for voting. 

Section 147. No person con: 
victed of @ felony involving 
moral turpitude, or who is men- 
tally incompetent, shall be 
qualified fo vote until resto 
ration of civil and political 
rights or removal of disability. 

Section 148. The legisiature 
shall by ‘ew provide for the 
registration of voters, absentee 
voting, secrecy in voting, thes 
administration of elections. and 
the nomination of candidates, 


ARTICLE Neil 
Representation. 

Section 149. The pase of 
senators shall be not more then 
thirty-five and the number of 
representatives shall be not 
more than one hundred five. 

Section 1$0. The State shall be 
divided by law into single-mem- 
ber districts for the election of 
the Senate and into 
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of senatorial and house of 
fepresentatives districts shall 
be accomplished by the legis 
lature by law as soon as prac 
tical after official publication of 
each decennial census of the 
United States. 

Section 152, Redistricting of 
congressional districts for the 
election of the members of the 
United States House of 
Representatives shall be ac 
complished by the legislature 
by law a5 soon as practical 
after official publication of each 
decennial census of the United 
States. 


ARTICLE X. 
Education. 

Section 153. It is the policy of 
the state of Alabama to foster 
and promote public education 
and in furtherance of that policy 
the legislature may provide for 
the maintenance and support of 
public schools and may estab- 
lish, organize and support such 
other public educational institu: 
tions, including public institu- 
tlons of higher learning. as the 
legislature may deem de- 
sirable. 

Section 154. General super- 
vision of the public schools in 
Alabama shall be vested in a 
state board of education, which 
shall be elected in such manner 
as the legislature may provide. 

Section 155. The chief state 
school officer shal! be the state 
Superintendent of education, 
who shall be appointed by the 
state board of education and 
serve at its pleasure. The 
authority and duties of the 
superintendent of education 
shall be determined by the state 
board of education according to 
such regulations as the legis 

lature may prescribe. The 
superintendent of education 
shall receive an annual salary 
which shall be fixed by the State 
Board of Education within 
limits set by the legislature of 
Alabama and shall be paid trom 
the state treasury in install- 
ments as the salaries of other 
State officers are paid. 

Section 156. The principal of 
oll funds arising from the sale 
or other disposition of lands or 
other property, which has been 
or may hereafter be granted or 
entrusted to this state or given 
by the United States for educa- 
tional purposes shal! be 
preserved inviolate and un 
diminished; and the income 
érising therefrom shall be 
faithfully applied to the specific 
object of the original grants or 
4ppropriations. 

Section 157. All lands or other 
property given by individuals, 
or appropriated by the state for 
educational purposes, and all 

estates of deceased persons 
which shall have escheated to 
the state shall be used or ap- 
plied to the furtherance of 
education. 

Section 158. The income aris- 
ing from the sixteenth section 
trust fund, the surplus revenue 
fund, until it is called for by the 
United States government, and 
the funds enumerated in sec- 
tions 1586 and 157 of this Con- 
stitution together with a special 
annual tax of thirty cents on 

each one hundred dollars of tax 
able property in this state, 
which the legisiature shall! levy, 
shall be applied to the support 
and furtherance of education. 
and it shall be the duty of the 
legislature to increase the pub- 
lic school fund from time to 
time as the necessity therefor 
and the condition of the 
treasury and the resources of 
the state may justify: provided, 
that nothing herein contained 
shall be so construed as to 
authorize the legislature to levy 
in any one year a greater rate 
of state taxation for alt 
Purposes, including schools, 
than sixty-five cents on each 
one hundred dollars worth of 
taxable property; and provided 
further, that nothing herein con- 
fained shall prevent the legis 
lature from first providing for 
the payment of the bonded in- 
debtedness of the state and 


interest thereon out of all the , 


revenue of the state. 

Except as they may be 
specifically set aside in trust 
funds 2r otherwise applied to 
the p.yment of indebtedness, 
all proceeds of income or other 
taxes levied by the state and of 
all special ad valorem or other 
faxes levied by counties and 
municipalities, or school dis- 
tricts. pursuant to the Constitu- 
tion for public schoo! purposes, 
shall be applied fo the support 
and furtherance of education 
Pursuant! to section 153 of this 
Constitution. 

Section 159. No money raised 
for the support of the public 
schools shall be appropriated to 
or used for the support of any 
sectarian or denominational 
school. 

Section 160. (a) The several 

Counties in this state shal! have 
Power to levy and collect a 
special tax not exceeding ninety 
cents on each one hundred 
dollars of taxable property in 
such counties. or as otherwise 
constitutionally authorized pri- 
Or to the adoption of this Con- 
stitution, for the support and 
furtherance of education in such 
manner as may be authorized 
by the legistature; provided, 
that the rate of such tax, the 
time it is to continue, and the 
Purpose thereof, shall have 
been first submitted to a vote of 
the qualified electors of the 
county, and voted for by a ma 
jority of those voting at such 
election; and (b) the several 
school districts of any county in 
the state shall have power to 
levy and collect a special dis- 
trict fax not exceeding sixt 
cents on each one hundred 
dollars worth of taxable prop- 
erty in such district, or as other- 
wise constitutionally authorized 
Prior to the adoption of this Con 
stitution, for public school 
Purposes; provided, that a 
schoo! district under the mean 
ing of this section shall include 
incorporated cities or towns. or 
any school district of which an 
incorporated city or town is a 
part, or such other school dis- 
tricts now existing or hereafter 
formed as may be approved by 
the county board of education; 
Provided further, that the rate 
of such tax, the time if is to 
continue and the purpose there- 
of shail have been first sub- 
mitted to the vote of the qualifi 
ed electors of the district and 
voted for by a majority of those 
voting at such election. 

Section 161. The state univer 
sity shall be under the manage 
ment and contro! of a board of 
trustees, which shall consist of 
two members from each con 
Qressional district in the state, 
4n additional member from the 
congressional district which in- 
cludes the site of the first cam- 
bus of the university. the super 
intendent of education, and the 
governor. who shall be ex of 
ficio president of the board. The 
members of the board of 
trustees shall hold office until 
their respective terms expire, 
and until their successors shal! 
be elected and confirmed as 
hereinafter required. Trustees 
shall hold office tor a term of 
alx years, and shall not serve 


* more than three consecutive 


full six-year terms on the 
board: provided however that a 
trustee shall retire from the 
board and vacate office at the 


created by the expira-_ 
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meeting of the legislature the 
Superintendent of education 
shall certify to the senate the 
names of all who shall have 
been so elected since the last 
session of the legislature, and 
the senate shall confirm or re 
ject them, as if shall determine 
is for the best interest of the 
university. If it rejects the 
names of any ‘members, if shall 
thereupon elect trustees in the 
stead of those rejected. No 
trustee shali receive any pay or 
emolument other than his 
actual expenses incurred in the 
discharge of his duties as such. 
Upon the vacation of office by a 
trustee, the board, if it desires, 
may bestow upon a trustee the 
honorary title of trustee 
emeritus, but such status shail 
confer no- responsibilities. 
duties. rights, or privileges as 
such. 

Section 162. Auburn Univer: 
sity shall be under the manage- 
ment and contro! of a board of 
trustees. The board of trustees 
shall consist of two members 
from the congressional district 
in which the institution is 
located, one trom each of the 
other congressional districts in 
the state as the same were con 
stituted on the first day of Janu- 
ary 1961, the state super- 
intendent of education. and the 
governor, who shall be ex of 
ficlo president of the board. The 
trustees shall be appointed by 
the governor, by and with the 
advice and consent of the 
senate, and shall hold office tor 
4 term of twelve years, and un 
til their successors shall be ap- 
pointed and qualified. The 
board shall be divided into three 
classes, as nearly equal as may 
be. so that one-third may be 
chosen guadrenniaily. Vacan- 
cies occurring in the office of 
trustees from death or resig 
nation shall be filled by the gov: 
ernor., and such appointee shall 
hold office until the next meet 
ing of the legislature. The mem- 
bers of the board of trustees as 
now constituted shall hold office 
until their respective terms ex- 
pire under existing law. and un- 
til their successors shall be ap- 
pointed as herein required. No 
trustees hall receive any pay or 
emolument other than his 
actual expenses incurred in the 
discharge of his duties as such 
No employee of Auburn Univer 
sity shall be eligible to serve on 
its board of trustees. 


ARTICLE Xi. 
Local Government. 

Section 163. The boundaries of 
the several counties of this 
state, as they now exist, are 
hereby ratified and confirmed 

Section 164. The legislature 
may. by a vote of two-thirds of 
each house thereof. arrange and 
designate boundaries for the 
several counties of this state, 
which boundaries shall not be 
altered, except by a like vote; 
but no new county shall be for 
med hereafter of less extent 
than six hundred square miles. 
and no existing county shall be 
reduced to less than six hundred 
squere miles; and no new coun- 
ty shall be formed untess it 

shall contain a sufficient 
number of inhabitants to entitle 
it to one representative under 
the ratio of representation exist- 
ing af the time of its formation. 
and leave the county or counties 
from which it is taken with the 
required number of inhabitants 
fo entitle such county or coun- 
tles. each, to separate represen- 
tation. 

Section 165. No county line 
shali be altered or changed. or 
in the event of the creation of 
mew counties shall be estab- 
lished, so as to run within seven 
miles of the county courthouse 
of any old county. 

Section 166. No courthouse or 
county site shall be removed ex- 
cept by a majority vote of the 
qualified electors of said coun- 
ty. voting at an election held for 
such purpose, and when an elec- 
tion has once been held no other 
election shall be held for such 
Purpose until the expiration of 
four years. 

Section 167. The legislature 
shall provide by general law an 
optional plan or optional plans 
of local government for counties 
delegating such legislative 
authority to such governing 
bodies as the legislature deems 
desirable not inconsistent with 
the provisions of this constitu- 
tion. A county may adopt or re 
scind such an optional plan of 
local government by refer. 
endum initiated by resolution of 
the governing body or by peti- 
tion of the electorate in such 
county in accordance with such 
conditions and procedures as 
the legisiature shall provide by 
general law. A county which 
does not elect to be governed by 
such an optional plan, or which 
rescinds such plan, shall con- 
tinue fo be governed according 
to the general or local taws 
which are, or may thereafter 
be, applicable to such county. 

Section 168. The legislature 
shall also provide by general 
law optional plans of govern- 
ment for municipalities. 

Section 169. The legislature 
shall provide by general jaw for 
the incorporation, government. 
merger and change of bound- 
aries of cities and towns, and 
for the annexation of unin- 
corporated territory to in- 
corporated cities and towns. 
which are referred to as munici- 
palities in this article, except 
that municipal boundaries may 
be altered or rearranged by |o- 
cal law. 

Section 170. No person, firm, 
association, or corporation shall 
be authorized or permitted to 
use the streets, avenues, alleys 
or public places of any munici- 
pality for the construction or 
operation of any public utility or 
Private enterprise, without first 
obtaining the consent of the 
proper authorities of the mu 
nicipality. 

Section 171. No franchise or 
license shall hereafter be grant- 
ed by @ municipality for a 
period longer than forty years. 

Section 172. The legislature 
shall not enact any law which 
will permit any person, firm, 
corporation, or association to 
pay 4 privilege, license or other 
tax to the State of Alabama, and 
relieve him or it trom the pay- 
ment of all other privilege and 
license taxes in the state. 

Section 173. Municipal and 
other corporations and in- 
dividuals invested with the 
Privilege of taking property for 
public use, shall make just com- 
pensation to be ascertained as 
may be provided by law. for the 
property taken, injured, or 
destroyed by the construction or 
enlargement of its works, high- 
ways, or improvements, which 
compensation shall be paid 
before such taking. injury. or 
destruction. The legislature is 
hereby prohibited from denying 
the right of appeal from any 
preliminary assessment of 
damages against any such cor 
porations or individuals made 
by viewers or otherwise, but 
such appeal shali not deprive 
those who have obtained the 
ivdgment of condemnation from 
@ right of entry. provided the 
amount of damages assessed 
shall have been paid into court 
in money. and a bond shal! have 
been given in not less than the 
amount of the damages as- 
sessed, with good and sufficient 
sureties. to pay such damages 
as the property owner may sus 
tain; and the amount of damag- 
es in all cases of appeals shal! 
on demand of either party, be 
determined by a jury according 
fo law. 

Section 174. in the event of 
conflict between 4 municipal or 
county ordinance and a state 
jaw. the state law shall prevail. 


ARTICLE xil 
Taxation and Deb! Limitation. 
Section 175. Neither the state 
of Alabama nor any political 
Subdivision of the state shall 
have, or be granted by the legis- 
lature, the power to lend its 
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credit, or to grant public money 
or thing of value in aid of or to 
any individual, private associa 
tion. or private corporation 
whatsoever except tor public 
purposes as authorized by law 
and unless approved by @ ma 
jority of the qualified electors of 
the state or the affected politi 
cal subdivision voting on such 
issue; nor shall the state or any 
political subdivision thereot be 
interested in any private or cor- 
porate enterprise: provided 
that nothing herein shall 
prohibit the legislature from (1) 
authorizing the investment of 
public trust funds and. in 
particular, those funds man: 
aged and administered by the 
state retirement systems and 
its officers, bul excepting the 
special educational trust fund, 
or (2) authorizing the invest- 
ment of other public funds in 
obligations of, or insured by, the 
United States government or 
any of ifs agencies or in- 
strumentalities or in any fully 
insured or secured interest 
bearing time deposits whether 
or not evidenced by certificates 
of deposit. Except as herein 
permitted the state shall not be 
engaged in the business of bank- 
ing nor be @ stockholder in any 
bank nor shall the credit of the 
state be given or loaned to any 
banking company, association, 
or corporation. Nothing con- 
tained in this section shall 
prohibit the legislature from 
authorizing the expenditure of 
special assessments, fees or 
other charges collected from 
the produces of agricultural, 
dairy, poultry, or livestock 
products for the general promo- 
tion of these industries nor shall 
any provision of this Constitu- 
tion prohibit the delegation by 
the legisiature of powers to col- 
lect fees or charges for use in 
promotion of such industries. 

Section 176. The power to levy 
taxes shall not be delegated to 
individuals or private corpor- 
ations or associations. 

Section 177. A state tax may 
be levied on net income and 
shall not exceed the rate of five 
per cent. The revenue trom this 
tax shall be used: (1) to replace 
the revenue lost to the several 
funds of the state by reason of 
the exemption of homesteads 
from the state ad valorem tax, 
and (2) the residve shall be 
placed in the state treasury to 
the credit of the Alabama 
Special! Educational Trust Fund 
to be used only for the payment 
of public school teachers’ 
salaries. 

Section 178. A resident indi: 
vidual or a corporation or- 
ganized under the law of this 
state shall be allowed to deduct 
from gross income the amount 
of federal income tax paid or 
accrued within the taxable 
year. A nonresident individual 
or foreign corporation shall be 
allowed to deduct only that 
amount of federal income tax 
paid or accrued in the taxable 
year on income received from 
sources within the state, to be 
determined in accordance with 
such laws as the legislature 
may enact. 4 

Section 179. Except as 
prohibited by this Constitution, 
the legislature. in enacting laws 
taxing income. may define in- 
come by reference to provisions 
of the laws of the United States 
as they then exist or may 
prospectively be enacted, with 
such modification as may be 
prescribed by the law of this 
State. 

Section 180. The legislature 
may provide for the assess- 
ment, levy and collection of a 
tax upon inheritances and for 
the levying of estate taxes. 

Section 181. No moneys de- 
rived from any fees, excises, or 
license taxes, levied by the 
state, relating to registration, 
operation, or use of vehicles up- 
on the public highways except 6 
vehicle-use fax imposésd in tieu 
of a sales tax and except for any 
extra fee charged for person- 
alized license plates, and no 
moneys derived from any fee. 
excises, or license taxes, levied 
by the state, relating to fuels 
used for propelling such vehi 
cles except pump taxes, shall be 
expended for other than the cost 
of administering such taws, 
Statutory refunds and adjust. 
ments allowed therein, the cost 
of construction. reconstruction, 
maintenance and repair of pub- 
lic highways and bridges, the 
costs of highway rights-of way, 
payment of highway obliga- 
tions. the cost of traffic regula 
tion, and the expense of enforc- 
ing state traffic and motor ve 
hicle laws. The provisions of 
this section shall not apply to 
any such fees, excises, or 
license taxes now levied by the 
state for school purposes for 
this whole state or for any coun 
ty or city board of education 
therein. 

Section 182. There shall be a 
fund in the state treasury which 
shall be known as the fish and 
wildlife fund and which shall 
consist of all moneys received 
from the sale of hunting and 
fishing licenses, from fines, for- 
feitures, and any other fee re- 
ceived pursuant to the fish and 
wildtife laws of this state or 
rules and regulations 
Promulgated thereunder. ail 
moneys derived from the sale of 
lands, timber or other natural 
resources owned by the game 
and fish division of the Depart- 
ment of Conservation. ail 
moneys received from grants, 
voluntary contributions and 
interest on lifetime licenses, 
and all moneys accruing to the 
tish ane wildlife fund trom any 
other source. No funds accruing 
fo the fish and wildlife fund 
shalt be expended for any 
Purpose other than the payment 
of administrative costs of the 
fish and wildlife activities of the 
Department of Conservation 
and for the protection, propaga 
tion, preservation or Investiga- 
tion of fish and wildlife or for 
the public use of the fish and 
wildlife resources of this state. 

Section 183. State ad valorem 
taxes shall not be levied in ex- 
cess of six and one-half mills on 
the assessed value of property 
in any one taxable year, 

Section 184, (a) All taxable 
property within this state, not 
exempt by law, shall be divided 
into the following classes for the 
purposes of ad valorem taxa 
tion: 

Ciass |. All property of 
utilities used in the business of 
such utilities. 

Class |!. All property not 
otherwise classified. 

Class 111. All agricultural, for 
est and single-family owner-oc 
Cupied residential property, and 
historic buildings and sites 

Class 1V. All private passen 
ger automobiles and motor 
trucks of the type commoniy 
known as “pickups” or "pickup 
trucks” owned and operated by 
en individual! for personal or 
private use and not for hire, 
rent or compensation 

(b) With respect to ad valor 
em taxes levied by the state, all 
taxable property shali be for 
ever taxed al the same rate. 
Such property shall be assessed 
for ad valorem tax purposes ac 
cording fo the classes thereof as 
herein defined at the following 
ratios of assessed value to the 
fair and reasonable market 
valve (excep! as otherwise 
provided in subsection (j) here- 
of) of such property: 

Class |. 30 percentum. 

Class I!. 20 per centum. 

Class I11. 10 per centum. 

Class IV. 15 per centum. 

(c) With respect to ad valor- 
em taxes levied by counties, 
municipalities or other taxing 
authorities, all taxable property 
shall be forever taxed at the 
same rate. Such property shall 
be assessed for ad valorem tax 
Purposes according to the 
classes of property defined in 
subsection (a) hereot and at the 
same ratios of assessed value to 
the fair and reasonable market 
value thereof as fixed in subsec

ton (b) hereo!, except as other 
wise provided in subsection (j) 
hereo! and this subsection (such 
ratios being herein called ‘‘as 
sessment ratios’). The govern 
ing body of any county, munici 
pality or other taxing authority 
May, subject to criteria estab 
lished by act of the legisiature, 
at any time increase or de. 
crease the assessment ratio ap 
plicable to any class of taxable 
property; provided, that any 
Proposed adjustment to an as. 
sessment ratio fo be made 
Pursuant to this sentence, 
whether an increase or de- 
crease, shall have been (1) 
proposed by the governing body 
of the taxing authority after a~ 
public hearing on such 
Proposal, (2) authorized by an 
act of the legislature, and (3) 
subsequentiy approved by a 
majority vote of the qualified 
electors residing in the taxing 
authority who vote on the 
Proposal! at a special election 
called and held in accordance 
with the law governing special 
elections. The legislature shall 
enact general laws appli-able to 
all counties, municipalities and 
other taxing authorities regulat 
ing and establishing criteria tor 
the exercise of the powers 
granted such taxing authorities 
to adjust asséssment ratios as 
hereinabove provided. Such as 
sessment ratios as herein 
authorized may vary arnong 
taxing authorities so jong as 
each such assessment ratio is 
uniform within a taxing authori- 
ty. Any decrease in any assess- 
ment ratio pursuant to this 
subsection shall not jeopardize 
the payment of any bonded in- 
debtedness secured by any tax 
levied by the taxing authority 
decreasing the assessment 
ratio. Any action authorized by 
this subsection to be taken by a 
taxing authority, or the govern 
ing body thereof, shall, other 
than in the case of a munici- 
pality, be taken by resolution of 
the governing body of the coun 
ty in which such taxing authori- 
ty is located acting on behalf of 
such taxing authority. 

(d) With respect to ad valor: 
em taxes levied by the state or 
by any county. municipality or 
other taxing authority, no class 
of taxable property shall have 
an assessment ratio of less than 
5 per centum nor more than 35 
per centum, 

(e) A county, municipatity, or 
other taxing authorify may de- 
crease any ad valorem tax rete 
at any time, provided such de- 
crease shall not jeopardize the 
payment of any bonded in- 
debtedness secured by such tax. 

(f) No county, municipality or 
other taxing authority may levy 
ad valorem taxes in addition to 
those authorized to be levied on 
the effective date of this Con. 
stitution or increase the rate of 
ad valorem taxation above that 
authorized on such date. Any 
county, municipality, or other 
taxing authority may at any 
time increase the rate at which 
any ad valorem tax is levied 
above the limit provided by law 
on the effective date of this Con- 
stitution or otherwise permitted 
by this Constitution: provided, 
that the proposed increase to be 
made pursuant to this subsec- 
tion shall have been (1) 
proposed by the governing body 
of the taxing athority after a 
public hearing on such 
proposal, (2) authorized by an 
act of the legislature, and (3) 
subsequentiy approved by a 
majority of the qualified elec- 
fors residing in the taxing 
authority who vote on the 
proposal! at a special election 
called and held in accordance 
with the law governing special 
elections. Any adjustments or 
other actions authorized to be 
made or taken pursuant to this 
subsection and subsection (e) 
hereof shall be made or taken 
by resolution of the governing 
body of such taxing authority, 
or if there is no such governing 
body and in the case of a taxing 
authority other than a munici- 
pality, by resolution of the gov- 
erning body of the county in 
which such taxing authority is 
located acting on behalf of such 
taxing authority. The provisions 
of subsections (c), (e) and (f) of 
this section shall not apply to ad 
valorem taxes levied by the 
state; provided, however, that 
the legislature shall not have 
fhe power to levy ad valorem 
faxes for the benefit of any 
county. municipality or other 
taxing authority nor shall the 
legislature have the power to in- 
crease the rate of any ad valor 
em tax levied by a county, mu- 
nicipality or other taxing 
authority, excet in conjunction 
with the procedure set forth in

(g) The legistature is 
authorized to enact legislation 
fo implement the provisions of 
this section and may provide tor 
exemptions from taxation; 
provided, tha! unless otherwise 
expressly provided. no amend- 
ment to this section shall be 
construed to repeal any statu- 
tory exemption existing on the 
effective date of any such 
amendment hereto. 

(h) Wherever any constitu: 
tional provision or statute 
provides for, limits or measures 
the power or authority of any 
county, municipality or other 
faxing authority to levy taxes, 
borrow money, or incur in- 
debtedness in relation to the as- 
sessment of property therein for 
state faxes or for state and 
county taxes, such provisions 
shall mean as assessed for 
county or municipal taxes, as 
the case may be. 

(i) Except as otherwise 
provided in this Constitution, or 
authorized prior to the adoption 
of this Constitution the amount 
of ad valorem taxes payable to 
the state and to all counties, 
municipalities and other taxing 
authorities with respect to any 
item of taxable property de- 
scribed as Class | property shal! 
never exceed 2% of the fair and 
reasonable market value of 
such taxable property in any 
one ad valorem tax year, such 
amount with respect to any 
item of Class !! property shali 
never exceed 12% of the fair 
and reasonable market value of 
such taxable property in any 
one ad valorem tax year, such 
amount with respect fo any 
item of Class 1V property shal! 
never exceed 1!4% of the fair 
and reasonable market value of 
such taxable property in any 
one ad valorem tax year, and 
such amount with respect to 
any item of Ciass 1! property 
shall never exceed 1% of the 
fair and reasonable market 
value of such taxable property 
in any one ad valorem tax year.

(j) Notwithstanding any other 
Provision of this secion, taxable

value to the current use value of 
such taxable property and not 
the fair and reasonable market 
valve of such property. The 
legistature may enact laws uni- 
formly applicable to the state 
and all counties, municipalities 
and other taxing authorities es- 
fablishing criteria and 
procedures.for the determina:

qualification (including as one 
such year the year in which 
cessation of qualification oc- 
curs). 


(k) The following property 
shall be exempt from all ad val- 
orem taxation: the real and per- 
sonal property of the state, 
counties, and municipalities 
and property devoted exclusive: 
ly to religious, educational, 
cemetery, or charitable 
Purposes, household and 
kitchen furniture, all farm trac: 
‘tors, all farming implements 
when used exclusively in con- 
nection with agricultural prop- 
erty and all stocks of goods, 
wares and merchandise. 

Section 185. No debt shall be 
created against, or incurred by, 
the state, nor shall any bonds. 
werrants, notes or other securi- 
tles payable in whole or in part 
from state taxes. licenses or ap- 
Propriations be issued, except 
Pursuant fo an act passed by a 
vote of three-fifths of the mem- 
bers elected to each house of the 
legislature and approval by a 
majority of the electors of the 
state voting on the question. 

The following shall not con- 
stitute a debt of the state within 
the meaning of this section: 

(1) Bonds or other securities 
issued by any state university, 
college or other institution of 
higher learning, or by the state 
board of education or other such 
governing board on behalf of 
any of the foregoing, if by their 
terms such bonds or other se- 
curities are not made a charge 
on the general credit or any of 
the tax revenues of the state or 
any monies appropriated to 
Such institution by the state, but 
are made payable solely out of 
tuition, fees or other revenues 
(from whatever source) reter- 
able to the opeation of such in- 
stituion; 

(2) Bonds or other securities 
Issued by or on behalf of the 
state or any of its instrumen- 
talities if by their terms they do 
not constitute a charge on the 
general credit or tax revenues 
of the state, but are payable 
solely from the revenues from 
specified facilities (whether or 
not such facilities were in ex 
\stence or owned by or on behalf 
of the state at the time such 
bonds or securities were issued) 
or from sources other than state 
fexes, licenses or eppropria- 
flons; 

{3) Bonds or other securities 
at anytime issued by the 
Alabama highway authority. 
Alabama public schoo! and col 
lege authority, Alabama high: 
way finance corporation. 
Alabama federal aid highway 
finance authority and any other 
public corporation or authority 
heretofore or hereafter created 
at the state level and which are 
payable solely from. and 
secured by a continuing ap- 
Propriation and pledge of, any 
proceeds of any excise, privi- 
lege. license, income. ad valor- 
em or other tax or taxes levied 
or imposed by the state, (i) 
even though the tax or taxes out 
of which such bonds or other 
securities are payable consist 
wholly or in part of tax 
Proceeds that may at anytime 
have been or in the absence of 
such pledge would be available 
to the general fund of the state, 
end (ii) even though the taxes 
pledged to payment of such 
bonds or other securities may 
have been originally levied for 
purposes other than that for 
which such bonds or other se- 
curities are to be issued; any 
statute authorizing the issuance 
of bonds or other securities by a 
public corporation within the 

Provisions of this paragraph 
shall require tor its passage a 
vote of three-fifths of the mem- 
bers elected to each house of the 
legislature. 

'f shall be unlawful for the 
comptrotier of the state of 
Alabama to draw any warrant 
or other order for the payment 
of money belonging to, or ad- 
ministered by, the state of 
Alabama upon the state 
treasurer, unless there is in the 
hand of such treasurer money 
@ppropriated and available for 
the full payment of the same. In 
case there is, at the end of any 

fiscal year. Insufficient money 
in the state treasury for the

Section 186. No county or mu- 
nicipality shall incur indebjed- 
ness in an amount which, when 
added to then existing indebted 
ness (including that incurred 
prior to the effective date of this 
section) exceeds the following 
percentages of the assessed 
value of the property assessed 
for taxation by such county or 
municipality for the preceding 
tax year: (1) 10 per cent in the 
case of a county; and (2) 35 per 
cent in the case of a munici- 
pality. The preceding debt 
limitation shall not apply to the 
following obligations:

(da) igations of @ county 
that by their terms do not con- 
stitute a charge on the general 
Credit or tax revenues of the

following conditions: 

(1) any such sinking fund or 
trust fund shall consist of (i) 
cash, (ii) federal securities, 
(ili) demand or time deposits 
with banks (whether or not 
evidenced by cetificates of de- 
posit) that are insured by an 
agency of the United States of

(2) thereafter approved by an 
act of the legislature and (3) 
subsequently approved by a 
majority of the electors of such 
county or municipality, as the 
case may be, who vote on the 
Proposal. 

Section 187. The legislature 
shall have authority to pass 
general laws authorizing the 
counties, municipalities, dis- 
tricts or other political sub- 
divisions of counties to issue 
bonds. but no bonds shall be is:

bonds be first authorized by a 
majority vote by ballot of the 
qualified voters of such county, 
municipality. district. or other 
political subdivision of a county.

Section 194. All members of 
the legislature, and all officers, 
executive and judicial, before 
they enter upon the execution of 
the duties of their respective of- 
fices, shall take the following 
oath or affirmation: 
"Deve solemnly’ swear 
{or affirm, as the case may be) 
that | will support the Constitu 
tion of the United States, and 
the Constitution of the State of 
Alabama, so long as | continue 
@ citizen thereof; and that | will 
faithfully and honestly dis- 
charge the duties of the office 
upon which | am about fo enter, 
to the best of my ability.

The oath may be ad- 
ministered by the presiding of- 
ficer of either house of the legis:

Section 195. No person holding 
an office of profit under the 
United States shatl, during his 
continuance in such office, hold 
any office of profit under this 
State; nor shall any person, ex- 
cept a notary public, hold two 
offices of profit at one and 
same time under this state. 

Section 196. The salary, fees, 
or compensation of any officer 
holding any civil office of profit 
under this state or any county 
or municipality thereof, shall 
not be increased or diminished 
during the term for which he 
shall have been elected or ap- 
pointed. Neither the legislature, 
nor any county of the state 
shall, by the imposition of new, 
different, and additional! duties 
or otherwise, increase, or 
authorize the increase of. the 
salary. fees or other compensa- 
tion of any officer of the state or 
of any county of the state, who 
Is elected or appointed for a fix- 
ed ferm, during the term for 
which he is elected or ap- 
pointed, regardiess of whether 
such officer may be removed at 
the pleasure of the authority 
electing of appointing him or 
Only upon impeachment: nor 
shail the legistature or any 
county of the state in any man: 
ner or by any means decrease, 
or authorize the decrease of, the 
Salary, fees or other compensa: 
tlon of any such officer, during 
the term for which he ts elected 
Or appointed; nor shall the 
legislature or any county of the 
State increase or decrease, or 
authorize the increase or de- 
crease of, the salary, fees or 
other compensation of any per- 
son filling an unexpired term in 
any such office during the re- 
mainder of such term, either 
before or after the appointment 
or election of such person to fill 
the unexpired term. As to of- 
ficers who are members of any 
court, board, commission. or 
similar body whose terms do 
not run concurrently, any in- 
crease or decrease in the 
salary, fees, or other compensa- 
tion of the members of any such 
court, board, commission. or 
similar body shall become ef- 
fective as to all such members 
thereof immediately after the 
expiration of the term or terms 
of office of the member or 
members whose term or terms 
first expire. 

Section 197. The legislature 
may, by general or local law, 
change the method or basis of 
compensating any officer of a 
county including the judge of 
probate, sheriff, tax assessor, 
and tax collector, and may 
place such officers on a salary. 
in the event that a county of- 
ficer is placed on a salary, all 
tees, allowances, and com- 
missions collected by him shall 
be paid into the county 
treasury. No law shall be effec: 
tive to change the method of 
compensating any county of- 
ficer during the term for which 
he shall have been elected or 
appointed. The legislature may 
by local act provide for the 
abolishment, combination or 
other alteration of the offices of 
tax assessor, fax collector or 
license commissioner with ap- 
proval of a majority of voters in 
the county affected. . 

Section 198. No person con- 
victed of a felony involving 
moral turpitude whose civil and 
political rights have not been 
restored shall be eligible to hold 
any office of trust or profit in 
this state. 

Section 199. Appointments 
and ions in the civil 
service of this state shall be 
made according to merit, fit- 
ness and efficiency, fo be de- 
termined, so tar as practicable, 
by examination, which, so far 
@s practicable, shall be com- 
petitive under such laws as the 
legislature may enact. It shall 
be the duty of the legislature to 
maintain laws necessary to im- 
plement, and to provide ade- 
quate financial support for, a 
Program of personnel manage- 
ment in the state service.

Something is askew in the Shelby County cotton industry. At blame 
is a late, cold and wet spring, and a 102° dry summer. 

Nonetheless, the first Shelby County bale of cotton ginned this 
year was only two days later than last year. 

Turned in September 27 at the Harpersville Co-op Gin by Walter 
McCranie, the first cotton was actually expected to be later. 

“We always figured this summer that we’d be two weeks late,” says 
gin owner Clyde Wyatt. 

Even so... the bolls of cotton are generally smaller than normal, 
and the amount ginned each season is continuing to drop. That is 
much the picture across the state as well. 

“Some places probably won’t get a bale per acre,’’ Wyatt says. 

Joe Dawson, who runs the Harpersville gin pointed out that he used 
to gin about 4,500 bales per year. Last year he said only 2,300 bales 
were ginned. He expects this season’s total to be about 1,000 bales. 

Apart from the weather, Wyatt said the federal PIK program 
(Payment In Kind) has considerably lowered cotton crop expectations 
for 1983. In that program, the-government pays farmers in surplus 
government cotton for acreage not planted. 

Yet with three Shelby County gins already competing for the 
dwindling business -- the one at Harpersville, the Coosa Valley Gin at 
Vincent and the Bolton Gin near Wilsonville -- a new ginning opera- 
tion is expected to come into the area. 

Dawson told the Reporter that a half million dollar gin will go in on 
the Chancellorville Dairy Road by the middle of July. 

‘There is not enough cotton to support the three gins we have,”’ 
Dawson adds, ‘‘I can’t find out who owns it (the new gin) but eviden- 
tally that guy’s got something up his sleeve or he wouldn’t spend a half 
million dollars.’’ 

Gins process and bale cotton for growers, and haul it to where it is 
sold. Harpersville ginned cotton goes to Montgomery where it is sold 
to the Weil Brothers. 


At the going rate -- ‘‘Which changes about every 15 minutes,’’ 
Wyatt says -- cotton is bringing 70 cents per pound for lint and 8 cents 
per pound for seed. 

In his first load on the year, McCranie brought in five bales of cot- 
ton (480-560 pounds each) which contained about 2,500 pounds of 
lent and 3,750 pounds of seed. 


Lock boll nightmare 


The small lock boll cotton on the left is a nightmare for Alabama cot- 
ton farmers. The result of poor weather conditions, the bad bolls 
mean less lint per acre for Harpersville famer Walter McCranie. The 
cotton boll at the right is the way cotton should look but most 
Alabama farmers are finding bolls of that type few and far between.

now is the time to clean up all the 
old vines and plants in the 
garden. ‘‘It’s best to disc them in- 
to the soil to add organic 
material.

To keep your garden soil rich, 


sive fertilizer, Jones advises plan- 
ting a winter legume now. He 
says any of the clovers or vetches, 
kelley peas, or austin winter peas 
are good legumes that will add 
nitrogen to the soil. 

One drawback is that you 
won’t be able to start your garden 
until next April. The legumes 
must bloom before you can turn 
them over with a disc, to get the 
desired effect. 

If you are expecting to plant

Another piece of advice from 
Jones is that you order trees early 
from nurseries. Orders are usual- 
ly filled in the order received, and 
those who order first get the best 
quality plants. He also advised 
buying only varieties that are pro- 
ven for this area.

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Pot, cocaine land 
three people in jail

A Pelham husband and wife 
are both out of Shelby County 
Jail on bonds totaling $100,000 
following their arrest last Friday 
for drug trafficking. 

A Riverchase man, however, 
charged with intent to sell co- 
caine; is still being held in an 
Arkansas jail in lieu of a 
$500,000 cash bond. 

Out on bonds of $50,000 each, 
according to the Shelby County 
Sheriff’s Department, are hus- 
band and wife Jack Claude 
Townley, Jr. age 25 and Mary 
Campbell Townley, age 32 both 
of Deer Springs near Pelham. 

The couple’s arrest came two 
days after police searched their 
trailer on Kelly Drive, and turned 
up what is alleged to be $12,000 
(street value) of illegal drugs.

Attention Home groping for money

The Shelby County Commission slammed the door on the At- 
tention Home’s request for an increase in funding. 
However, the Alabaster facility and Shelby Youth Services 
received federal funding Tuesday and a pat on the back for their 


‘ outstanding work with the young people they serve. 


The award for having the highest success rate in the entire 
state came from the State Supervisory Board of the Criminal 
Justice Council. 

It was given to A-Home director Brenda Lee Rice when she 
went to Montgomery Tuesday to find out about funding. 

Although she didn’t get the $39,513 she was after, the Depart- 
ment of Economic and Community Affairs did award Rice 
$33,834. 

This year’s operating budget for the home and Shelby Youth 
Services, however, is $90,340. 

With the $25,000 appropriation from the commission -- the 
same amount as last year, Rice noted -- and the promise of fun- 
ding from seven cities, the budget will be short by $27,706. 

Of the 13 Attention Homes operating in the state, Rice 
reported that Shelby and Lauderdale are the only two. counties 


She had requested $10,000 more from the commission than it 
gave last year. 

Jefferson and Autauga Counties have taken over the complete 
funding of the facilities in their counties, Rice said, adding that 
the other nine counties provide 50% funding for their programs. 
Shelby County, however, picks up only about 28% of the 
A-Home’s budget. 

Furthermore, Alabaster, Helena and Wilton have not agreed 
to provide any funding. 

Without the federal funding, the home and Shelby Youth Ser- 
vices would have been out of business. As it is now, Rice said the 
home can probably operate only nine or ten months. 

Despite the deficit budget prospects, Rice said she feels good 
about the home’s future. 

*‘We always have to raise about $27,000 to meet our budget 
every year, and somehow,”’ she said with a laugh, ‘‘we always 
get it raised.’’ 

In addition to soliciting donations from the private sector, 
Rice and her staff will also keep on with their fund raising events 
like the annual golf tournament. 

During the past year, the A-Home and SYS have served 299

Alabaster 
hikes fine 
for DUI

Drunk driving in the City of 
Alabaster has always been $50 
more expensive than most places 
in Alabama. But now it is even 
more expensive. 


Monday night the city’s coun- 
cil voted to raise its DUI fine 
from $300 to $450. The minimum 
fine allowed by law is $250. 


The higher fine was requested 
by Alabaster Police Chief C.E. 
“Bull” Carter and municipal 
judge Joel C. Watson. It was 
unanimously passed by the coun- 
cil. 

‘*The judge and I decided we’d 
go a little further than the state 
and make them stay off the 
road,’’ Alabaster Police Chief C. 
E. ‘‘Bull’’ Carter told the 
Reporter. ‘‘There are definitely 
too many DUI’s.”’ 


Carter said Alabaster statistics 
show that the city has been 
averaging 23 DUI arrests per 
month, and all reportedly 
registered higher than the .10 
alcohol reading which is con- 
sidered legally drunk. 


“‘They are pretty well intox- 
icated when we arrest them. 
Some run .16 to .18 -- which is 
really dangerous,’’ Carter said. 
**Thirty-three is fatal, yet we’ve 
had some go that high and still 
walk around. One posted a .22 -- 
that’s twice drunk plus two. 


“Their coordination is so bad 
that they’ll think they’re on one 
side of the road and be on 
another,’’ Carter said, il- 
lustrating the need for the higher 
fines. 


**] think it will be a big help,”’ 
he said. ‘‘The word will get 
around that ‘hey you better not 
get caught in Alabaster,’ and that 
will suit us just fine. We’d rather 
not arrest anyone.”’ 


But drunk drivers are not the 
only ones who will have to grab 
their wallets if caught in 
Alabaster. The city also raised 
the fine for driving with a revok- 
ed or suspended driver’s license 
from $100 to $250. 


‘“*That because they (the 
courts) suspend their licenses and 
they still drive,’’ said Carter.

According to remarks last week by members of 
the Indian Springs Civic Club’s Womens Aux- 
iliary, the topics are: education funds, money to 

-help children with special needs, use of county 
state constitution. 

On November 8, Shelby Countians will elect a 
. tative to the newly formed House 
Districts 40 and 41, and a senator to new Senate 
District 14. 

To allow candidates an opportunity to address 
the issues, the women hosted a political forum at 
the Riverchase Family Medical Center. 

Answering questions from the floor were In- 
dependent Ed Gentry, Republican Al Knight and 
Democrat John Tanner who seek the district 40 
house seat, and senate seekers Republican Don 
Murphy and Democrat Frank ‘‘Butch’’ Ellis. 

’ Asked Eunice Huntress: ‘‘What do you feel 
‘about HUD grants for a new County Attention 
Home?” She also asked Murphy why he did not 
support a previous grant for the same purpose. 

’ Jan Phillips, who reported the sale of candy by 
Inverness Elementary children to raise funds for 
required items such as phones, garbage, sewerage 
‘and nurse services, asked: ‘‘If you could increase 

* taxes (to meet these needs) how would you handle 
the break down?”’ | 

Asked Shirley Lee: ‘‘How many of you would 
support tuition tax credits for parents who must 
‘pay tuition to private schools because public 
schools have failed?”’ 

Kathyrn Coleman asked, ‘‘Should the County 
Commission or the County Law Enforcement Per- 
sonnel Board have authority over the pay of 

: sheriff’s deputies?” 

An unidentified person asked about the new 
constitution. 

The county pay question erupted into a debate 
between Ellis and Murphy which was reported in 
last week’s Reporter. 

Concerning the Attention Home, Murphy, who 
served as a state representative in the past session 
of the legislature, responded: 

“I did support that bill. I wasn’t informed 
about it or asked to support it... The grant was not 
turned down because of no local support.’’ He ad- 
ded that he would support grant seeking bills in 
the future. 

Ellis said ‘‘absolutely”’ that he would support 
the Attention Home, then contradicted Murphy’s 
earlier remarks. ‘‘I am not qualified to know what 
caused the last bill to fail. It was reported that it 
had no local support.’’ 

Tanner stated that he had supported the Atten- 
tion Home all along, and that he would continue 
to do so. 

**Most definitely,’’ answered Gentry. ‘“We are 
all in an income status where federal grants are 
hard to come by. Anytime west Shelby County has 


an opportunity to get a grant I will jump on it.” 
Knight provided levity by quipping, ‘‘I wonder 
what would happen if one of (us) said no? (to an 
Attention Home grant) I would support (the At- 
tention Home). That goes without saying.”’ 


Knight led in the response to a question as to tax 
increases to support Inverness School. 

**We’ve got five mills we can add. Why are our 
school systems waiting around? Why hasn’t the 
state superintendent come down and assessed 
things?,’’ he asked. 

“I can’t give you a direct answer,’ he said of 
any tax break down. ‘“‘But we have got to get a 
balance between state and local help. There is no 
question we need a tax increase.”’ 

Gentry credited the absence of necessities at In- 
verness to poor planning. He added that no one 
from the community had been willing to step for- 
ward and take the heat. 

Ellis said lack of priority setting was one of the 
schools’ continuing problems. He also criticized 
the idea of band-aid fixes without learning the 
causes of breakdowns. ‘‘But if 51 percent of us 
decide we want something, nothing short of 
arp intervention by Russia will stop us,’’ he 
said. 

Murphy suggested that the people of north 
Shelby County establish their own school district 
if the rest of the county did not want higher taxes. 
‘If you want a school district of your own, take it 
and vote on it,’’ he said. 

The question of tax credits for parents who 
must pay private school tuitions brought negative 
responses from all five candidates. 


**I don’t believe in running away from pro- 
blems,”’ said Murphy. ‘‘If you (give a tax break) 
you would create a lot larger problem... people 
taking money out from public education.” 

‘I sympathize with the problem but unless some 
compromise could be made that would not destroy 
public education, I could not live with (such 
credits),’’ said Tanner. 

‘‘We must elect representatives that understand 
education,’’ said Gentry. He said that the problem 
with public education is that not enough money is 
spent. 

I am opposed to a tuition tax credit,” said 
Knight. 

Ellis stated that as much as he would like to 
disagree with Republican Knight, he could not on 
the tax credit issue. 

Four of the five candidates responded negative- 
ly to the new constituion. 

Knight said that it was designed in committee 
and he was offended that it was not drawn by con- 
stitutional convention. Ellis said he felt even worse 
about the lack of a constitutional convention. 

Gentry called it a document drawn by special in- 
terests, and ‘‘too questionable to vote yes on.” 

Candidate Murphy did not have an opportunity 
to comment on the Constitution, because another 
questioner intervened and the debate moved on.

The big, tremendous, ugly sign 
isn’t necessary to get the 
business.’’ 

Stephens pointed out several 
fast food restaurants that were 
doing good business without, 
say, the traditional big bright ar- 
ches. He noted that all the major 
developers along the corridor 
were working to maintain an 
uncluttered look through smaller 
signs and attractive landscaping.

It could be this fellow’s very well 
meaning and is repairing the Goodwill 
donations himself before passing them 
on to the poor. Maybe he’s just trying 
to save the middle man the trouble and 
gas of driving to Pelham. Maybe. 

Thanksgiving and Christmas are just 
around the corner. With this in mind, 
we remind ourselves that we should try 
to keep warm places in our hearts and 
thoughts for all people. But at the same 
time we can’t quite forget that Hallo- 
ween is just around the corner, too...

That magical age called five is a time of wonder and ques- 
tions, a time of curiosity and getting into things. It is energy 
beyond belief and a time of quick sorrows and much laughter. 

Today we try to teach the whole child; that means we provide 
activities that develop the mind, body, and spirit. 

We know that until people feel good about themselves, they 
cannot feel good about others and cannot learn and develop to 
their potential. Most early childhood teachers believe their 
primary task is to help each child feel good about who he/she is. 

We now know that a child has to become involved to learn. 
He/she has to see and feel, taste and smell. Becoming involved 
almost always means getting messy, dirty, wet or rumpled. 
Becoming involved often means noise and much activity. A 
clean, quiet child may not be a learning child. 

Problems are most likely to be solved if they are preceived as 
needed by the child, and are meaningful to the immediate situa- 
tions. When a child can talk about a problem, this tells you that 
he/she is mature enough to help solve it. If you can motivate the 
child to want to solve his/her own problems, behavior will be 
sustained until a solution is found. 

In addition to food, shelter, and clothing, people need fun, 


success, and love... 


Every day... laugh with your child, praise your child, and tell 
your child that you love him/her. 

The goal.in kindergarten is the same as that for any grade level 
of instruction. It is to know each child’s level and abilities and 
go from there at the child’s own rate. It is to build into the child 
a feeling of worth and importance. 

Tips for a happy kindergartner: 

1, Send your child to school in clothes-for-learning; wash- 
and-wear items are best. Please do not send your child dressed so 
that you must say, ‘‘Don’t get dirty.”’ 

Print names on all clothing that your child might take off at 
school (sweaters, coats, caps, mittens, boots, raincoats). Use a 
felt tip pen that won’t come off in the wash. 

3. Mothers and fathers are wanted and welcome to help in 
Class. Please see the teacher and sign up for a weekly hour of 
fun, If you cannot help regularly, come when you can. At least 
plan to visit the classroom twice during the year.

(the carried over expenses) were 
still given to him, but they were 
shown under a different ac- 
count.’’, 

Courthouse personnel reported 
that even if the the carried over 
expenses are deducted on paper 


they reduce the sheriff’s $300,000 _ 


increase by only $19,487.50, 

Snowden added that while the 
sheriff’s budget includes no pay 
increases or new personnel, it

Radio Hams stay ready

Although not many people were aware of it, two major disasters 
struck Shelby County over the weekend. 

Tornadoes touched down in an Alabaster subdivision and in 
downtown Columbiana, causing injuries, several deaths and over $1 
million in damages. 

No -- you didn’t sleep through it, because it didn’t really happen. 
But it could have. 

That’s why amateur radio operators stage simulated events like this 
one -- to keep themselves prepared for times of emergency. 

The drill was part of the nationwide SETS -- or Simulated Emergen- 
cy Tests -- done in conjunction with Amateur Radio Emergency Ser- 
vice (ARES) groups across the country. 

During Saturday’s simulated disaster, 20 members of SCARES -- 
the Shelby County group of volunteer hams -- set up communication 
links with agencies such as Civil Defense and Red Cross. 

Paul Creed, who made up the local emergency scenario and served 
as coordinator, reported that 50 or more ham radio operators in Jef- 
ferson County were also involved in the exercise. 

Since the Alabaster subdivision of Southwind was was one of the 
designated disaster sites in the simulation, the plan called for homeless 
residents to be transported to Thompson High School. Communica- 
tions would have been set up there had it been an actual emergency. 

For the purpose of the exercise however, the radio operators used 
the Red Cross building on Main Street in Alabaster, and communica- 
tions were set up in Columbiana in the Civil Defense building. 

Explaining the importance of the training, Creed pointed out that 
the radio operators have to be prepared to cope with all types of pro- 
blems. 

For example, during the weekend exercise radio operators in 
Alabaster found someone talking on their frequency. 

However, the person responsible for creating the ‘‘traffic’’ had 
done so on Creed’s instructions ‘‘so they can learn to work through in- 
terference.’’ 

. Calling the exercise a success, Creed said it showed that every part 
of the county could be reached by radio.. 

The Shelby County group will be engaged in another exercise next 
month which involves search and rescue. Creed reported that this will 
be held November 4 at Oak Mt. State Park. 

SCARES officers for the upcoming year are President Jerry Caudill 
of the Meadow Brook community, vice president Bill Fleet of Pelham, 
and secretary/treasurer Sue Pritchard, also of Pelham.

But that didn’t satisfy Shelby County. An Aggie fumble was picked 
up by Sherman for a 39-yard defensive score. Again the two-point try 
failed but Shelby County led 18-0. 

However, unbeknownst to SCHS, the tide was about to turn quick- 
ly in favor of Sylacauga. The Aggies struck on a 24-yard pass 
to Jason Mann which made it an 18-6 ballgame. 

A penalty play gave the Wildcats a break on a would-be 57-yard Ag- 
gie TD late in the second quarter, but Sylacauga sucked it up and came 
back a few minutes later to score on a 16-yard pass to Mann and PAT. 

The tide would continue to turn on a Wildcat fumble which took 
Sylacauga’s Earnest Gaddis only two plays to convert into six-yard 
scoring lunge. All too quickly it was a 19-18 Aggie game. Shelby 
County was content to run out the clock and take the one point half- 
time deficit. 

A third quarter Shelby County fumble put Sylacauga in real com- 
mand for the first time of the night.

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may increase the compensation 
or allowances of its members 
for the term in which they are 
Serving at the time of passage 
of such joint resolution. Each 
legislature, prior to the adjourn 
ment of the second or third reg 
ular session of the q 
rennium. shall establish the 
compensation and allowances ot 
legislators elected to the nex! 
term. If such resolution is not 
adopted prior to adjournment of 
the third regular session of each 
Quadrennium, the compensation 
and allowances of the members 
of the next legislature shall be 
the same as the members of 
that legisjature. 

Section 48. A majority of each 
house shail constitute a quorum 
fo do business; but a smaller 
number may adjourn from day 
fo day and compel the attend. 
ance of absent members, in 
such manner and under such 
penalties as each house may 
provide. 

Section 49. Each house shall 
have power fo determine the 
rules of its proceedings 3nd to 
Punish its members and other 
persons, for contempt or dis 
orderly behavior in its pres. 
ence; to enforce obedience to its 
processes; to protect its mem 
bers against violence, or offers 
of bribes or corrupt solicitation; 
and with the concurrence of 
two-thirds of the house, to expel 
@ member, but not a second 
time for the same offense; and 
the two houses shail have ali the 
powers necessary for the legis- 
lature of a free state. 

Section $0. A member of the 
legislature, expelled for corrup- 
tion, shall not thereafter be 
eligible to either house, and 
punishment for contempt or dis: 
orderly behavior shall not bar 
an indictment for the same of- 
fense. 

Section 51. Each house shal! 
keep a journal of its proceed. 
ings and cause the same to be 
published immediately after its 
adjournment, excepting such 
parts as, in its judgment. may 
require secrecy; and the yeas 
and nays of the members of 
either house on any question 
shall, at the request of one-tenth 
of the members present, be 
entered on the journal. Any 
member of either house shal! 
have liberty to dissent from or 
protest against any act or re- 
solution which he may think in- 
jurious to the public, or to an 
individual, and have the reason 
for his dissent entered on the 
journal. 

Section 52. Members of the 
legislature shall, in all cases, 
except treason, felony. violation 
of their oath of office, and 
breach of the peace, be 
privileged from arrest during 
their attendance at the session 
of their respective houses, and 
in going to and returning trom 
the same; and for any speech or 
debate in either house shal! not 
be questioned in any other 
place. 

Section 53. The doors of each 
house shall be opened except on 
Such occasions as, in the opinion 
of the house, may require 
secrecy, but no person shal! be 
admitted to the floor of either 
house while the same is in 
session, except members of the 
legislature. the officers, and 
employees of the two houses, 
the governor and his secretary, 
representatives of the press, 
and other persons to whom 
either house, by unanimous 
vote, may extend the privileges 
of its floor. 

Section 54. Neither house 
shall, without consent of the 
other, adjourn for more than 
three days, nor to any other 
place than that in which they 
may be sitting except as other- 
wise provided in this Constitu- 
tion. 
Section 55. No senator or rep- 
resentative shall, during the 
ferm for which he shall have 
been elected, be appointed to 
any office of protit under this 
State, which shall have been 
créated, or the emoluments ot 
which shall have been increased 
during such term, except such 
offices as may be filled by elec- 
tion by the people. 

Section 56. The style of the 
laws of this state shall be: “Be 
it enacted by the legislature of 
Alabama”, which need not be 
repeated, but the act shall be 
divided into sections for conve: 
nience, according to substance, 
and the sections designated 
merely by figures. Each law 
shall contain but one subject, 
which shall be clearly ex- 
pressed in its title, except gen- 
eral appropriation bills. general 
revenue bills, and bills adopting 
a code, digest, or revisions of 
statutes; and no law shall be 
revived, amended, or the 
provisions thereof extended or 
conferred, by reference to its 
title only; but so much thereof 
as is revived. amended, ex- 
tended, or conferred, shall be 
reenacted and published af 
length. 

Section 57. No law shal! be 
passed except by bill, and no 
bill shall be so altered or 
amended on its passage through 
either house as fo change its or- 
iginal purpose. 

Section 58. No bill shall be- 
come a law until it shall have 
been referred to a standing 
committee of each house, acted 
upon by such committee in 
session, and returned there: 
from, which facts shall af- 
firmatively appear upon the 
journal of each house. 

Section 59. Every bill shall be 
read on three different days in 
each house. and no bill shall be- 
come a law. unless on its final 
passage it be read at length, 
and the vote be taken by yeas 
and nays, the names of the 
members voting for and against 
the same be entered upon the 
journals, and a majority of each 
house be recorded thereon as 
voting in its favor, except as 
otherwise provided in this Con- 
stitution; provided that either 
house may dispense with the 
reading at length required by 
this section by unanimous con- 
sent, which fact shall also be 
entered in the journal. 

Section 60. No amendment to 
bills shall be adopted except by 
@ majority of the house wherein 
the same is offered, nor unless 
the amendment with the names 
of those voting for and against 
the same shall be entered at 
length on the journal of the 
house in which the same is 
adopted, and no amendment to 
bills by one house shal! be con- 
curred in by the other, unless 4 
vole be taken by yeas and nays, 
and the names of the members 
voting for and against the same 
be recorded at length on the 
journal; and no report of a com- 
mittee of conference shall be 
adopted in either house, except 
upon # vote taken by yeas and 
nays, end entered on the 
journal. as herein provided for 
the adoption of amendments. 

Section 6), The legislature 
shall have no power to authorize 
loHeries or gift enterprises ex- 
cep! for charitable purposes. 
end shall pass laws to prohibit 
the sale in this atate of lottery 
or gift enterprise tickets, of 
tickets In any scheme in the 
nature of @ lottery. 

* Section 62. The presiding of- 
tleer of each house shall, in the 
over

authorized to any person except 
fo an acting officer or employee 
elected wor appointed in 
pursuance of law. 

Section 64. The legisiature 
shall have no power to grant or 
to authorize or require any 
county or municipal authority 
fo grant, nor shail any county or 
municipal authority have power 
fo grant, any extra compensa 
tion, fee, or allowance fo any 
public officer, servant, or em 
ployee, agent or contractor, 
atier service shall have been 
rendered or contract made, nor 
to increase or decrease the fees 
and compensation of such of 
ficers during their terms of of- 
fice; nor shall any officer of the 
State bind the state to the pay 
ment of any sum of money but 
by authority of law; provided 
this section shall not prevent 
the legislature from increasing 
retirement benefits to those 
eligible for retirement benetits. 

Section 65, All bills for raising 
revenue shall originate in the 
house of representatives. The 
senate may propose amend- 
ments to such bills, 

Section 66. The general ap 
Propriation bills shall ernbrace 
nothing but appropriations tor 
the ordinary expenses of the ex 
ecutive, legislative, and judicial 
departments of the state, for 
interest on the public debt, and 
for the public schools. In the 
event the legislature fails to 
Pass such general appropriation 
bills for any fiscal year, which 
failure is not due to the gov- 
ernor's veto, the current ap- 
Propriations for such expenses 
and departments, except capi- 
tal outlay, one-time and condi- 
tional appropriations whether 
or not they have been paid, 
shall continue in full force and 
effect and in the same amounts 
as they were on the last day of 
the current fiscal year until the 
legislature enacts new ap- 
propriation laws to supersede 
the continuing appropriations 
provided for herein. The salary 
of no officer or employee shall 
be increased in such bills. nor 
shall any appropriation be 
made therein for any officer or 
employee unless his employ: 
ment and the amount of his 
salary have already been 
provided for by law. All other 
appropriations shall be made by 
Separate bills, each embracing 
but one subject. 

Section 67. No money shall be 
paid out of the treasury except 
vpon appropriations made by 
law and on warrant drawn by 
he proper officer in pursuance 
thereof; and a regular state 
ment and account of receipts 
and expenditures of all public 
moneys shall be published an- 
fually, in such manner as may 
be by law directed. 

Section 68. No appropriation 
shall be made to any charitable 
or educational institution not 
under the absolute control of the 
state, except by a vote of two 
thirds of all members elected fo 
each house. 

Section 69. When the (egis- 
lature shal! be convened in 
special session, there shall be 
no legislation upon subjects 
other than those designated in 
the proclamation of the gov- 
ernor calling such session, ex: 
cept by a vote of two-thirds of 
each house. 

Section 70. No act of the legis: 
lature changing the seat of gov: 
ernment of the state shall be- 
come a law until the same shal! 
have been submitted to the 
qualified electors of the state at 
@ general election, and ap: 
Proved by a majority of such 
electors voting on the same; 
and such act shall specify the 
Proposed new location. 

Section 71. The legislature 
shall prescribe by law a code of 
ethics for all members of the 
legislature and other public of- 
ficers and employees prohibit 
ing conflict between public duty 
and private interest, prohibiting 
bribery and the solicitation of 
bribes, and providing penalties 


, for the violation of such code. 


Section 72. A member of the 
legislature who has a personal 
or private interest in any 
measure or bill proposed or 
pending before the legislature, 
shall disclose the fact to the 
house of which he is a member, 
and shall not vote thereon. 

Section 73. tn all elections by 
the legislature the members 
shall vote viva voce, and the 
votes shall be entered on the 
journal. 


Section 74. It shall be the duty 
of the legislature, to make 
provision by law for revising, 
digesting. and promulgating the 
public statutes of this state, of a 
general nature, both civil and 
criminal. 

Section 75. The jegisiature 
may require the state and coun- 
ties to make adequate 
provisions for the maintenance 
of the poor. 

Section 76. The legislature 
shall not have power to 
authorize any county or munici- 
pal governing body to pass any 
laws inconsistent with the gen- 
eral laws applicable to the 
whole state. 

Section 77. The legislature 
shall provide by law for the ex- 
emption of personal property 
and of homesteads from forced 
sale for the payment of debts 
and shall by law prescribe such 
rules and regulations as may be 
necessary to ascertain the value 
of real and personal property so 
exempted from sale. 

Section 78. There can be no 
law of this state impairing the 
obligation of contracts by 
destroying or impairing the re- 
medy for their enforcement; 
and the legislature shall have 
no power to revive any right or 
remedy which may have be- 
come barred by lapse of time, 
or by any statute of this state. 
After suit has been commenced 
on any cause of action, the 
legislature shall have no power 
to take away such cause of ac- 
tion, or destroy any existing de- 
fense to such suit. 

Section 79. The legislature 
shall not enact any law not ap- 
plicable to all the counties in the 
state regulating costs and 
charges of courts, provided that 
all general and local laws valid: 
ly enacted under the provisions 
of the Constitution of 1901, as 
amended, providing for court 
costs in any county shall con- 
tinve in effect until they are re- 
pealed or expire by their own 
limitations. 

Section 80. The legislature 
shall not authorize payment to 
any person of the salary of a 
deceased officer beyond the 
date of his death. 

Section 81, The legisieture 
shall not retire any officer on 
pay. or part pay, or make any 
grant to such retiring officer. 

Section 62. Lands belonging to 
or under the control of the state 
shall never be donated, directly 
or indirectly. fo private corpor- 
ations. partnerships, associa- 
tions, or persons, or railroad 
companies; nor shall such lands 
be sold to corporations or as- 
sociations for a less price than 
that for which they are subject 
to sale to individuals; provided, 
that nothing contained in this 
section shall prevent the legis- 
leture from granting a right of 
way, not exceeding one hundred 
and twenty-five feet in width. as 
@ mere easement, for railroads 
or telegraph or telephone fines 
across state land, and the tegis- 
lature shall never dispose of the 
land covered by such right of 
way except subject to such 
easement. 

Section 83. No obligation or 
liability of any person, associa- 
tion, or corporation held or own- 
ed by this state, or by any coun- 

or other municipality thereof, 

i) ever be — re 
leased, or postponed, or in any 
way diminished by the legis- 
lature; nor shall such Hability 
or obligation be extinguished 
except by payment thereof; nor 
shall such Haebility or obligetion 
be exchanged 


or transferred ex: 
cept upon payment of ita face 
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value; provided, that this sec 
tion shall not prevent the tegis 
lature from providing by gen 
eral law tor the compromise of 
doubtful claims 

Section 64 No state or county 
official shall, at any time during 
his term of office, accept, either 
directly or indirectly, any fee, 
money, office, appointment. 
employment, reward, or thing 
of value, or of personal advan 
tage, or the promise thereof, to 
lobby for or agains! any 
measure pending betore the 
legislature, or to give or 
withhold his influence fo secure 
the passage or defeat of any 
such measure. 

Section 85. The legislature 
shall provide by law tor the re 
gulation, prohibition, or reason 
able restraint of common car 
riers, partnerships, associa 
tions, trusts, monopolies, and 
combinations of capital, so as to 
prevent them or any of them 
from making scarce articles of 
necessity. trade. or commerce, 
or from increasing un 
reasonably the cost thereof to 
the consumer, or preventing 
reasonable competition in any 
calling. trade, or business. 

Section 86. The legislature 
shall not pass a special, private. 
or local law in any of the follow 
ing cases: 

(1) Granting a divorce; 

(2) Relieving any minor of the 
disabilities of nonage: 

(3) Providing for the adoption 
or legitimizing of any child; 

(4) Establishing rules of de- 
scent! or distribution; 

(5) Regulating the time 
within which a civil or criminal 
action may be begun: 

(6) Providing for the sale of 
the property of any individual 
or estate; 

(7) Regulating the rate of 
interest; 

{8) Fixing the punishment of 
crime; 

(9) Regulating either the as 
sessment or collection of taxes; 

(10) Giving effect fo an in 
valid will, deed, or other instru 
ment; 

(11) Creating, extending, or 
impairing any lien; 

(12) Increasing the jurisdic 
tion and fees of constables; 

(13) Establishing separate 
school districts; 

(14) Establishing separate 
Stock districts; 

(15) Exempting property 
from taxation or from levy or 
sale; 

(16) Exempting any person 
from jury, or other civil duty: 

(17) Remitting fines, penat- 
ties. or forfeitures; 

(18) Providing for the conduct 
of elections or designating 
places of voting, or changing 
the boundaries of wards, 
precincts, or districts, except in 
the event of the organization of 
new counties, or the changing of 
the lines of old counties; 

(19) Restoring the right to 
vote to persons convicted of 
felonies involving moral 
turpitude; 

(20) Declaring who shall be 
liners between precincts or be- 
tween counties. 

The legislature shall pass 
general jaws for the cases 
enumerated in this section, 
provided that nothing in this 
section or article shall affect 
the right of the legislature to 
enact local laws regulating or 
prohibiting the liquor traffic; 
but no such local law shall be 
enacted unless notice shall have 
been given as required in sec 
tion 88 of this Constifution. 

Section 87. No special, pri 
vate, or focal law shall be 
enacted in any case which is 
provided for by a general law. 
or when the relief sought can be 
given by any court of this state; 
and the courts. and not the 
legislature shali judge as to 
whether the matter of said law 
is provided for by a general 
law, and as to whether the relief 
sought can be given by any 
court; nor shall the legistature 
indirectly enact any such 


special, private, or local jaw by-- 


the partial repea! of a general 
law nor shall the legislature 
enact a special, private or local 
law granting, amending. con- 
firming, or extending the char. 
ter of any private or municipal 
corporation, or remitting the 
forfeiture thereof. 

Section 88. No special, pri- 
vate, or local law shall be 
passed on any subject unless no- 
tice of the intention to apply 
therefor shall have been pub- 
lished, without cost to the state, 
in the county or counties where 
the matter or thing to be at- 
fected may be situated, which 
notice shall state the substance 
of the proposed law and be pub- 
lished at least once a week for 
four consecutive weeks in some 
newspaper published in such 
county or counties or if there is 
no newspaper published there- 
in, then by posting the said no- 
tice for two consecutive weeks 
at five different places in the 
county or counties prior to the 
Introduction of the bill; and 
proot that said notice has been 
given shall be exhibited to each 
house of the legislature through 
@ certification by the clerk of 
the house or secretary of the 
senate that notice and proof was 
attached to the subject local 
legislation and the notice and 
proof shall be atlached to the 
original copy of the subject bill 
and shall be filed in the depart- 
ment of archives and history 
where it shall constitute a pub- 
lic record. The courts shall pro- 
nounce void every special, pri: 
vate, or local law which the 
journals do not affirmatively 
show was passed in accordance 
with the provisions of this sec 
tion. 

Section 89. The legislature 
shall not. by a special. private, 
or tocal law, repeal or modify 
any special. private, or local 
law except upon notice being 
given and shown as provided in 
the last section. 

Section 90. The operation of a 
general law shail not be 
Su: for the benefit of any 
individual, private corporation, 
or association; nor shall any in- 
dividual, private corporation or 
association be exempted from 
the operation of any general law 
except as in this article other 
wise provided. 

Section 91. A general law is 6 
jaw which in its terms and et- 
fect applies either to the whole 
state, or to one or more munici- 
palities of the state less than the 
whole in a class. A general law 
applicable fo such a class of 
municipalities shall define the 
class on the basis of criteria 
reasonably related to the 
purpose of the law. The legis- 
lature may enact and change 
from time fo time a general 
schedule of not more than eight 
classes of municipalities based 
on population according to any 
designated federal decennial 
census, and general laws for 
any purpose may thereafter be 
enacted for any such class. Any 
law heretofore enacted which 
complies with the provisions of 
this section shall be considered 
@ general law. No general law 
which at the time of its enact- 
ment applies to only one mu- 
nicipality of the state shall be 
enacted, unless notice of the in 
fention to apply therefor shall 
have been given and shown as 
provided in section 88 of this 
Constitution for special, private 
or local laws; provided, that 
such notice shall not be deerned 
fo constitute such law a local 
law. A special or private law is 
one which applies to an individ- 
val, association or corporation. 
A local law is a law which is not 
&@ genera! law or 8 special or 
private law. 

Section 92. No bill introduced 
as 8 general law in either house 
of the legisiature shall be so 
amended on its passage as to 
become @ special, private or jo- 
cal law.

Section 93. The executive de 
partment shall consist of @ gov: 
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ernor. lieutenant governor, at 
fornev general. state auditor. 
secretary of state. state 
'reasurer, commissioner of 
agriculture and industries. and 
@ sheriff for each county 

Section 94. The supreme ex 
ecutive power of this state shall 
be vested in a chiel magistrate. 
who shall be styled "The Gov 
ernor of the State of Alabama” 

Section 95. The governor. 
lieutenant governor. atiorney 
general, state auditor, 
secretary of state. state 
Ireasurer, and commissioner of 
agriculture and industries shail 
be elected by the qualified elec 
fors of the state af the same 
time and places appointed for 
the election of members of the 
legislature 

Section 96. The returns of 
every election for governor. 
lieutenant governor. attorney 
general, state auditor, secreary 
of state, state treasurer, and 
commissioner of agriculture 
and industries shall be sealed 
up and transmitted by the re 
turning officers to the seat of 
government, directed to the 
speaker of the house of 
representatives, who shall, dur 
ing the first week of the session 
to which such returns shall be 
made, open and publish them in 
the presence of both houses of 
the legislature in joint conven- 
tion; but the speaker's duty and 
the duty of the joint convention 
shall be purely ministerial. The 
result of the election shall be 
ascertained and declared by the 
speaker from the face of the re- 
turns without delay. The person 
having the highest number of 
votes for any one of said offices 
shall be declared duly elected; 
but if two or more persons shal! 
have an equal and the highest 
number of votes for the same 
office, the legislature by joint 
vote, without delay, shall 
choose one of said persons for 
said office. Contested elections 
for governor, lieutenant gov 
ernor, atforney general, state 
auditor, secretary of state, state 
treasurer, and commissioner of 
agriculture and industries, shall 
be determined by both houses of 
the tegislature in such manner 
@5 may be prescribed by jaw. 

Section 97. The governor. 
lieutenant governor, attorney 
general, state auditor, 
secretary of state, state 
treasurer and commissioner of 
agriculture and industries shall 
hold their respective offices for 
the term of four years from 
noon on the first Monday after 
the second Tuesday in January 
next succeeding their election 
and until their successors shall 
be elected and qualified. Each 
of said officers shall be eligible 
to succeed himself in office, but 
no person shall be eligible to 
succeed himself for more than 
one additional term. 

Section 986. The governor and 
lieutenant governor shall each 
be af least thirty years of age 
when elected, and shall have 
been citizens of the United 
States ten years and resident 
citizens of this state at least 
seven years next before the 
date of their election. 

Section 99. The lieutenant 
governor shall be ex officio 
President of the senate, but 
shall have no right to vote ex. 
cept in the event of a tie. 

Section 100. The governor, 
lieutenant governor, attorney 
general, state auditor, 
secretary of state, stale 
treasurer. and commissioner of 
agriculture and industries, shall 
receive compensation to be tix 
ed by law, which shall not be 
increased or diminished during 
the term for which they shall 
have been elected, and shall, 
except the lieutenant governor. 
reside af the state capital dur 
ing the time they continue in 
office, The compensation of the 
lieutenant governor shall be the 
same as that received by the 
speaker of the house. except 
while serving as governor, dur- 
ing which time his compensa: 


Non shall be the samenas that ' 


allowed the governor. 

Section 10). The governor 
shall take care that the laws be 
faithfully executed. 

Section 102. The governor 
may require information in 
writing, under oath, from the 
officers of the executive depart: 
ment. named in this article, or 
created by statute, on any sub- 
ject, relating to the duties of 
their respective offices, and he 
may at any time require infor- 
mation in writing, under oath, 
from all officers and managers 
of state institutions, upon any 
subject relating to the con- 
dition, managemént and ex- 
penses of their respective of- 
fices and institutions. Any such 
officer or manager who makes 
6 willfully false report or fails 
without sufficient excuse to 
make the rquired report on de- 
mand, is guilty of an im- 
peachable offense. 

Section 103. The governor 
may, by proclamation, on ex- 
traordinary occasions, convene 
the legisiature and he shall 
state specifically in such 
proclamation each matier con- 
cerning which the action of that 
body is deemed necessary. 

Section 104, The governor 
shall, from time to time. give to 
the legislature information of 
the state of the government, 
and recommend for its con- 
sideration such measures as he 
may deem expedient; and at 
the commencement of each reg- 
ular session of the legislature. 
and at the close of his term of 
office, he shall give information 
by written message of the con- 
dition of the state; and he shall 
account to the legislature, as 
may be prescribed by law, for 
all moneys received and paid 
out by him or by his order: and 
at the commencement of each 
regular session he shall present 
to the legislature estimates of 
the amount of money required 
fo be raised by taxation for all 


purposes. 
Section 105. The governor 
shall have power to grant 
reprieves and commutations to 
persons under sentence of 
death. The legislature shail 
have power to provide for and 
to regulate the administration 
of pardons, paroles, remission 
of fines and forfeitures, and 
may authorize the courts 
having criminal jurisdiction to 
suspend sentence and to order 
probation. No pardon shall re- 
Neve from civil and political 
disabilities unless specifically 
expressed in the pardon. 


Section 106. Every bill which 
shall have passed both houses of 
the legislature, except as other- 
wise provided in this Constitu- 
tion, shall be presented to the 
governor; if he approves, he 
shall sign it; but if not, he shall 
return it with his objections to 
the house in which it originated, 
which shall enter the objections 
at large upon the journal and 
proceed to reconsider it. if the 
governor's message proposes 
no amendment which would re- 
move his objections to the bill, 
the house in which the bill or- 
iginated may proceed to re- 
consider it, and if a majority of 
the whole number elected to 
that house vote for the passage 
of the bill, it shall be sent to the 
other house. which shali in like 
manner reconsider, and if a ma- 
jority of the whole number 
elected to that house vote for 
the passage of the bill, the same 
shall become a law, notwith- 
standing the governor's veto. if 
the governor's message 
proposes amendment which 
would remove his objections, 
the house to which it is sent 
may so amend the bill and send 
it with the governor's message 
to the other house, which may 
edopt, but cannot amend, said 
amendment; 
concurring in the amendment, 
the bill shall again be sent to the 
governor and acted on by him 
@s other bills. If the house to 
which the bill is returned re 
fuses to make such amend: 
ments, it shall proceed to re 
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consider if, and if a majority of 
the whole number elected to 
thal house shall vote for the 
passage of the bill, it shall be 
sent with the objections to the 
olher house. by which if shall 
likewise be reconsidered, and if 
approved by a majority of the 
whole number elected to that 
house, if shall become a law If 
the house to which the bill is 
returned makes the amend 
ment, and the other house de 
clines to pass the same, that 
house shall proceed to re 
consider if, as though the bill 
had originated therein. and 
such proceedings shall be taken 
thereon as above provided. In 
every such case the vote of both 
houses shall be determined by 
yeas and nays, and the names 
of the members voting for or 
agains? the bill shal! be entered 
upon the journals of each house, 
respectively. | any bill shall 
not be returned by the governor 
within six days, Sunday ex 
cepted, atter if shalfjhave been 
presented, the same shail be 
come a law in like manner as if 
he had signed if, unless the 
legislature, by ifs adjournment, 
Prevent the return, in which 
case if shall not be a iaw; but 
when return is prevented by re 
cess, such bill must be returned 
to the house in which if or 
iginated within two days after 
the reassembling, otherwise it 
shall become a law. but bills 
presented to the governor 
within five days before the final 
adjournment of the legislature 
may be approved by the gov 
ernor at any time within ten 
days aftfer such adjournment, 
and if approved and deposited 
with the secretary of state 
within that time shall become 
law. Every vote, order, or re: 
solution to which concurrence of 
both houses may be necessary, 
except on questions of adjourn 
ment and the bringing on of 
elections by the two houses, and 
amending this Constitution, 
shall be presented to the gov: 
ernor; and. before the same 
shall take effect. be approved 
by him; or, being disapproved, 
shall be repassed by both 
houses according to the rules 
and limitations prescribed in 
the case of a bill. 

Section 107. The governor 
shall have power to approve or 
disapprove any item or items of 
any appropriation bill embrac- 
ing distinct items, and the part 
or the parts of the bill approved 
Shall be the law, and the item or 
items disapproved shall be void, 
unless repassed according to 
the rules and limitations 
prescribed for the passage of 
bills over the executive veto; 
and he shall in writing state 
specifically the item or items he 
disapproves, setting the same 
out in full in his message. but in 
such case the enrolled bill shall 
not be returned with the gov- 
ernor’s objection. 

Section 108. In case of the gov- 
ernor’s removal trom office, 
death or resignation, the 
lieutenant governor shall be- 
come governor. If both the gov- 
ernor and lieutenant governor 
be removed from office, die or 
resign more than sixty days pri- 
or to the next general election, 
a! which any state officers are 
fo be elected, a governor and 
lieutenant governor shall be 
elected af such election for the 
unexpired term. and in the 
event of a vacancy in the office, 
caused by the removal from of- 
fice, death or resignation of the 
governor and lieutenant gov 
ernor, pending such vacancy 
and until their successors shail 
be elected and qualified. the of- 
fice of governor shall be held 
and administered by either the 
president pro tempore of the 
senate, speaker of the house of 
representatives, attorney gen- 
eral, state auditor. secretary of 
state, or state treasurer in the 
order herein named. In case of 
the impeachment of the gov 
ernor, his absence trom the 
stale for more than twenty 
days. unsoundness of mind, or 
other disability, the power and 
authority of the office shall, un- 
til the governor is acquitied. re. 
turns to the state, or is restored 
fo his mind, or relieved trom 
other disability, devolve in the 
order herein named, upon the 
lieutenant governor, president 
pro tempore of the senate, 
speaker of the house of 
representatives, attorney gen- 
eral, state auditor, secretary of 
state, and state treasurer. If 
any of these officers be under 
any of the disabilities herein 
specified, the office of the gov- 
ernor shall be administered in 
the order named by such of 
these officers as may be free 
from such dicubility, If the gov- 
ernor shall be absent from the 
State over twenty days, the 
secretary of "state shall notify 
the lieutenant governor, who 
shall enter upon the duties of 
governor; if both the governor 
and lieutenant governor shall be 
absent from the state over 
twenty days, the secretary of 
state shall notify the president 
pro tempore of the senate. who 
shail enter upon the duties of 
governor, and so on. in case of 
such absence, he shall notify 
each of the other officers named 
in their order, who shall dis- 
charge the duties of the office 
until the rnor or other of- 
ticer entitled to administer the 
office in succession to the gov- 
ernor returns. If the governor. 
elect fails or refuses from any 
cause fo qualify, the lieutenant 
governor-elect shall qualify and 
exercise the duties of governor 
until the governor-elect qualifi- 
25; and in the event both the 
governor-elect and the lieuten- 
ant governor-elect from any 
cause fail fo qualify, the presi- 
dent pro tempore of the senate, 
the speaker of the house of 
representatives, the attorney 
general, state auditor, 
secretary of state, and state 
treasurer, shall, in like manner, 
in the order named, administer 
the office until the governor- 
elect or lieutenant governor- 
elect qualifies. 

Section 109. If the governor or 
other officer administering the 
office shall appear to be of un- 
sound mind, if shall be the duty 
of the supreme court of 
Alabama, at any regular term, 
or at any special term, which it 
is hereby authorized to call for 
that purpose, upon request? in 
writing, verified by their af- 
fidavits, of any two of the of- 
ficers named in section 108 of 
this Constitution, not next in 
succession to the office of gov- 
ernor. to ascertain the mental 
condition of the governor or 
other officer administering the 
office, and if he is adjudged to 
be of unsound mind, to so 
decree, a copy of which decree, 
duly certified, shall be fited in 
the office of the secretary of 
state; and in the event of such 
adjudication, it shall be the duty 
of the officer nex! in succession 
to perform the duties of the of- 
fice until the governor or other 
officer administering the office 
is restored to his mind. if the 
incumbent denies that the gov- 
ernor or other person entitied to 
administer the office has been 
restored to his mind, the 
supreme court, at the instance 
of any officer named in section 
106 of this Constitution, shall 
ascertain the truth concerning 
the same, and if the officer has 
been restored to his mind. shall 
so adjudge and file a duly 
certified copy of i's decree with 
the secretary of state; and in 
the event of such adjudication, 
the office shall be restored to 
him. The supreme court shal! 
prescribe the method of taking 
testimony and the rules of prac 
tice in such ings, which 
rules shall include a provision 
for the service of notice of such 


, attorney general, 
state auditor, secretary of state, 
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or state treasurer, while ad 
ministering the office of gov 
ernor, shall receive like com 
pensation as that prescribed by 
law tor the governor, and no 
other 

Section 111. No person shall, 
al the same time, hold the office 
of governor and any other office 
under this state or the United 
States except service in the 
military forces of the United 
States and except as otherwise 
provided in this Constitution 

Section 112. The governor 
shall be commander in chief of 
the militia of this state, except 
when they shall be called into 
the service of the United States, 
and he may call oul the same to 
execute the laws, suppress in 
surrection, and repel invasion, 
bul need not command in per 
son unless directed to do so by 
resolution of the legislature 

Section 113. No person shall 
be eligible to the office of at 
torney general, state auditor, 
secretary of state, state 
treasurer, or commissioner of 
agriculture and industries un 
fess he shall have been a citizen 
of the United States af teast 
seven years, and shall have re 
sided in this state at least five 
years next preceding his elec 
tion, and shall be at.least twen- 
ty-live years old when elected. 

Section 114. There shall be a 
seal of the state, which shall be 
used officially by the governor, 
and the seal now in use shall 
continue to be used until 
another shall have been adopted 
by the legislature. The seal 
shall be called ‘‘The Great Seal 
of the State of Alabama." 

Section 115. The secretary of 
state shall be the custodian of 
the great seal of the state, and 
shall authenticate therewith all! 
olficial acts of the governor, ex 
cep! his approval of laws. re- 
solutions, appointments to of- 
fice, and administrative orders. 
He shall keep a register of the 
official acts of the governor. 
and when necessary, shall at- 
fest them, and lay copies of 
same together with copies of all 
Papers relative thereto, before 
either house of the legislature. 
when required to do so, and 
shall peform such other duties 
as may be prescribed by law. 

Section 116. All grants and 
commissions shall be issued in 
the name and by the authority 
of the State of Alabama, sealed 
with the great seal of the state, 
signed by the governor and 
countersigned by the secretary 
of state. 

Section 117. Should the office 
of attorney general, state 
auditor, secretary of state, state 
treasurer, or commissioner of 
agriculture and industries be- 
come vacant from any cause, 
the governor shall fill such 
vacancy until the disability is 
removed or @ successor elected 
and qualified. In case any of 
said officers shall become of un: 
sound mind, such unsoundness 
shall be ascertained by the 
supreme court upon the sugges 
tion of the governor. 

Section 118. The attorney gen 
eral, state auditor. secretary of 
state. state treasurer, and com 
missioner of agriculture and in 
dustries shall perform such 
duties 4s may be prescribed by 
law. The state treasurer and 
State auditor shall, every year, 
at a time fixed by the legis 
lature. make a full and com 
plete report to the governor. 
showing the receipts and dis 
bursements of every character, 
all claims audited and paid out. 
by items, and all taxes and re- 
venues collected and paid into 
the treasury, and the sources 
thereot. They shall make re 
porls more often upon any mat 
ters pertaining to their offices if 
required by the governor or the 
legislature. The attorney gen 
eral. state auditor, secretary of 
state. state treasurer, and com- 
missioner of agriculture and in-_ 
dustries shall not receive to 
their use any fees, costs. per- 
quisites of office or other com 
pensation than the salaries 
prescribed by law. and all fees 
that may be payable for any 
services performed by such of- 
ficers shall be at once paid into 
the state treasury. The legis- 
lature may require the attorney 
general to defend any or all 
suits brought against the state. 
or any subdivision thereof, or 
against any state school board 
or state board of education, or 
agains! any county or city 
school board or board of educa- 
tion, or against like boards or 
commissions by whatever name 
designated, or against any 
members. officers or employees 
of any such boards, or against 
any schoo! official or employee 
throughout Alabama. 

Section 119. A sheriff shall be 
elected in each county by the 
qualified electors thereof! who 
shall hold office for a term of 
four years unless sooner re- 
moved, and he shali be eligible 
fo such office as his own suc- 
cessor, Whenever any prisoner 
is taken from jail, or from the 
custody of any sheriff or his 
deputy, and put to death, or suf- 
fers grievous bodily harm, ow- 
ing to the neglect, connivance, 
cowardice, or other grave fault 
of the sheriff, such sheriff may 
be impéached, under section 143 
of this Constitution. If the 
sheriff be impeached, and 
therevpon convicted, he shall 
not be eligible to hold any office 
in this state during the time for 
which he had been elected or 
4ppointed to serve as sheriff. 


ARTICLE Vi, 
Judicial Department. 

Section 120. (a) Except as 
otherwise provided by this Con- 
stitution, the judicial power of 
fhe state shall be vested ex- 
clusively in a unified judicial 
system which shall consist of a 
supreme court, a court of crimi- 
nal appeals, a court of civil ap- 
peals, a trial court of general 
jurisdiction known as the circuit 
court. a trial court of limited 
jurisdiction known as the dis- 
trict court, a probate court and 
such municipal courts as may 
be provided by law. 

{b) The tegisiature may 
create judicial officers with 
authority to issue warrants and 
may vest in administrative 
agencies established by law 
such judicial powers as may be 
reasonably necessary as an in- 
cident to the accomplishment of 
the purposes for which the 
agencies are created. 

Section 121. (a) The supreme 
court shall be the highest court 
of the state and shall consist of 
one chief justice and such 
number of associate justices as 
may be prescribed by law. . 

(b) The supreme court shall 
have original jurisdiction (1) of 
cases and controversies as 
provided by this Constitution. 
(2) to issue such remedial writs 
or orders as may be necessary 
to give it general supervision 
end control of courts of inferior 
jurisdiction, and (3) to answer 
questions of state jaw certified 
by @ court of the United States. 

(c) The supreme court shall 
have such appellate jurisdiction 
as may be provided by law. 

Section 122. (@) The court of 
criminal appeals shall consist of 
such number of judges as may 
be provided by law and shail 
exercise appellate jurisdiction 
under such terms and condi- 
tlons as shall be provided by 
law and by rules of the supreme 
court. 

(b) The court of civil appeals 
shali consist of such number of 
judges a3 may be provided by 
law and shall exercise appellate 
jurisdiction under such terms 
and conditions os shall be 
provided by law and by rules of 
the supreme court. 

{c) The court of criminal ap- 
peals and the court of civil ap- 
peats shall have no original 
jurisdiction except the power to 
issue alt eed ow or ap 
propriate in eid of appellate 
jurisdiction of the courts of ap. 
peals. 

(d) The court of criminal ap 
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Peals shall have and exercise 
Original jurisdiction in the is 
svance and determination of 
writs of qdo warranto and man 
damus in relation to matters in 
which said court has appellate 
jurisdiction. Said court shall 
have authority to issue writs of 
injunction. habeas corpus and 
such other remedial and or 
iginal writs as are necessary to 
give if a general Super 
intendence and control of 
jurisdiction interior to it and in 
matters over which it has ex 
clusive appellate jurisdiction; 
fo punish for contempts by the 
intliction of a fine as high as one 
hundred dollars, and imprison 
ment not exceeding ten days. 
one or both. and to exercise 
such other powers as may be 
given to said court by law. 

Section 123. (a) The state 
shall be divided into judicial 
circuits. For each circuit, there 
shall be one circuit court having 
such divisions and consisting of 
such number of judges as shal! 
be provided by law. 

(b) The circuit court shall ex- 
ercise general jurisdiction in all 
cases except as may otherwise 
be provided by law. The circuit 
court may be authorized by law 
to review decisions of state ad 
ministrative agencies and deci- 
sions of inferior courts. i? shall 
have authority to issue such 
writs as may be necessary or 
appropriate to effectuate its 
powers. and shall have such 
other powers as may be 
provided by law. 

Section 124. The district court 
shall be a court of limited 
jurisdiction and shall exercise 
uniform original jurisdiction in 
such cases. and within such 
geographical boundaries, as 
shall be prescribed by law, 
Provided that the district court 
shall hold court in each county 
seat and at such other places as 
prescribed by law. The district 
court shall have jurisdiction of 
all cases arising under or- 
dinances of municipalities in 
which there is no municipal 
court and shall hold court in 
each incorporated municipality 
of &@ population of 1000.or more 
where there is no municipal 
court at places prescribed by 
law. The revenve from fines, 
forfeitures and court costs 
produced in district courts from 
the exercise of jurisdiction 
under municipal ordinances 
shall be apportioned between 
the municipality and the state 
@s shall be provided by law. 

Section 125. There shall be a 
probate court in each county 
which shall have general 
jurisdiction of orphans’ busi- 
ness, and of adoptions, and with 
power to grant letters testamen- 
tary. and of administration, and 
of guardianships, and shall 
have such further jurisdiction 
as may be provided by law, 
provided, that whenever the 
circuit court has taken jurisdic: 
tion of the settlement of any es- 
tate, it shall have power to do 
all things necessary for the set- 
tlement of such estate, includ: 
Ing the appointment and re- 
moval of administrators, ex- 
ecutors, guardians, and trustees 
and including action upon the 
resignation of either of them. 

Section 126. (a) All municipal 
courts shall have uniform or- 
iginal jurisdiction limited to 
cases arising under municipal 
ordinances as prescribed by 
law. Judges of municipal courts 
shall be licensed to practice law 
in the state and have such other 
qualifications as the legislature 
may prescribe. A municipal 
judge may serve as a judge of 
more than one municipal court. 
Expenses of municipal courts 
and compensation of municipal 
judges shall be paid in a man- 
ner prescribed by law. Munici- 
pal judges shall be appointed 

and vacancies filled by the gov- 
erning body of the municipality, 
in accordance with uniform 
ferms. conditions and 
procedures as may be provided 
by law. notwithstanding the 
provisions of sections 134, 135 
and 136 of this article. 

(b) The governing body of a 
municipality shall have the 
right to elect at any time to 
abolish the municipal court 
within its limits. If such election 
is exercised, the jurisdiction of 
the court abolished shall be 
iransferred to the district court 
of the district in which the mu- 
nicipality is located. The gov- 
erning body of a municipality, 
may. at ifs election, reestablish 
@ municipal court after ap- 
propriate notice. 

Section 127. Judges of the 
supreme court. courts of ap- 
peals, circuit court and district 
court shall be licensed to prac- 
tice law in this state and have 
such other qualifications as the 
legislature may prescibe. 
Judges of the probate court 
shall have such qualifications 
as may be provided by law. 

Section 128. (a) No judge of 
any court of this state. excep! a 
municipal judge, shall, during 
his continuance in office, en- 
gage in the practice of law and 
no judge of any court of this 
state shall receive any re- 
muneration for his judicial 
service except the salary and 
allowances authorized by law. 

(b) No judge, except a judge 
of a probate court. or municipal 
court, shall seek or accept any 
nonjudicial elective office, or 
hold any other office of public 
trust. excepting service in the 
military forces of the state or 
federal governments. 

(c) The supreme court shall 
adopt rules of conduct and 
canons of ethics, not inconsis- 
tent with the provisions of this 
Constitution, for the judges of 
all courts of this State. 

Section 129. (a) A state judi- 
cial compensation commission 
is hereby created which shall 
recommend the salary end ex- 
pense allowances to be paid 
from the state treasury for all 
the judges of this state except 
for judges of municipal courts 
and judges of the probate 
courts. The commission shall 
consist of five members: one 
shall be appointed by the gov. 
ernor, one by the president of 


governing body of the Alabama 
state dar. 

{b) Members of the judicial 
compensation commission shall 
serve for terms of four years. 
Any vacancy on the commission 
shall be filled in the same man- 
ner in which such position was 
originally filled. The legislature 
shall appropriate sufficient 
funds for the expenses of the 
commission. ‘ 

{c) No member of the com- 
mission shall hold any other 
public office, or office in any 
political party, and no member 
of the commmission shall be 
eligible for appointment to a 
state judicial office so long as 
he is a member of the com- 
mission and for two yers there- 
after. 

(d) The cornmission may sub- 
mit a report to the legislature at 
any time within the first five 
calendar days of any session. 
T 


commission shall become law 
upon confirmation by @ joint re- 
solution or such recommend- 
ations may be altered by an act 
or 2 joint resolution of the legis: 
,ature at the session fo which 
the report is submitted; 
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fumerary justices and judges, 
and retired trial judges and re 
tired appellate judges for tem 
porary service in any court 
Adequate and reasonable 
financing for the entire unified 
judicial system shail be 
Provided, Adequate and reason 
able appropriations shall be 
made by the legislature for the 
entire unified judicial system, 
exclusive of probate courts and 
municipal courts. The legis 
lature shall receive rec 
ommendations for appropria 
tions for the trial courts from 
the administrative director of 
courts and for the appeliate 
courts from each such court. 

Section 13!. The supreme 
court shalt make and 
promulgate rules governing the 
administration of all courts and 
rules governing practice and 
procedures in all courts; 
Provided, however, thal such 
rules shall not abridge, enlarge 
or modify the substantive right 
of any party nor affect the 
jurisdiction of circuit and dis 
trict courts or venue of actions 
therein; and provided. further, 
that the righ? of trial by jury as 
at common law and declared by 
section 11 of this Constitution 
shall be preserved fo the parties 
inviolate. These rules may be 
changed by a general act of 
statewide application. 

Section 132, The power to 
change the venue in civil and 
Criminal causes is vested in the 
courts, to be exercised in such 
manner as shali be provided by 
general law. 

Section 133. (a) The supreme 
court shall establish criteria for 
determining the number and 
boundaries of judicial circuits 
and districts, and the number of 
judges needed in each circuit 
and district. if the supreme 
court finds that a need exists for 
increasing or decreasing the 
prov ond of circuit or district 
udges, or for changing the 
boundaries of judicial circuits 
or districts. if shall, at the 
beginning of any session of the 
legislature, certify its findings 
and recommendations fo the 
legistature. 

(b) If @ bill is introduced at 
any session of the legislature to 
increase or decrease the 
number of circuit or district 
judges. or fo change the bound- 
aries of any judicial circuit or 
district, the supreme court 
must, within three weeks, re- 
port to the legislature its rec- 
ommendations on the proposed 
change. No change shall be 
made in the number of circuit 
or district judges. or the bound- 
aries of any judicial circuit or 
Gistrict unless authorized by an 
act adopted after the rec- 
ommendation of the supreme 
court on such proposal has been 
tiled with the legislature. 4 

(c) An act decreasing the 
number of circuit or district 
judges shall not affect the right 
of any judge to hold his office 
for his full term. 

Section 134, All judges shall 
be elected by vote of the elec. 
tors within the territorial 
jurisdiction of their respective 
courts. 

Section 135. The office of a 
judge shall be vacant if he dies, 
resigns, retires, or is removed. 
Vacancies in any judicial office 
shall be filled by appointment 
by the governor. provided, how- 
ever, that the procedure and 
authority for filling judicial 
vacancies as provided in 
amendments 83, 110, 328, 334 
and 408 of the Constitution of 
1901 shall be continued. A judge, 
other than a probate judge, ap- 
pointed to fill a vacancy, shall 
serve the remainder of the un- 
expired term or a term lasting 
until the first Monday after the 
second Tuesday in January fot- 
lowing the next general election 
held after he has completed one 

year in office whichever is 
shorter. At such election such 
judicial office shall be filled for 

8 full term of office. Upon the 

creation of a new judgeship 

pursuant to the provision of this 
constitution, such judgeship 

shall inifially be filled as if a 

beam existed in such judge- 
ip. 

Section 136. (a) The term of 
office of each judge of a court of 
the judicial system of this state 
shall be six years. 

(b) A law reducing the 
number of judges of the 
supreme court or of @ court of 
appeals shall be without pre- 
judice to the right of the judges 
etfected to seek retention in of- 
fice. The reduction shall be- 
come effective when a vacancy 
in the affected court occurs. 

Section 137. The legislature 
shall provide by law for the re- 
tirement of j » with such 
conditions, retirement benefits, 
and pensions for them and their 
Gependents as if may prescribe. 

Section 138. (a) A judicial in- 
quiry commission is created 
consisting of seven members. 
The supreme court shall ap- 
point one appellate justice or 
judge and the circuit judges’ as- 
sociation shall appoint two 
judges of the circuit court as 
members of the commission. 
The governor shall appoint two 
persons who are not lawyers 
and the governing body of the 
Alabama state bar shall appoint 
two members of the state bar to 
serve as members of the com- 
mission. The commission shall 
select its own chairman. The 
terms of the members of the 
commission shall be four years. 
A vacancy on the commission 
shall be filled for a full term in 
the manner the original ap- 
pointment was made. 

(b) The commission shal! be 
convened permanently with 

authority to conduct investiga- 
tions, and to receive or initiate 
complaints concerning any 
judge of a court of the judicial 
system of this state. The com- 
mission shall file a complaint 
with the court of the judiciary in 
the event that a majority of the 
members of the commission de- 
cide that a reasonable basis ex- 
ists. (1) to charge a judge with 
violation of any canon of judi- 
clal ethics, misconduct in office, 
failure to perform his duties, or 
(2) to charge that the judge is 
physically or mentally unable to 


confidential except the filing of 
@ complaint with the court of 
the judiciary, The commission 
shall prosecute the complaints. 
(¢) The court shall 
adopt rules governing the 
procedures of the commission. 
(d) The commission shali 
have subpoena power and 
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(b) A judge by 
decision ot the Cont of te judi 
clary may appeal to the 
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supreme court. The supreme 
court shall review the record of 
the proceedings on the law and 
the facts. 

(c) The supreme court snail 
adopt rules governing the 
procedures of the court of the 
judiciary 

(d) The court of the judiciary 
shall have power to issue sub 
poenas. The legislature shall 
provide by law for the experses 
of the court 

Section 140. A judge shail be 
disqualified from acting as a 
judge, without loss of salary, 
while there is pending (1) an 
indictment or an information 
charging him in fhe United 
States with a crime punishable 
a5 a felony under a state or fed 
eral law, or (2) a complaint 
against him tiled by the judicial 
inquiry commission with the 
court of the judiciary 

Section 141. (a) A district at 
forney for each judicial circuit 
shall be elected by the qualified 
@leciors of those counties in 
such circuit. Such district at 
torney shall be licensed to prac 
tice law in this state and shall. 
at the time of his election and 
during his continuance in office, 
reside ir, his circuit. His term of 
office shall be for six years and 
he shal! receive such compensa 
tien as provided by law. Vacan 
ces in the office of district at 
forney and in his staff shall 
filled as provided by law. 

{b) Clerks of the circuit 
courts shall be elected by the 
qualified electors in each coun- 
ty for a term of six years. 
Vacancies in the office of clerk 
of the circuit court shall be 
filled by the judge or judges of 
the circuit court who have 
jurisdiction over the county in 
which the office of clerk of the 
circuit court is located 


ARTICLE Vil 
Impeachments 

Section 142, The governor, 
lieutenant governor, attorney 
general. state auditor, 
secretary of state. state 
treasurer. and commissioner of 
agriculture and industries, may 
be removed from office for 
willful neglect of duty, corrup- 
tion in office, incompetency, or 
intemperance in the use of in 
foxicating liquors or narcotics 
to such an extent, in view of the 
dignity of the office and im 
portance of ifs duties. as unfits 
the officer for the discharge of 
such duties. or for any offense 
involving moral turpitude while 
in office, or committed under 
color thereof, or connected 
therewith, by the senate sitting 
as a court of impeachment, 
under oath or affirmation, on 
articles or charges preferred by 
the house of representatives. 
When the governor or lieutenant 
governor is impeached, the 
chief justice, or if he be absent 
or disqualified, then one of the 
4ssociate justices of the 
Supreme court, to be selected 
by if, shall preside over the 
senate when sitting as a court of 
impeachment. If af any time 
when the legislature is not in 
session, a majority of ali the 
members elected to the house of 
representatives shall certify in 
writing fo the secretary of state 
their desire to meet to consider 
the impeachment of the gov 
ernor, lieutenant goernor, or 
other officer administering the 
office of governor, it shall be 
the duty of the secretary of 
State immediately to notify the 
speaker of the house, who shall, 
within fen days after receipt of 
such notice, summon the mem 
bers of the house, by publication 
in some newspaper published at 
the capital, to assemble at the 
capitol on a day to be fixed by 

the speaker, not later than tif- 
feen days afier the receipt of 
the notice to him from the 
secretary of state, fo consider 
the impeachment of the gov 
ernor, lieutenant governor, or 
other officer administering the 
office of governor. if the house 
of representatives prefer arti 
cles of impeachment, the 
speaker of the house shall forth 
with notify the lieutenant gov: 
ernor, unless he be the officer 
impeached, in which event he 
shall notify the secretary of 
state, who shal! summon, in the 
manner herein above provided 
for, the members of the senate 
to assemble af the capitol on a 
day to be named in said sum- 
mons, not later than ten days 
after receipt of the notice from 
the speaker of the house. for the 
Purpose of organizing as a court 
of immpeachment. The senate. 
when thus organized, shall hear 
and try such articles of im- 
Ppeachment agains! the gov- 
ernor, lieutenant governor. or 
other officer administering the 
office of governor, as may be 
preferred by the house of 
representatives. 

Section 143. District attorneys 
and sheriffs may be removed 
from office for any of the causes 
specified in the preceding sec- 
tion or elsewhere in this Con- 
stitution, by the supreme court, 
under such regulations as may 
be prescribed by law. The legis- 
lature may provide for the im- 
peachment or removal of other 
officers than those named in 
this article. 

Section 144, The clerks of the 
circuit courts, tax collectors, 
fax assessors. county 
treasurers, county super 
intendents of education, cer 
oners, notaries public, con- 
stables, and all other county of 
ficers, mayors and al! other of- 
ficers of incorporated cities and 
towns in this state, may be re- 
moved from office for any of the 
causes specified in section 142 
of this Constitution, by the 
circult courts of the county in 
which such officers hold their 
office, under such regulations 
@s may be prescribed by law: 
provided, that the right of trial 
by jury and appeal in such 
cases shall be secured. 

Section 145, The penalties in 
cases arising under the three 
preceding sections shall not ex- 
tend removal from of- 
fice, and disqualifications from 
holding office, under the 
authority of this state, for the 
term for which the officer was 
elected or appointed; but the 
accused shall be liable to indict- 
ment and punishment as 
prescribed by law. 


ARTICLE Viil. 
Suffrage and Elections. 

Section 146, Every citizen of 
the United States who has at- 
tained the age of eighteen years 
and has resided in this state and 
in @ county thereot for the time 
provided by law. if registered 
@s provided by law, shall have 
the right to vote in the county of 
his residence. The legislature 
may prescribe ressonable and 
nondiscriminatory require: 
ments a3 prerequisites to regis: 
tration for voting. 

Section 147. No person con- 
victed of a felony involving 
moral turpitude. or who Is men- 
tally incompetent. shall be 
qualified to vote until resto- 
ration of civil and political 
_— or removal of disability. 

lon 148, The legisiature 
shall by lew provide for the 
registration of voters, absentee 
voting. secrecy in voting, the 
administration of elections, and 
the nomination of candidates. 


ARTICLE Ix. 
Representation. 
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of senatorial and house of 
representatives districts shail 
be accomplished by the legis 
lature by law as soon 4s prac: 
tical after official publication of 
each decennial census of the 
United States. 

Section 152. Redistricting of 
congressional districts for the 
election of the members of the 
United States House of 
Representatives shall be ac 
complished by the legislature 
by law as soon as practical 
atter official publication of each 
decennial census of the United 
States 


ARTICLE X. 
Education. 

Section 153. If is the policy of 
the state of Alabama to foster 
and promote public education 
and in furtherance of that policy 
the legislature may provide tor 
the maintenance and support of 
public schools and may estab- 
lish, organize and support such 
other public educational institu- 
flons, including public institu: 
tions of higher learning, as the 
legislature may deem de- 
sirable. 

Section 154. General super: 
vision of the public schools in 
Alabama shall be vested in a 
State board of education, which 
shall be elected in such manner 
as the legisiature may provide. 

Section 155. The chief state 
schoo! officer shall be the state 
superintendent of education, 
who shall be appointed by the 
stale board of education and 
serve at its pleasure. The 
authority and duties of the 
superintendent of education 
shall be determined by the state 
board of education according to 
such regulations as the legis 
lature may prescribe. The 
superintendent of education 
shall receive an annual salary 
which shall be fixed by the State 
Board of Education within 
limits set by the legislature of 
Alabama and shal! be paid from 
the state treasury in install- 
ments as the salaries of other 
state officers are paid. 

Section 156. The principal of 
all fynds arising from the sale 
or other disposition of lands or 
other property, which has been 
or may hereafter be granted or 
entrusted fo this state or given 
by the United States for educa- 
tional purposes shail be 
preserved inviolate and un- 
diminished: and the income 
arising therefrom shall be 
faithfully applied to the specific 
object of the original grants or 
appropriations. 

Section 157. All lands or other 
property given by individuals, 
or appropriated by the state for 
educational purposes. and al! 
estates of deceased persons 
which shall have escheated to 
the state shall be used or ap: 
plied to the furtherance of 
education. 

Section 158. The income aris- 

ing from the sixteenth section 
trust fund, the surplus revenue 
fund, until it is called for by the 
United States government, and 
the funds enumerated in sec 
lions 156 and 157 of this Con- 
Stitution together with a special 
annual tax of thirty cents on 
each one hundred dollars of tax 
able property in this state. 
which the legistature shall levy, 
shall be applied to the support 
and furtherance of education, 
and it shall be the duty of the 
legislature to increase the pub- 
lic school fund from time to 
time as the necessity therefor 
and the condition of the 
treasury and the resources of 
the state may justify; provided, 
that nothing herein contained 
shall be so construed as to 
authorize the legislature to levy 
in any one year a greater rate 
of state taxation for all 
purposes, including schools, 
than sixty-five cents en each 
one hundred dollars worth of 
taxable property; and provided 
further, that nothing herein con 
tained shall prevent the legis 
lature trom first providing for 
the payment of the bonded in- 
debtedness of the state and 
interest thereon out of all the 
revenue of the state. 

Except as they may be 
specifically set aside in trust 
funds or otherwise applied to 
the payment of indebtedness. 
all proceeds of income or other 
faxes levied by the state and of 
all special ad valorem or other 
faxes levied by counties and 
municipalities, or school dis 
tricts, pursuant to the Constitu 
tion tor public school purposes, 
shall be applied fo the support 
and furtherance of education 
pursuant to section 153 of this 
Constitution 

Section 159. No money raised 
for the support of the public 
schools shall be appropriated to 
or used for the support of any 
seclarian or denominational 
school 

Section 160. (a) The several 
counties in this state shall have 
power to levy and collect a 
special tax not exceeding ninety 
cents on each one hundred 
dollars of taxable property in 
such counties, or as otherwise 
constitutionally authorized pri 
or to the adoption of this Con- 
stitution, for the support and 
furtherance of education in such 
manner as may be authorized 
by the legislature; provided, 
that the rate of such tax, the 
time it is to continue, and the 
Purpose thereof, shall have 
been first submitted to a vote of 
the qualified electors of the 
county, and voted for by a ma- 
jority of those voting at such 
election; and (b) the several 
school districts of any county in 
the state shall have power to 
levy and collect a special dis 
trict tax not exceeding sixty 
cents om each one hundred 
dollars worth of taxable prop 
erty in such district, or as other- 
wise constitutionally authorized 
prior to the adoption of this Con 
stitution, for public school 
purposes: provided, that a 
school district under the mean 
ing of this section shall include 
incorporated cities or towns, or 
any school district of which an 
incorporated city or town is a 
part. or such other school dis- 
tricts now existing or hereafter 

formed as may be approved by 
the county board of education; 
provided further. that the rate 
of such tax, the fime it is to 
continue and the purpose there 
of shall have been first sub- 
mitted to the vote of the qualifi 
ed electors of the district and 
voted for by a majority of those 
voting at such election. 

Section 161. The state univer- 
sity shall be under the manage 
ment and control of a board of 
trustees. which shall consist of 
two members from each con 
gressional district in the state, 
an additional member from the 
congressional district which in 
cludes the site of the first cam- 
pus of the university. the super- 
intendent of education, and the 
governor, who shall be ex of 
ficio president of the board. The 
members of the board of 
trustees shail hold office until 
their respective terms expire, 
and until their successors shali 
be elected and contirmed as 
hereinafter required. Trustees 
shall hold office for a term of 
Six years, and shall not serve 
more than three consecutive 
full six-year terms on the 
beard: provided however that a 
trustee shall retire from the 
board and vacate office af the 
annual meeting of the board fol. 
lowing that trustee's seventieth 


meeting of the tegisiature the 
superintendent of education 
shall certify to the senate the 
names of ali who shall have 
been so elected since the last 
session of the legislature. and 
the senate shall confirm or re 
ject them. as if shall determine 
is for the best interest of the 
university. Wf it rejects the 
names of any members, it shall! 
thereupon elect trustees in the 
stead of those rejected. No 
trustee shall receive any pay or 
emolument other than his 
actual expenses incurred in the 
discharge of his duties as such 
Upon the vacation of office by a 
trustee, the board, if it desires. 
may bestow upon a trustee the 
honorary title of trustee 
emeritus, but such status shal! 
conter no responsibilities. 
duties, rights, or privileges as 
such. 

Section 142. Auburn Univer- 
sity shall be under the manage- 
ment and contro! of & board of 
trustees. The board of trustees 
shall consist of two members 
from the c I district 
in which the institution is 
located, one from each of the 
other congressional districts in 
the state as the same were con 
stituted on the first day of Janu- 
ary 1961. the state super- 
intendent of education, and the 
governor, who shall be ex of 
ficio president of the board. The 
trustees shall be appointed by 
the governor. by and with the 
advice and consent of the 
senate, and shall hold office for 
@ term of twelve years, and un- 
fil their successors shall be ap- 
pointed and qualified. The 
board shall be divided into three 
classes, as nearly equal as may 
be, so that one-third may be 
chosen quadrennialiy. Vacan- 
cies occurring in the office of 
trustees from death or resig- 
nation shall be filled by the gov- 
ernor. and such appointee shal 
hold office until the next meet- 
ing of the legislature. The mem 
bers of the board of trustees as 
now constituted shall hold office 
until their respective terms ex- 
pire under existing law. and un- 
til their successors shali be ap- 
pointed as herein required. No 
trustees hall receive any pay or 
emolument other than his 
actual expenses incurred in the 
discharge of his duties as such. 
No employee of Auburn Univer- 
sity shall be eligible to serve on 
its board of trustees. 


ARTICLE XI. 
Local Government. 

Section 163. The boundaries of 
the several counties of this 
state. as they now exist, are 
hereby ratified and confirmed. 

Section 164. The legislature 
may. by a vote of two-thirds of 
each house thereof, arrange and 
designate boundaries for the 
several counties of this state, 
which boundaries shali not be 
altered, except by a like vote; 
but no new county shall be for- 
med hereafter of less extent 
than six hundred square miles. 
and no existing county shall be 
reduced to less than six hundred 
square miles; and no new coun- 
ty shall be formed uniess if 
shall contain a sufficient 
number of inhabitants to entitle 
it to one representative under 
the ratio of representation exist 
ing at the time of its formation. 
and leave the county or counties 
from which it is taken with the 
required number of inhabitants 
to entitle such county or coun- 
ties, each, to separate represen- 
tation. 

Section 145. No county line 
shall be altered or changed, or 
in the event of the creation of 
new counties shall be estab 
lished, so as to run within seven 
miles of the county courthouse 
of any old county. 

Section 166. No courthouse or 
county site shall be removed ex 
cept by a majority vote of the 
qualified electors of said coun: 
ty. voting at an election held tor 
such purpose. and when an elec 
tion has once been held no other 
election shall be held for such 
purpose until the expiration of 
four years. 

Section 167. The legislature 
shall provide by general law an 
optional plan or optional plans 
of focal government for counties 
delegating such legislative 
authority to such governing 
bodies as the legislature deems 
desirable not inconsistent with 
the provisions of this constitu 
tion, A county may adopt or re 
scind such an optional plan of 
local government by refer 
endum initiated by resolution of 
the governing body or by peti- 
tion of the electorate in such 
county in accordance with such 
conditions and procedures as 
the legislature shall provide by 
general law. A county which 
does not elect to be governed by 
such an optional plan. or which 
rescinds such plan, shall con- 
tinue to be governed according 
fo the general or local laws 
which are. or may thereafter 
be, applicable to such county. 

Section 168. The legislature 
shall also provide by general 
law optional plans of govern. 
ment for municipalities. 

Section 169. The legislature 
shall provide by general law for 
the incorporation, government, 
merger and change of bound- 
aries of cities and towns, and 
for the annexation of unin- 
corporated territory to in- 
corporated cities and towns, 
which are referred to as munici- 
palities in this article, except 
that municipal boundaries may 
be altered or rearranged by lo- 
cal law. 

Section 170. No person, firm, 
association, or corporation shali 
be authorized or permitied to 
use the streets, avenues, alleys 
or public places of any munici- 
pality for the construction or 
operation of any public utility or 
Private enterprise, without firs? 
obtaining the consent of the 
proper authorities of the mu 
nicipality. 

Section 171. No franchise or 
license shail hereafter be grant. 
ed by a municipality for a 
period longer than forty years. 

Section 172. The legislature 
shall not enact any law which 
will permit any person, firm, 
corporation, or association to 
pay a privilege, license or other 
fax to the State of Alabama, and 
relieve him or it from the pay- 
ment of all other privilege and 
license taxes in the state. 

Section 173. Municipal and 
other corporations and in- 
dividuals invested with the 
privilege of taking property for 
public use, shall make just com- 
pensation to be ascertained as 
may be provided by law. for the 
property taken, injured, or 
destroyed by the construction or 
enlargement of its works. high- 
ways. or improvements, which 
compensation shall be paid 
before such taking, injury, or 
destruction. The legislature is 
hereby prohibited from denying 
the right of appeal from any 
Preliminary assessment of 
damages against any such cor 
porations or individuals made 
by viewers or otherwise, but 
such appeal shall not deprive 
those who have obtained the 
judgment of condemnation from 
4 right of entry. provided the 
amount of damages assessed 
shall have been paid into court 
in money. and a bond shall have 
been given in not less than the 


tain; and the amount of damag- 
es in ali cases of appeals shall 
on demand of either party, be 
determined by a jury according 
to law. 

Section 174. In the event of 
contlict between a municipal or 
county ordinance and « state 
law, the state law shail prevail 
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credit, or to grant public money 
or thing of value in aid of or to 
any individual. private associa 
tion. of private corporation 
whatsoever excep! for public 
purposes as authorized by law 
and unless approved by a ma. 
jority of the qualified electors of 
the state or the affected politi- 
cal subdivision voting on such 
issue; nor shall the state or any 
political subdivision thereof be 
interested in any private or cor: 
porate enterprise: provided 
that nothing herein shall 
prohibit the legislature from (1) 
authorizing the investment of 
public trust funds and, in 
particular, those funds man- 

and administered by the 
state retirement systems and 
its officers, but excepting the 
special educational trust fund. 
or (2) authorizing the invest- 
ment of other public funds in 
obligations of, or insured by, the 
United States government or 
any of its agencies or in- 
strumentalities or in any fully 
insured of secured interest 
bearing time deposits whether 
or not evidenced by certiticates 
of deposit. Except as herein 
permitted the state shal! not be 
engaged in the business of bank- 
ing nor be a stockholder in any 
bank nor shall the credit of the 
state be given or loaned to any 
banking company, association, 
or corporation. Nothing con- 
tained in this section shall 
prohibit the legislature from 
authorizing the expenditure of 
special assessments. fees or 
other charges collected from 
the produces of agricultural, 
dairy, poultry, or livestock 
products for the genera! promo- 
tion of these industries nor shall 
any provision of this Constitu- 


tion prohibit the delegation by - 


the legislature of powers to col- 
lect fees or charges for use in 
promotion of such industries. 

Section 176. The power to levy 
taxes shall not be delegated to 
individuals or private corpor- 
ations or associations. 

Section 177. A state tax may 
be levied on net income and 
shall not exceed the rate of five 
per cent. The revenue from this 
tax shall be used: (1) to replace 
the revenue lost to the several 
funds of the state by reason of 
the exemption of homesteads 
from the state ad valorem tax. 
and (2) the residue shall be 
placed in the state treasury to 
the credi? of the Alabama 
Special Educational Trust Fund 
to be used only for the payment 
of public school teachers’ 
salaries. 

Section 178. A resident indi- 
vidual or a corporation or- 
ganized under the law of this 
state shall be allowed to deduct 
from gross income the amount 
of federal income tax paid or 
accrued within the taxable 
year. A nonresident individual 
or foreign corporation shall be 
allowed to deduct only that 
amount of federal income tax 
paid or accrued in the taxable 
year on income received from 
sources within the state, to be 
determined in accordance with 
such laws as the legislature 
may enact. 

Section 179. Except as 
prohibited by this Constitution, 
the legislature. in enacting laws 
taxing income, may define in- 
come by reference to provisions 

of the laws of the United States 
as they then exist or may 
prospectively be enacted, with 
such modification as may be 
prescribed by the law of this 
State 

Section 160. The legislature 
may provide for the assess 
ment, levy and collection of a 
tax upon inheritances and for 
the levying of estate taxes. 

Section 181. No moneys de- 
rived from any fees, excises, or 
license faxes, levied by the 
state, relating to registration, 
operation, or use of vehicles up- 
‘on the public highways except a 
vehicle-use tax imposed in lieu 
of a sales tax and except for any 
extra fee charged for person- 
alized license plates, and no 
moneys derived from any fee. 
excises, or license taxes, levied 
by the state, relating to fuels 
used for propelling such vehi- 
cles except pump taxes, shall be 
expended for other than the cost 
of administering such laws, 
statutory refunds and adjust 
ments allowed therein, the cost 
of construction, reconstruction, 
maintenance and repair of pub- 
lic highways and bridges, the 
costs of highway rights-of-way. 
Payment of highway obliga 
tions, the cost of traffic requia- 
tion, and the expense of enforc 
ing state traffic and motor ve 
hicle laws. The provisions of 
this section shall not apply to 
any such fees, excises, or 
license taxes now levied by the 
state for school purposes for 
this whole state or for any coun 
ty or city board of education 
therein. 

Section 182. There shall be a 
fund in the state treasury which 
shall be known as the fish and 
wildlife fund and which shall 
consist of all moneys received 
from the sale of hunting and 
fishing licenses, from fines, tor 
feitures, and any other fee re 
ceived pursuant to the fish and 
wildlite laws of this state or 
rules and regulations 
Promulgated thereunder, ali 
moneys derived from the sale of 
lands, timber or other natural 
resources owned by the game 
and fish division of the Depart 
ment of Conservation, ali 
moneys received from grants, 
voluntary contributions and 
interest on lifetime licenses, 
and all moneys accruing fo the 
fish and wildlife fund from any 
other source. No funds accruing 
to the fish and wildlife fund 
shall be expended for any 
Purpose ofher than the payment 
of administrative costs of the 
fish and wildlife activities of the 
Department of Conservation 
and for the protection, propaga 
tion, preservation or investiga 
tion of fish and wildlife or for 
the public use of the fish and 
wildlife resources of this state. 

Section 183, State ad valorem 
taxes shall not be levied in ex- 
cess of six and one-half mills on 
the assessed value of property 
in any one taxable year. 

Section 184. (a) All taxable 
property within this state, not 
exempt by law, shail be divided 
into the following classes for the 
purposes of ad valorem taxa 
tion: 

Class |. All property of 
utilities used in the business of 
such utilities. 

Class 11. All property not 
otherwise classified. 

Class Ht. All agricultural. for 
est and single-family owner-oc- 
cupied residential property, and 
historic buildings and sites. 

Class IV. All private passen- 
ger automobiles and motor 
frucks of the type commonly 
known as “pickups” or ‘pickup 
trucks” owned and operated by 
@n individual for personal or 
Private use and not for hire, 
rent or compensation. 

(b) With respect to ad valor- 
em taxes levied by the state, all 
taxable property shali be for- 
ever taxed at the same rate. 
Such property shal! be assessed 
for ad valorem tax purposes ac- 
cording to the classes thereot as 
herein defined at the foltowing 
ratios of assessed vaive to the 
fair and reasonable market 
value (except as otherwise 
Provided in subsection (j) here 
of) of such property 

Class |. 30 percentum. 

Class I!. 20 per centum 

Class t11. 10 per centurn. 

Class IV. 15 per centum. 

(c) With respect to ad valor 


purposes according to the 
Classes of property defined in 
subsection (a) hereot and at the 
same ratios of assessed valve to 
the fair and reasonable market 
valve thereof as fixed in subsec:

(d) With respect to ad vatlor- 
em taxes levied by the state or 
by any county, municipality or 
other taxing authority, no class 
of taxable property shall have 
an assessment ratio of less than 
5 per centum nor more than 35 
per centum. 

(e) A county. municipality, or 
other taxing authority may de- 
crease any ad valorem tax rate 
at any time, provided such de- 
crease shall not jeopardize the 
payment of any bonded in- 
debtedness secured by such tax. 

(f) No county, municipality or 
other taxing authority may levy 
ad valorem taxes in addition to 
those authorized fo be levied on 
the effective date of this Con 
stitution or increase the rate of 
ad valorem taxation above that 
authorized on such date. Any 
county. municipality. or other 
taxing authority may at any 
time increase the rate at which 
any ad valorem tax is levied 
above the limit provided by law 
on the effective date of this Con 
stitution or otherwise permitted 
by this Constitution; provided, 
that the proposed increase to be 
made pursuant to this subsec 
tion shall have been (1) 
proposed by the governing body 
of the taxing athority after a 
public hearing on such 
proposal, (2) authorized by an 
act of the legislature, and (3) 
subsequently approved by a4 
majority of the qualitied elec 
tors residing in the taxing 
authority who vote on the 
proposal at a special election 
called and held in accordance 
with the law governing special 
elections. Any adjustments or 
other actions authorized to be 
made or taken pursuant to this 
subsection and subsection (e) 
hereof shall be made or taken 
by resolution of the governing 
body of such taxing authority. 
or if there is no such governing 
body and in the case of a taxing 

authority other than a munici- 
Pality. by resolution of the gov 
erning body of the county in 
which such taxing authority is 
located acting on behall of such 
taxing authority. The provisions 
of subsections (c), (e) and (t) of 
this section shail not apply fo ad 
valorem taxes levied by the 
state: provided, however, that 
the legislature shall not have 
the power to levy ad valorem

(g) The tegistature is 
authorized to enact legislation 
fo implement the provisions of 
this section and may provide for 
exemptions from taxation:

expressly provided, no amend 
ment to this section shall be 
construed to repeal any statu- 
tory exemption existing on the 
effective date of any such 
amendment hereto. 

th) Wherever any constitu- 
tional provision or statute 
provides for. limits or measures 
the power or authority of any 
county, municipality or other 
faxing authority to levy taxes, 
borrow money, or incur in- 
debtedness in relation to the as- 
sessment of property therein for 
state taxes or for state and 
county taxes, such provisions 
shall mean as assessed for 
county or municipal taxes, as 
the case may be. 

(i) Except as otherwise 
Provided in this Constitution, or 
authorized prior to the adoption

never exceed 2% of the fair and

Section 185. No debt shall be 
created against, or incurred by. 
the state. mor shall any bonds, 
warrants, notes or other securi 
ties payable in whole or in part 
from state faxes, licenses or ap 
propriations be issued. except 
pursuant to an act passed by 3 
vote of three-fifths of the mem- 
bers elected to each house of the 
lecislafure and approval by a 
majority of the electors of the 
state voting on the question. 

The following shal! not con- 
stitute a debt of the state within 
the meaning of this section:

(2) Bonds or other securities 
issued by or on behalf of the 
state or any of its instrumen- 
talities if by their terms they do 
not constitute a charge on the 
general credit or tax revenues 
of the state, but are payable 
solely from the revenues trom 
specified facilities (whether or 
not such facilities were in ex 
istence or owned by or on behalt 
of the state at the time such 
bonds or securities were issued) 
or from sources other than state 
taxes, licenses or appropria 
tions; 

(3) Bonds or other securities 
at anytime issued by the 
Alabama highway avthority. 
Alabama public schoo! and col 
lege authority, Alabama high 
way finance corporation, 
Alabama federal aid highway 
finance authority and any other 
public corporation or authority 
heretofore or hereafter created 
at the state level and which are 
payable solely from, and 
secured by 4 continuing ap- 
propriation and pledge of, any 
proceeds of any excise, privi 
lege. license, income. ad vator- 
em or other tax or taxes levied 
or imposed by the state, (i) 
even though the tax or taxes out 
of which such bonds or other 
securities are payable consist 
wholly or in part of tax 
proceeds that may at anytime 
have been or in the absence of 
such pledge would be available 
to the general fund of the state, 
and (ii) even though the taxes 
pledged to payment of such 
bonds or ofher securifies may 
have been originally levied for 
purposes other than that for 
which such bonds or other se 
curities are to be issued; any 
statute authorizing the issuance 
of bonds or other securities by a 
public corporation within the 
provisions of this paragraph 
shall require for its passage a 
vote of three-fifths of the mem- 
bers elected to each house of the 
legislature. 

If shal! be unlawful for the 
comptroiler of the state of 
Alabama to draw any warrant 
or other order for the payment 
of money belonging to. or ad 
ministered by, the state of 
Alabama upon the state 
treasurer, unless there is in the 
hand of such treasurer money 
appropriated and available for 
the full payment of the same. In 
case there is, at the end of any 
fiscal year, insufficient money 
in the state treasury for the 
payment of all proper claims 
presented to the state cornptrol- 
ler for the issuance of warrants, 
the comptroller shall issue war- 
rants for that proportion of each 
such claim which the money 
available for the payment of all 
said claims bears to the whole, 
and such warrants for such 
prorated sums shall thereupon 
be paid by the state treasurer. 
provided, however, that the 
legislature may exempt the 
payment of the bonded in 
debtedness of the state and the 
interest thereon trom such 
proportionate reduction. At the 
end of each tiscal year all un 
paid appropriations which ex

Any person violating 
any of the provisions of this sec- 
tion shall, on conviction, be pun 
ished by a fine of not exceeding 
five thousand dollars, or by im 
prisonment in the penitentiary 
for not more than two years, 
one or both. at the discretion of 
the jury trying the same. and 
the violation of any provisions 
of this section shail also be 
ground for impeachment. 

Section 186. No county or mu 
nicipality shall incur indebted- 
ness in an amount! which. when

Section 188. The legislature 
shall have power to declare who 
shall constitute the militia of 
the state, and fo provide for or 
ganizing. arming, and disciplin 
ing the same; and the legis 
lature may provide for the or- 
ganization of a state and naval 
militia. 

Section 189. The legislature, 
in providing for the organiza- 
tlon, equipment, and discipline 
of the state military forces. 
shall conform as nearly as prac- 
ticable to the regulations of the 
department of defense of the 
United States, and the laws of 
the United States, governing the 
armed forces of the United 
States. All affairs pertaining to 
the state milifery forces shall 
be administered by a state mili- 
tary department, which shall be 
headed by the adjutant general. 
and who shall be responsibble to 
the governor as commander:in 
chief. 

Section 190. Officers of the 
state military forces, including 
the adjutant general. shall be 
appointed, and shall be subject

anything in this Constitution to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 
The qualifications of personnel 
of the federaily recognized na- 
tional guard shall be as

The legislature 
shall provide for the safe keep 
ing of the arms, ammunition, 
and accoutrements, and mill:

Section 193, The officers and 
men of the militia shall not be 
entitied to receive any pay. ra 
tions, or emoluments when not 
in active service. 

ARTICLE XIV. 
Public Officers. 

Section 194. All members of 
the legislature, and ai! officers. 
executive and judicial, before 
they enter upon the execution of 
the duties of their respective of- 
fices, shall take the following 
oath or affirmation:

(or affirm, as the case may be) 
that | will support the Constitu 
tion of the United States, and 
the Constitution of the State of 
Alabama, so long as | continue 
a citizen thereof; and that | will 
faithfully and honestly dis: 
charge the duties of the office 
upon which | am about fo enter, 
to the best of my ability. So help 
me God." 
The oath may be ad- 
ministered by the presiding of- 
ficer of either house of the legis- 
lature, or by any officer 
authorized by law to administer 
an oath. 

Section 195. No person hoiding 
an office of profit under the 
United States shall. during his 
continuance in such office, hold 
any office of profit under this 
state; nor shall any person, ex- 
cept a notary public, hold two 
offices of profit at one and the 
same time under this state. 

Section 196. The salary, fees, 
or compensation of any officer 
holding any civil office of profit 
under this state or any county 
or municipality thereof, shall 
not be increased or diminished 
during the term for which he 
shall have been elected or ap- 
pointed. Neither the legisiature, 
nor any county of the state 
shall, by the imposition of new, 
different, and additional duties 
or otherwise, increase, or 
authorize the increase of, the 
salary. fees or other compensa- 
tlon of any officer of the state or 
of any county of the state, who 
is elected or appointed for a fix- 
ed term, during the term for 
which he is elected or ap- 
pointed, regardiess of whether 
such officer may be removed at 
the pleasure of the authority 
electing or appointing him or 
only upon impeachment; nor 
shall the legislature or any 
county of the state in any man- 
ner or by any means decrease, 
or authorize the decrease of, the 
salary. fees or other compensa- 
tion of any such officer, during 
the term for which he is elected 
or appointed; nor shall the 
legislature or any county of the 
state increase or decrease. or 
authorize the increase or de- 
crease of, the salary, fees or 
other compensation of any per- 
son filling an unexpired term in 
any such office during the re- 
mainder of such term, either 
before or after the appointment 
or election of such person to fill 
the unexpired term. As to of- 
ficers who are members of any 
court, board, commission, or 
similar body whose terms do 
not run concurrently, any in- 
crease or decrease in the 
salary, fees, or other compensa- 
tlon of the members of any such 
court. board, commission, or 
similar body shail become ef- 
fective as to ai! such members 
thereof immediately after the 
expiration of the term or terms 
of office of the member or 
members whose term or terms 
first expire. 

Section 197. The legisieture 
may. by genéra) or local law. 
change the method or basis of 
compensating any officer of a 
county including the judge of 
probate. sheriff, tax assessor, 
and tax collector, and may 
place such officers on a salary. 
in the event that a county of- 
ficer is placed on a salary, all 
fees, allowances. and com. 
missions collected by him shall 
be paid into the county 
treasury. No law shall be effec: 
tive to change the method of 
compensating any county of- 
ficer during the term for which 
he shall have been elected or 
appointed. The legislature may 
by local act provide for the 
abolishment, combination or 
other alteration of the offices ot 
fax assessor, tax collector or 
license cormmissioner with ap- 
proval of a majority of voters in 
the county affected. 

Section 198. No person con- 
victed of a felony involving 
moral turpitude whose civil and 
political rights have not been 
restored shall be eligible to hold 
any office of trust or profit in 
this state. 

Section 199. Appointments 
and promotions in the civil 
service of this state shall be 
made according to meril, fit- 
fess and efficiency, to be de- 
termined, so far as practicable, 
by examination, which, so tar 
@s practicable, shall be com- 
petitive under such laws as the 
legislature may enact. It shall 
be the duty of the legisiature fo 
maintain laws necessary to im- 
plement, and to provide ade- 
quate financial support for. a 
Program of personne! manage- 
ment in the state service.

sive group on this tour,’’ Love said. ‘‘And they had the best time 
they’ve ever had while on any tour.’’ 

Love noted that the group had just returned from a tour of 
major cities in Texas, and will soon take Rumpelstiltskin to five 
other states from New York to Illinois. Previous BCT produc- 
tion have met with wide national success as well. 

Love said BCT approached him with the possibility of staging 
the show here, and he took them up on it. 

“‘They needed a theatre, someplace to put it on, and someone 
to work with,’’ said the man who provided both. ‘‘But no one 
knew for sure how it would come off in a small house.”’ 

Love’s theatre seats only about 450 people. Eight shows were 
booked. 

He said the obvious answer as to where to find audiences, was 
to go to the schools -- which helps explain the enthusiastic au- 
dience. 

Public and private student groups from Shelby, Bibb and 
Chilton Counties agreed to Love’s matinee school package. A 
Tuesday night performance for the general public was also ar- 
ranged. 

“I think children and adults should be exposed to all kinds of 
cultural things -- ballet, theatre, concerts,’’ Love told the 
Reporter. ‘‘These kids today are tomorrow’s adults, and unless 
they know that there’s more to it all than TV and movie screens, 
we lose. 

‘I think it’s a great idea to have some sort of cultural thing like 
this in Shelby County. Man, I just thought it was great oppor- 

“nity for all of us.’’

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Audit charges registrars, 


Snowden with payments

The State of Alabama is charging two current 
and two former Shelby County officials with over- 
charging the county $8,330. The charges stem 
from an audit of the Shelby County Commission’s 
accounting books for the fiscal years of 1979-80 
and 1980-81. 

The state’s examiners of public accounts made 
the audit public Friday, October 21. 

According to state examiner S. J. Harris, III, 
former Chairman of the Board of Registrars Doris 
Turner, former registrar S. M. Mahan, and cur- 
rent registrar J. T. Spates accepted over the two 
year period a total of $8,330 in expense allowances 
which were paid to them without legal authority, 
for either undocumented work days, or days they 
did not work. 

The audit also names Shelby County Commis- 
sion Chairman Tommy Snowden as being jointly 
liable for $6,945 of the total. 

**] didn’t get any money,’’ Snowden told the 
Reporter, saying he is involved only as head of the 
commission who ‘‘more or less signed the checks. 
Mrs. Turner would turn in stuff (payroll time 
sheets) and we’d just pay it. They’re supposed to 
know the law.”” 

Turner, Mahan and Spates all declined to make 
public statements to the Reporter. 

‘It’s not too important, anyway,’’ one of the 
three went on to say after declining comment. 
“It’s just a matter of ignorance. on everybody’s 
part. Just let it go and we’ll see what we decide 
about it.’’ 

District.Attorney Billy Hill, whose office was 
given the duty of collecting the overcharges, said

The Shelby County Commission started out on 
the right foot Monday with the County Youth At- 
tention Home. 

But when it came to the Juvenile Probation Of- 
fice, the commission ended up in a sparring match 
with probation officers John Miller and Linda 
Dupree. 

Commissioner John Ames said he had been 
reading reports of the financial plight of the home 
and wanted to offer them some consideration to 
show the county’s good will. 

“I know we did not give them the $10,000 in- 
crease requested. In our final county budget we 
have $67,000 (left to spend). I ask that we place 
$10,000 of that money up as matching funds. 

‘‘Let the municipalities know we are genuinely 
interested. If the municipalities give zero, we give 
none. If they give $10,000 we give $10,000.” 

Commissioner Harold Davenport said he felt 
the county had the money to do this, and if the ac- 
tion is legal he would support it. 

Ames stressed that the $10,000, was not an ac- 
tual promise of funding, but would only come in

Monday that he and attornies for Snowden, 
Turner, Mahan and Spates were scheduléd to meet 
informally on Wednesday, October 26, to discuss 
the matter. 

“At that time, if we can’t come to some ar- 
rangement, we’ll file suit accordingly (to collect 
the over payments),”’ Hill said. ‘‘Nobody’s made 
any allegations as to intentional acts to defraud. It 
seems to be a case of mistaken overpayment.”’ 

According to a 1979 Alabama law -- which was 
pointed out by Spates -- the state pays registrars 
$20 per day, and “‘if a legal holiday falls on a day 
the board is to be in session... the board shall be 
compensated for such holidays.’’ 

The audit deals solely with overpayments by the 
county, however, and county laws apparently 
don’t carry the clause about holidays. 

Local legislation passed in 1971 called for the 
county to pay registrars an additional $15 per day 
for expenses. A 1980 local bill, however, set the 
additional allowance at $10, noting that ‘‘...it be- 
ing the intent and purpose of this act that 
registrars shall be entitled to receive only one per 
diem allowance for one day’s service.”’ 

Snowden said that whatever the reason behind 
the over payments, ‘‘they’ve probably been going 
on even prior to some of their (the named 
registrars’) time on the board.”’ 

He noted that office workers had much earlier 
brought to his attention that the registrars were 
being paid for session days during Christmas when 
the courthouse office was closed, and that Turner 


was apparently paid for days she had been in the ©

Columbiana draws 
closer to sewers 


by Bert Seaman 

The city of Columbiana is one 
step closer to getting started on a 
sewer improvement project. 

A contract to administer a 
$240,000 grant for renovation 
and expansion of the city’s pre- 
sent system, was signed with the 
Birmingham Regional Planning 
Commission at Wednesday 
night’s council meeting. 

The BRPC will receive $24,000 
for their services and that will 
come out of the grant. 

Since there was some disagree- 
ment about which engineer to 
employ for the project, the coun- 
cil decided to send out bids to six 
companies. Those bids will be 
opened November 3. 

After years of struggling to get 
funds for improvements to the 
sewer system, the city was finally 
awarded a grant this year through 
the Community Development 
Block Grant program. 

The total amount of the mat- 
ching grant is $300,000, which 
means Columbiana’s share is 

.$60,000. The city’s share can be 
in the form of funding or in-kind 
services such as labor and equip- 
ment use. 

Although the low bidder will 


get the city’s business on the 
engineering job, the situation. is 
exactly reversed as far as getting a 
house removed from city proper- 
ty goes. 

The house is on land adjacent 
to city hall, and the individual 
submitting the highest bid will get 
the job. Bids will be opened 
November 17. 

Another sign request was turn- 
ed down by the council Wednes- 
day. Since it was the second 
meeting in a row where a decision 
had to be made about signs, 
Councilwoman Jessie Jones once 
again. made the point that a 
policy is needed. 


A request for putting up a 
billboard type sign was refused at 
the previous meeting. The most 
recent request was made by two 
Main Street businesses who 
wanted to put a portable flashing 
sign between their stores. 

In other business, the council 
agreed that John Beane, who had 
asked to hold street services, 
should be given permission. 

The stipulation, however, was 
made that the preaching be done 
on Saturday, and only in the 
parking lot of the courthouse.

Food Stamps distributed in 
Shelby County in August cost the 
taxpayers $245,883. But they

*Landfill tickets sold to users were not 
prenumbered 

*Payable control accounts were not reconciled 
at frequent intervals with subsidiary records 

*Adequate procedures did not exist for the 
disposition of old outstanding checks 

*Cash receipts were not deposited daily 

: ©There was no policy to indicate which expen- 

ditures were to be iricluded in general fixed assets 

eldentifying marks were not promptly placed 
on new equipment 

*Adequate records were not maintained for 
compensatory days earned by county employees. 


‘The overall effect of the internal control defi- 
ciencies listed above constitutes a significant 
weakness in the county’s system of internal con- 
trol,” wrote examiner S.J. Harris, III in his audit 
cover letter to the Department of Examiners of 
Public Accounts. ;

‘Ivey. 

But parents are still advised to 
exercise caution with regard to 
looking over ‘their children’s 
treats, and also in planning a 
costume that won’t put the child 
in danger.

-which a parent can call if they 
“suspect their child has been 
“poisoned.

The program at UM is administered by the University through the 
Department of Continuing Education, and the Birmingham Area 
Skills Center. 

Displaced workers who want to enroll can apply at the Assessment 
and Development Center in Pelham where Sylvia Miller is the super- 
visor. 

Miller’s office is responsible for selections and referrals. After that, 
applications are certified by the Employment Service office in 
Alabaster where Paul Porter is the director. 

Porter reported that the demand for truck drivers is high at the pre- 
sent time, adding that he expects the placement rate from the program 
to be 95% this year. 

Several trucking firms have been hiring those who complete the 
training, Porter said, adding that one firm in particular had hired 90% 
of the last class. 

Criteria for accepting trainees to the truck program include income 
-- they must be economically disadvantaged; age -- at least 25; and a 
good driving record. A person is eligible to take the training even if 
they have only been out of work for only a week. 

Although preference is given to Shelby County residents, applicants 
may live anywhere in the state. If a trainee has to drive more than 50 
miles, he or she may live on campus at Ramsey Conference Center at 
no cost, except for meals. 

While they’re taking the course, trainees are paid $2 an hour. 

During the 7 hours they spend each day at UM, the trainees have 
both classroom instruction and ‘‘hands on’”’ driving experience. 

Dr. Ray Mayfield, who heads the University’s Continuing Educa- 
tion division, said that three 18-wheeler tractor trailer rigs are leased 
for use in the program. ; 

He explained that trainees learn how to drive both loaded and 
unloaded rigs, and are shown how to perform simple maintenance 
tasks. The classroom work, Mayfield said, involves learning how to 
keep log books and map reading. 

Miller related that 64 people were served by the program during this 
past fiscal year. She noted with pride that her office had an 87% 
placement rate from those served last year.

1? is the policy of 
the state cf Alabama to foster 
and promote public education 


and in furtherance of that policy « 


the legislature may provide for 
the maintenance and support of 
public schools and may estab: 
lish, organize and suppor! such 
other public educational institu- 
tions, including public Institu- 
tions of higher learning. as the 
legislature may deem de- 
sirable, 

Section 1S4. General super- 
vision of the public schools in 
Alabama shall be vested in a 
state board of education, which 
shall be elected in such manner 
as the legislature may provide. 

Section 155. The chief state 
schoo! officer shal) be the state 
superintendent of education, 
who shall be appointed by the 
state board of education and 
serve at its pleasure. The 
authority and duties of the 
superintendent of education 
shall be determined by the state 
board of education according to 
such regulations as the legis- 
lature may prescribe. The 
superintendent of education 
shall receive an annual salary 
which shall be fixed by the State 
Board of Education within 
limits set by the legislature of 
Alabama and shall be paid from 
the state treasury in install- 
ments as the salaries of other 
state officers are paid. 

Section 156. The principal of 
all funds arising from the sale 
or other disposition of lands or 
other property, which has been 
or may hereafter be granted or 
entrusted to this state or given 
by the United States for educa: 
tional purposes shall be 
preserved inviolate and un- 
diminished; and the income 
arising therefrom shal! be 
faithfully applied to the specific 
object of the original grants or 
appropriations. 

Section 157. All lands or other 
property given by individuals, 
or appropriated by the state for 
educational purposes. and all 
estates of deceased persons 
which shall have escheated fo 
the state shall be used or ap- 
plied to the furtherance of 
education. 

Section 158. The income aris- 
ing from the sixteenth section 
trust fund, the surplus revenue 
fund, until it is called for by the 
United States government, and 
the funds enumerated in sec- 
tlons 186 and 157 of this Con- 
Stitution together with a special 
annual tax of thirty cents on 
each one hundred dollars of tax- 
able property in this state. 
which the legislature shall levy, 
shall be applied to the support 
and furtherance of education, 
and it shail be the duty of the 
legislature to increase the pub- 
lic school fund from time to 
time as the necessity therefor 
and the condition of the 
treasury and the resources of 
the state may justify; provided, 
that nothing herein contained 
shall be so construed as to 
authorize the legisiature to levy 
in any one year a greater rate 
of state taxation for all 
purposes, including schools, 
than sixty-five cents on each 
one hundred dollars worth of 
taxable property; and provided 

further, that nothing herein con- 
tained shall prevent the legis: 
lature from first providing for 
the payment of the bonded in- 
debtedness of the state and 
interest thereon out of all the 
revenue of the state. 

Except! as they may be 
specifically set aside in trust 
funds or otherwise applied to 
the payment of indebtedness, 
all proceeds of income or other 
taxes levied by the state and of 
all special ad valorem or other 
faxes levied by counties and 
municipalities, or school dis:

tion for public school purposes, 
shall be applied to the support 
and furtherance of education 
pursuant to section 153 of this 
Constitution.

ARTICLE XI. 
Local Government. 

Section 163. The boundaries of 
the several counties of this 
state, as they now exist, are 
hereby ratified and confirmed. 

Section 164. The legislature 
may, by 8 vote of two-thirds of 
each house thereof, arrange and 
designate boundaries for the 
several counties of this state. 
which boundaries shall not be 

altered, except by a like vote; 
but no mew county shall be for- 
med hereafter of less extent 
than six hundred square miles, 
and no existing county shall be 
reduced to less than six hundred 
Square miles; and no new coun- 
ty shall be formed unless it 
shall contain a sufficient 
number of inhabitants to entitle 
it to one representative under 
the ratio of representation exist- 
ing at the time of its formation. 
and leave the county or counties 
from which it is taken with the 
required number ot inhabitants 
fo entitle such county or coun: 
ties. each, to separate represen- 
tation. 

Section 165. No county line 
shall be altered or changed, or 
in the event of the creation of 
new counties shall be estab 
lished, so as to run within seven 
miles of the county courthouse 
of any old county. 

Section 164. No courthouse or 
county site snail be removed ex- 
cept by & majority vote of the 
quatitied electors of said coun- 

ty, voting at an election held. for 
such purpose, and when an elec- 
tion has once been held no other 
election shall be held for such 
purpose until the expiration of 
four years. 

Section 167, The legistature 
shall provide by genera! law an 
optional plan or optional plans 
of local government for counties 
delegating such legislative 
authority to such governing 
bodies as the legislature deems 
desirable not inconsistent with 
the provisions of this constitu 
tion, A county may adopt or re 
scind such an optional plan of 
local government by refer: 
endum initiated by resolution of 
the governing body or by peti- 
tion of the electorate in such 
county in accordance with such 
conditions and procedures as 
the legislature shall provide by 
general law. A county which 
does not elect to be governed by 
such an optional plan. or which 
rescinds such plan, shall con- 
tinue to be governed according 
to the general or local laws 
which are. or may thereafter 
be, applicable to such county. 

Section 168. The tegisiature 
shall also provide by general 
law optional plans of govern 
ment for municipalities. 

Section 169. The legislature 
shall provide by genera) law for 
the incorporation, government, 
merger and change of bound 
aries of cities and towns, and 
for the annexation of unin 
corporated territory to in- 
corporated cities and towns, 
which are reterred to as munici- 
palities in this article, except 
that municipal boundaries may 
be altered or rearranged by lo 
cal law 

Section 170. No person. firm, 
association, or corporation shal! 
be authorized or permitted to 
use the streets, avenues, alleys 
or public places of any munici- 
pality for the construction or 
operation of any public utility or 
private enterprise, without first 
obtaining the consent of the 
Proper authorities of the mu 
nicipality. 

Section 171. No franchise or 
license shail hereafter be grant 
ed by @ municipality for a 
period longer than forty years. 

Section 172. The legislature 
shall not enact any flaw which 
will permit any person. firm, 
corporation, or association to 
pay 2 privilege. license or other 
tax to the State of Alabama. and 
relieve him or if from the pay 
ment of all other privilege and 
license taxes in the state. 

Section 173. Municipal and 
other corporations and in 
dividuals invested with the 
Privilege of taking property for 
public use, shal] make just com 
pensation fo be ascertained as 
may be provided by law. for the 
Property taken, injured. or 
destroyed by the construction or 
enlargement of its works, high 
ways, or improvements.. which 
compensation shall be paid 
before such taking, injury, or 
Gestruction.

Section 176, The power to levy 
faxes shall not be delegated to 
individuals or private corpor- 
ations or associations, 

Section 177. A state tax may 
be levied on net income and 
shal| not exceed the rate of five 
per cent. The revenue trom this 
tax shall be used: (1) to replace 
the, revenue lost to the several 
funds of the state by reason of 
the exemption of homesteads 
from the state ad valorem tax, 
and (2) the residue shall be 
placed in the state treasury to 
the credit of the Alabama 
Special Educational Trust Fund 
to be used only for the payment 
of public school teachers‘ 
salaries.

Free food program beefed up; 


giveaway set for this week 


by Bert Seaman 

There’s good news for individuals who have 
been receiving commodities through the food 
distribution program. 

Gladys Ross from the Community Affairs of- 
fice in Columbiana advises those who come to 
pick up the food this week to ‘‘bring a bag.”” 

In addition to the usual cheese, the shipment 
also includes honey, flour, butter and milk 
powder. 

Part of the commodities distribution was held 
Monday, and it will continue on Wednesday and 
Thursday, starting at 8 p.m. both days. 

Due to late notification (Wednesday, October 
19) about when the shipment would arrive, Ross 
explained she was not able to get the Monday date 
in last week’s Reporter. 

Ross reports that recent changes in USDA 
guidelines give more leeway as to who’s eligible to 
receive the food. 

Eligibility now includes: 

*Foodstamp households
